Monby,  January  1,  1917. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  law  for  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  regular  session,  the  Senators-eiect  of  tlie  Eighty-second 
General  Assembly  of  the  stale  of  Ohio  met  in  the  Senate  Chamber  at 
lo  o'clock  a.  m.  and  were  called  to  order  by  Lieutenant  Governor  John 
H.  Arnold,  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  President  appointed  Senator-elect  Lewis  F.  White  Clerk  pro 
tempore,  and  directed  the  Clerk  to  call  the  senatorial  districts  in  their 
numerical"  order,  when  the  following  named  persons  presented  certificates 
of  election  as  Senators  from  their  respective  districts  to  the  Eighty- 
second  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  having  taken  an 
~oath  administered  by  Hon.  R.  M.  Wanamaker  to  support  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and 
also  an  oath  of  office,  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as

I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  under 
Section  15291-r  G.  C.  to  provide  for  placing  the  Ohio  Battle  Flags  in 
the  rotunda  of  the  State  Capitol, 

The  work  this  committee  has  done  in  conjunction  with  the  state 
officials  designated  by  statute  to  cooperate  with  it,  speaks  for  itself.  It 
can  not  be  otherwise  than  a  matter  of  solemn  pride  to  know  that  in 
Ohio  these  sacred  emblems  of  the  nation's  life  are  better  protected  and 
more  fittingly  displayed  than  in  any  other  state  of  the  Union, 

These  battle-stained  banners  hallowed  by  the  heroic  sacrifice  of 
Ohio's  sons  and  consecrated  in  the  tears  of  her  daughters,  utter  in  voice- 
less eloquence  the  message  of  patriotism  and  inspiration  which  every 
passer-by  should  hear  in  reverence  with  uncovered  head. 

So  carefully  did  the  committee  in  chacf-  of  the  work  perform  its 
duties  that  $1,099.00  of  the  amount  apprqpi  .,.ted  remains  unexpended. 

There  are  19  miscellaneous  flags  for  which  there  is  not  room  in 
the  cases.  I  recommend  that  a  small  appropriation  be  made  in  addition 
to  the  $1,099.00  remaining  from  the  former  appropriation  so  as  to  make 
possible  the  purchase  of  another  case  to  provide  for  the  19  miscellaneous 
flags,  certain  regimental  flags  now  missing  and  others  which  will  be 
turned  over  to  the  state  for  preservation  in  the  futut;e, 

The  report  of  the  committee,  prepared  by  Col.  W.  L.  Curry,  con- 
tains historical  matter  of  very  great  value.  In  order  that  this  informa- 
tion may  be  preserved  for  future  generations  I  suggest  that  the  report 
be  printed  in  full  in  the  journals  of  one  or  both  Houses  of  the  General 
Assembly.

I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Commission  to  establish  a 
Home  for  the  treatment  and  education  of  deformed  and  crippled 
children. 

With  the  recommendations  of  this  report  I  heartily  concur.  Ohio 
can  do  no  nobler  work  than  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  establishmenti 
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of  this  institution.  As  is  pointed  out  in  the  report  of  the  Commission 
there  is  now  no  state  institution  in  which  these  unfortunate  little  ones 
can  receive  proper  treatment  and  education.  Other  states  of  the  Union 
are  ahead  of  Ohio  in  this  humanitarian  work.  The  experience  of  these 
states  shows  ■  that  at  least  50  per  cent  of  crippled  children  can  be 
permanently  cured,  and  25  per  cent  inore  very  much  improved  in  their 
condition. 

The  highest  humanitarian  considerations  demand  that  no  effort  shall 
be  spared  in  this  commendable  project  to  alleviate  human  suffering  and 
help  these  children  to  become  useful,  self-sustaining  citizens. 

I  recommend  that  $9o,ocx).oo  be  appropriated  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  to  enable  the  Commission  to  secure  a  site  and  provide  necessary 
equipment  and  maintenance  during  1917  and  1918.  In  order  that  there 
may  be  no  delay  in  the  progress  of  the  work  I  respectfully  but  very 
urgently  recommend  that  $6o,oc».oo  of  this  amount  be  made  immediately 
available.

various  functions  of  government;  and

acted into  law  the  best  taxation  measure  that  men  can  produce  regardless 
of  political  affiliation,  which  will  insure  to  them  the  enjoyment  of  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  conferred  upon  them  by  the  constitution  of  the 
state  of  Ohio,  and  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America; 
therefore

four  senators,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  po- 
litical party,  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  Senate,  and  four  members 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be- 
long to  the  same  pohtical  party,  appointed  by  the  speaker  thereof,  which 
senators  and  representatives  shall  be  selected  by  Ihe  president  of  the 
Senate  and  the  speaker  of  the.

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The  8ist  Ohio  Senate  purchased  52  sets  of  Page  and  Adams  An- 
notated Statutes,  and  distributed  as  follows:

I  set  to  sergeant-at-arms.

At  the  close  of  the  session  31  sets  were_  delivered  to  the  secretary  of 
state,  and  the  auditor  of  state  holds  his  receipt  for  same.  Twelve  sets 
were  either  sold  or  claimed  by  members  who  have  paid  their  personal 
checks  into  the  state  treasury  for  same.  One  set  was  left  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  lieutenant  governor.  One  set  was  left  in  possession  of  clerk 
of  Senate.  One  set  was  left  in  possession  of  the  sei^eant-at-arms.  One 
set  was  left  in  possession  of  the  finance  committee.  One  set  was  left  in 
possession  of  the  representatives  of  the  press.  One  set  was  left  in  pos- 
session of  the  tax  committee.

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  such  necessaries  is  vastly  out 
of  proportion  to  any  increase  in  the  earning  power  or  income  of  the  con- 
sumer ;  and. 
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Whereas,  Said  increase  is  manifestly  not  attributable  to  any  in- 
adequacy of  supply  or  insufficient  means  of  distribution,  but  to  some  arti- 
ticial  condition  of  the  markets  created  by  the  unjustifiable  withholding  of 
the  products  from  consumers,  or  by  unlawful  combinations,  or  by  other 
means  not  legitimate;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

That  a  committee  ccwnposed  of  three  members  of  the  Senate  to  be 
named  by  the  president  of  the  Senate,  and  .  .  .  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  be  named  by  the  speaker  of  said  House,  to 
t>e  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the 
present  extraordinary  prices  demanded  for  fuel,  food  staffs  and  other 
commodities  necessary  to  ordinary  life,  and  to  ascertain  whether  such 
prices  are  the  result  of  unlawful  combinations  or  of  the  withholding  of 
said  articles  from  the  markets  in  cold  storage  and  otherwise,  or  of  un- 
justifiable withholding  of  the  means  of  transportation  by  common  car- 
riers; and  if  not  attributable  to  any  of  these  causes,  then  to  what  cause 
such  increase  can  be  assigned. 

Said  committee  shall  have  power  to  conduct  its  investigations  at 
such  place  or  ptaces  as  it  may  deem  advisable;  to  subpoena  and  require 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers,  and 
documents ;  to  employ  one  or  more  clerks  or  steni^aphers,  and  to  secure 
the  opinions  of  experts. 

Said  committee  shall  report  to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  present 
session;  or  rf  said  Assembly  shall  have  adjourned  before  said  committee 
is  ready  to  report,  then  to  the  governor  its  findings  as  to  the  true  cause 
or  causes  of  the  evils  herein  set  forth,  and  any  testimony  taken  by  it,  to- 
gether with  its  suggestions  as  to  what,  if  any,  legislation  would  be  advis- 
able to  put  an  end  to  said  evils. 

The  expenses  incurred  by  said  committee  shall  be  paid  from  the 
funds  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of  committees  and  shall  be  paid  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  state  upon  warrants  issued  by  the  auditor;  said  war- 
rants shall  be  issued  upon  itemized  vouchers  signed  by  the  chairman  of 
said  committee  or  a  majority  of  its  members.

That  the  Ohio  board  of  administration  and  other  purchasing  agents 
for  the  state  of  Ohio,  in  making  purchases  of  bituminous  coal  for  the  use 
of  public  institutions  committed  to  their  care,  including  those  institutions 
enumerated  in  section  1835  of  the  General  Code,  shall  designate,  when 
possible,  coal  produced  from  mines  operated  in  the  stale  of  Ohio;  and 
that  contracts  in  such  cases  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  proposing  to  furnish  such  coal.

That  in  behalf  of  its  citizens,  the  state  of  Ohio,  through 
the  General  Assembly,  pledges  its  unqualified  and  undivided  support  to 
the  President. 

Section  3.  That  the  members  of  Congress  from  Ohio  are  requested, 
by  their  vote  and  effort,  to  sustain  the  President  in  furtherance  of  the 
principles  declared  in  his  message  of  February  3rd.

Whereas,  The  people  of  the  state  of  Ohio  are  compelled  to  pay 
prices  for  coal,  which  are  unreasonably  higher  than  are  justified  by  the 
mine  production,  which  entails  a  decided  hardship  upon  the  consumers, 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  many  cars  of 
coal  are  held  on  railroad  sidings  in  the  state,  which  have  been  purchased 
by  brokers  for  speculative  purposes  and  held  by  them  for  reconsignment, 
therefore 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of. the  State  of  Ohio: 

That  three  senators  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  senate,  and 
three  members  of  the  house  of  representativs,  appointed  by  the  speaker 
thereof,  shall  constitute  a  committee  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of 
the  cause  of  such  prices,  with  special  reference  to  coal  purchased  for 
speculative  purposes  and  held  on  railroad  sidings  for  reconsignment. 

Said  committee  shall  have  full  power  to  summon  witnesses,  to  com- 
pel their  attendance,  to  administer  oaths  relative  to  their  testimony,  to 
make  examinations  and  to  compel  the  production  of  whatever  books, 
records  and  documents  that  may  be  necessary  for  their  full  and  complete 
investigation  of  the  subject  matter  hereof. 

Such  committee  shall  proceed  with  all  due  promptness  to  discharge 
its  duties  and  upon  the  completion  thereof  shall  make  a  report  of  its  find- 
ings with  recommendations  as  in  its  opinion  may  be  necessary  to  bring 
relief.  Said  report  shall  be  made  to  the  General  Assembly  within  thirty 
days  after  the  adoption  of  this  resolution. 

Such  committee  may  employ  a  stenographer  and  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  such  stenographer  and  shall  prosecute  its  investigations  by  holding 
sessions  in  such  place  or  places  of  the  state  as  in  its  judgment  it  thinks 
proper.  To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  such  committee  is 
authorized  to  expend  from  the  money  heretofore  or  hereafter  appropri- 
ated to  discharge  the  expenses  of  legislative  committees,  such'a  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary,  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  same  to 
be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  auditor  of  state,  which  warrant  shall  issue 
upon  the  filing  of  itemized  expense  accounts  from  time  to  time,  the  same 
to  be  approved  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee.

Proposing  an  amendment  to  Article  XVIII  of  the  constitution  of  the 
state  of  Ohio,  by  adding  a  new  section  providing  for  the  consolidation  of 
city  and  county  governments. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Ohio,  Three- 
fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  concurring  therein :  That,  for 
the  purpose  of  permitting  the  consolidation  of  city  and  county  govern- 
ments in  counties  of  more  than  100.000  population,  there  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  electors  of  this  state,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  on  the 
first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  1917,  a  proposal  to 
amend  Article  XVIII  of  the  constitution,  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section 
which  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  15.  Any  county  containing  a  city  of  more  than  one  hundred 
thousand  inhabitants,  or  any  portion  of  a  county  containing  any  such  city, 
may,  by  the  adoption  of  a  charter  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  consoli- 
date the  county,  city  and  all  other  local  governments  within  any  such 
county,  or  portion  of  a  county,  into  one  municipal  government. 

When  a  petition  signed  by  ten  percent  of  the  qualified  voters  of  any 
such  portion  of  a  county,  whose  boundaries  are  stated  in  the  petition,  is 
filed  with  the  court  of  appeals  of  the  district  in  which  such  county  is  lo- 
cated, requesting  separation  from  the  remainder  of  the  county  for  the  pur- 
.  pose  of  consolidation,  the  court  shall,  after  public  hearing,  fix  the  bound- 
aries of  the  portion  proposed  to  be  separated,  and  shall  order  the  question" 
of  separation  to  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  entire  county  within 
ninety  days.  If  three-fifths  of  the  electors  voting  on  the  question  shall 
vote  in  the  affirmative,  then  such  portion  shall,  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  in  the 
charter,  become  a  separate  county;  provided,  however,  that  at  least  one  of 
the  boundary  lines  of  the  original  county  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the 
boundary  of  the  new  county.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  general  law  for 
the  equitable  division  of  existing  debts  and  liabilites  of  such  counties  and 
other  local  governments. 

The  proceedure  for  framing,  adopting  and  amending  such  charter 
shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  a  municipality;  except  that  the  ques- 
tion "Shall  a  commission  be  chosen  to  frame  a  charter  for  the  city  and 
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county"?  shall  be  submitted  to,  and  the  fifteen  charter  cwnmissioners 
shall  be  chosen  by,  the  electors  of  the  entire  county  or  the  portion  of  the 
county  to  be  separated.  Any  such  consolidated  city  and  county  shall 
be  deemed  a  county  for  the  performance  of  state  and  county  functions,  ■ 
and  provision  shall  be  made  in  such  charter  for  the  performance  of  such 
functions  imposed  upon  counties  and  their  local  subdivisions  by  general 
laws.  Such  consolidated  government  shall  have  the  sam»  authority  in 
the  exercise  of  the  powers  of  local  self  government  as  are  herein 
granted  to  cities  which  adopt  charters. 

Be  il  further  Resolved,  That  at^such  election  herein  provided  for, 
this  amendment  shall  he  placed  on  the  ofticial  ballot  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  and  shall  be  designated  as  follows :  "Permitting  the  Con- 
solidation of  City  and  County  Governments  in  Counties  of  More  Than 
100,000  Population",  or  in  such  language  as  shall  be  sufficiently  clear  to 
designate  it.  If  adopted,  this  amendment  shall  take  effect  on  the  first 
day  of  January  191S.

The  public  health  council,  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  governor,  appoint  a  commissioner  of  health,  who  shall  be  a 
physician,  skilled  in  sanitary  science,  who  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  five 
years  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  commis- 
sioner of  health  shall  perform  all  executive  duties  now  required  by  law  of 
the  state  board  of  heaUh  and  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health,  and 
such  other  duties  as  are  incident  to  his  position  as  chief  executive  officer. 
He  shall  administer  the  laws  relating  to  health  and  sanitation  and  the 
regulations  of  the  state  department  of  health.  He  shall  prepare  sanitary 
regulations  for  consideration  by  the  public  health  council  and  shall  submit 
to  said  council  recommendations  for  new  legislation.  During  his  term  of 
office,  the  commissioner  of  health  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  duties 
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of  his  oRke.    The  salary  of  the  commissioner  of  health  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  public  health  council,  subject  to  approval  by  the  governor. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  public  health  council,  to  consist  of  the 
commissioner  of  health,  and  four  members,  hereinafter  called  the  ap- 
pointive members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor.  Of  the  appointive 
members,  at  least  two  shall  be  physicians  who  shall  have  had  training  or 
experience  in  sanitary  science.  Of  the  appointive  members  first  ap- 
pointed, one  shall  hold  office  until  July  jst,  1918,  one  until  July  ist,  1919, 
one  until  July  1st,  1920,  and  one  until  July  ist,  1921,  and  the  term  of  of- 
fice of  members  thereafter  appointed,  except  to  fill  vacancies,  shall  be  four 
years.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor  for  the 
unexpired  term..  The  public  health  council  shall  meet  four  times  each 
year  and  may  meet  at  such  other  times  as  the  business  of  the  council  may 
require.  The  time  and  place  for  holding  regular  meetings  shall  be  fixed  in 
the  by-laws  of  the  council.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  upon  request 
of  any  three  members  of  the  council,  or  upon  request  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  health,  and  may  be  held  at  any  place  deemed  advisable  by  the 
council  or  commissioner.  Two  members  of  the  public  health  council  and 
the  commissioner  of  health  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  The  governor  shall,  on  or  before  July  ist,  designate  the 
member  of  the  public  health  council  who  shall  act  as  its  chairman  for 
the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  The  commissioner  of  health  shall,  upon  the  re- 
quest of  the  public  health  council,  detai]  an  officer  or  employe  of  the  state  ' 
department  of  health  to. act  as  secretary  of  the  public  health  council,  and 
shall  detail  from  time  to,  time  such  otlier  employes  as  the  public  health 
council  may  require.  The  appointive  members  of  the  public  health  shall 
receive  ten  dollars  a  day  while  in  conference  and  shall  be  reimbursed 
their  necessary  and  reasonable  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  their  official  duties. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  public  health  council  and  it 
shall  have  the  power: 

(a)  To  make  and  amend  such  sanitary  regulations  as  are  to  be  of 
general  application  throughout  the  state.  Such  sanitary  regulations  shall 
be  known  as  ihe  Sanitary  Code; 

(b)  To  take  evidence  in  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  health  in  a  matter  relating  to  the  approval  or  disapproval  of 
plans,  locations,  estimates  or  cost  or  other  matters  heretofore  required  to 
be  submitted  to  the  state  board  of  health  for  approval; 

(c)  To  conduct  hearings  in  cases  where  the  law  heretofore  required 
that  the  state  board  of  health  shall  give  such  hearings;  to  reach  decisions 
on  the  evidence  presented,  which  shall  govern  subsequent  actions  of  the 
commissioner  of  health  with  reference  thereto; 

(d)  To  prescribe  by  regulations  the  number  of  divisions  and  qual- 
ifications of  directors  of  divisions; 

(e)  To  enact  and  amend  by-laws  in  relation  to  its  meetings  and  the 
transaction  of  its  business; 

(f)  To  consider  any  matter  relating  to  the  preservation  and  im- 
provement of  the  public  health  and  to  advise  the  commissioner  thereon 
with  such  recommendations  as  it  may  deem  wise. 

The  public  healtli  council  shall  not  have  nor  exercise  executive  or 
administrative  duties. 

Section  5,  Every  regulation  adopted  by  the  public  health  council 
shall  state  the  date  on  which  it  takes  effect,  and  a  copy  thereof,  duly 
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signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  public  health  council,  shall  be  filed  in  the 

office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  sent  by  the 
commissioner  of  health  to  each  local  board  of  health,  health  officer  or 
person  perfoniiing  the  duties  of  health  officer,  within  the  state,  and  shall 
be  published  in  such  manner  as  the  public  health  council  may  from  time 
to  time  determine.  Every  provision  of  the  sanitary  code  shall  apply  to 
and  be  effective  in  all  portions  of  the  state. 

Section  6.  The  commissioner  of  health  shall  publish  and  distribute 
to  every  health  officer  in  the  state  a  public  health  manual,  which  shall 
contain  all  laws  relating  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  health  officials,  the 
sanitary  regulations  adopted  by  the  public  health  council  and  such  other 
information  and  instructions  as  he  may  deem  advisable.  He  shall  keep 
health  officials  and  the  general  public  fully  infprmed  in  regard  to  the 
work  of  the  state  department  of  health  and  on  the  progress  that  is 
being  made  in  studying  the  cause  and  prevention  of  disease  and  such 
kindred  subjects  as  may  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the 
state. 

Section  7.  The  commissioner  of  health  shall  appoint  and,  subject 
to -the  approval  of  the  public  health  council,  fix  the  compensation  of  a 
deputy  commissioner  of  health  and  directors  of  divisions.  He  may  also 
employ  such  clerical  and  other  assistants  as  are  necessary  for  the  proper 
performance  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  department  and  fix  their 
compensation  within  the  amount  appropriated  therefor.  The  compensa- 
tion of  the  commissioner  and  employes,  the  per  dion  of  members  of  the 
public  health  council  and  other  expense  of  the  state  department  of  health 
shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  state  on  warrants  of  the  auditor  of  state 
when  certified  by  the  commissioner  of  heahh. 

Section  8.  The  commissioner  of  health  and  any  person  authorized 
by  him  so  to  do  may,  without  fee  or  hindrance,  enter,  examine  and  survey 
all  grounds,  vehicles,  apartments,  buildings  and  places  within  the  state  in 
furtherance  of  any  duty  laid  upon  the  state  department  of  health  or  where 
he  has  reason  to  believe  there  exists  a  violation  of  any  health  law  of  this 
state  or  of  any  provision  of  the  sanitary  code. 

Section  g.  The  commissioner  of  health  and  any  appointive  mem- 
ber of  the  public  health  council  may  be  removed  by  the  governor,  after  a 
hearing;  provided,  that  charges  against  him  have  been  submitted,  in 
writing,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  council;  and,  pro 
vided,  further,  that  the  governor  finds  such  charges  to  be  true  in  fact 
and  their  nature  such  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  best  interests  of  the  state 
shall  demand  such  removal. 

Section  10.  Suitable  rooms  for  conducting  the  business  of  the  state 
department  of  health  shall  be  provided  and  mamtained  by  the  state. 

Section  ii.  That  original  sections  1232,  1233,  1234,  1235  and  1236 
of  the  General  Code  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

the  adoption  of  the  following  joint  roles  for  the  Eighty-second  General 

Assembly : 

JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  ASSEMBLY. 

Rule  i.  (Joint  Sessions;  Proceedings  in;  How  Dissolved;  May 
recess  or  adjourn). 

Whenever  the  two  branches  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  con- 
vene for  any  purpose  required  by  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  state, 
such  convention  shall  be  held  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  joint  resolution  of  the  two  branches, 
and  the  president  of  the  Senate  shall  preside.  During  all  such  conven- 
tions each  branch  shall  be  held  to  be  in  session  as  a  separate  branch  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  be  governed  by  its  own  rules;  and  except  in 
voting  at  elections,  where  each  member  is  entitled  to  a  separate  vote, 
shall  act  as  such  and  no  question  shall  be  considered  as  carried  other- 
wise than  by  the  concurrent  action  of  both  branches;  provided,  that 
either  branch  may,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  its  members,  dissolve 
such,  convention  by  withdrawing  therefrMn;  and  such  convention  may, 
by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branches,  take  a  recess,  or  adjourn 
to  a  time  certain;  but  such  recess  or  adjournment  of  the  oonvention 
shall  not  be  held  to  be  an  adjournment  or  recess  of  either  branch,  nor  to 
prevent  either  from  proceeding  with  its  usual  business  during  such  re- 
cess or  adjournment  of  the  convention.  * 

Rule  2.  {Elections  in.)  In  all  elections  in  joint  session,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  vote  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 


Rule  3.  (As  to  form.)  Bills  introduced  in  either  house  shall  be 
legibly  written,  typewritten,  or- printed  and  shall  bear  the  name  of  the 
author  and  must  in  all  respects,  as  to  form,  comply  with  the  laws,  and 
the  rules  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Rule  4.  (Titles  must  contain.)  Bills  shall  have  noted  in  their 
titles  a  distinct  reference  to  the  subject  or  matter  to  which  they  relate 
and  also,  if  they  propose  the  amendment  or  repeal  of  any  law,  to  the 
section  proposed  to  be  amended  or  repealed. 

Rule  5,  (Shall  be  printed.)  Bills,  as  well  as  joint  resolutions, 
shall  be  printed  after  their  first  reading,  and  distributed  for  the  use  of 
members  of  the  two  houses. 

Rule  6.  (New  matter  or  omissions  to  be  indicated.)  In  all  bills 
introduced  which  seek  to  amend  existing  statutes  any  new  matter  con- 
tained therein  shall  be  underscored  by  the  author,  and  when  printed  the 
matter  so  underscored  shall  be  printed  in  italics;  and  when  amendment 
is  sought  by  the  omission  or  elimination  of  matter  in  an  existing  law  the 
author  shall  indicate  such  omission  or  elimination  by  astericks  and  the 
printer  shall  follow  such  indicated  marks  in  copy.  No  bill  shall  be  sent 
to  the  printer  by  the  clerk  which  does  not  conform  to  these  require- 
ments. 

Rule  7.  (When  passed  notice  shall  be  given  other  house.)  When 
a  bill  or  joint  resolution  has  been  passed  or  adopted  in  either  house,  notice 
shall  be  forthwith  given  to  the  other  house. 
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Rule  8.  (When  lost  or  rejected  in  other  house.)  When  a  bill 
or  joint  resolution  which  shall  have  been  passed  in  one  house  is  rejected 
or  lost  in  the  other,  or  postponed  indefinitely,  notice  thereof  shall  forth- 
with be  given  to  the  other  house. 

RuLi!  9.  (Proceedings  when  amended  by  other  house.)  When  a 
bill  or  joint  resolution  which  has  passed  one  house,  and  been  amended, 
passed  and  returned  by  the  other,  it  shall  lay  over  one  calendar  day  and 
the  amendment  or  amendments  be  printed  in  the  journal  of  the  House  to 
which  it  was  returned,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  in  which  case  the 
calendar  shall  show  on  what  page  of  the  journal  of  the  other  House  the 
amendment  or  ainendments  have  been  printed  and  shall  be  placed  on  the 
calendar  in  the  order  received. 

When  taken  up  the  question  shall  be  upon  concurrence  in  the 
amendment  or  amendments,  and  the  same  number  of  votes  shall  be 
required  to  concur  as  was  required  to  pass  the  bill  or  resolution  in  the 
house  in  which  it  originated;  and  if  such  house  refuse  to  concur  in  the 
amendment,  notice  shall  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  other  house,  where  the 
proceedings  shall  be  in  the  following  order: 

First  to  insist  upon  its  amendment  and  ask  for  a  committee  of 
conference. 

Second,  to  recede  from  its  amendment,  which  has  the  effect  of 
passing  the  bill  in  the  fonn  in  which  it  passed  the  house  in  which  it 
originated. 

Third,  to  adhere  to  its  am^endment,  which  preludes  a  committee  of 
conference. 

fOMMITTEES  01'   CDNFRRENCK. 

Rule  io.  (Shall  consist  of.)  All  comaiiittees  of  conference  shal' 
consist  ot  three  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  three  on  the  part  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by 
both  houses. 

Rule  ii.  (Proceedings  -a-hcit  disagreed.)  Whenever  any  com- 
mittee of  conference  of  the'  two  houses  shall  disagree,  other  commit- 
tees may  be  appointed;  and  if  either  of  the  two  houses  shall  disagree 
to  any  report  of  a  committee  of  conference,  such  house  shall  forthwith 
notify  the  other  of  such  disagreement,  and  request  another  committee 
of  conference;  and  thereupon  another  committee  shall  be  appointed. 

Rui.k  12.  (l-Vliat  report  of  may  include.)  A  committee  of  con- 
ference appointed  to  consider  matters  of  difference  between  the  two 
houses  upon  any  bill  or  resolution,  may  consider  and  include  in  its  re- 
port any  amendments  pertinent  to  the  bill  or  joint  resolution,  whether 
or  not  the  form  or  substance  of  such  amendments  relate  exclusively  to 
the  original  matters  of  difference,  or  the  committee  may  offer  a  sub- 
stitute for  said  bill  or  resolution. 

Rui.E  13.  (When  in  order.)  The  report  of  a  conference  com- 
mittee is  always  in  order  except  during  a  roll  call  or  division,  and  can 
not  be  laid  on  the  table,  referred  to  a  committee  or  indefinitely  post- 
poned, and  must  be  voted  upon  as  a  whole. 

Rule  14.  (f(''/icii  papers  to  he  filed.)  When  committees  of  con- 
ference have  met  and  shall  have  come  to  an  agreement  the  bill  and  pa- 
pers adhering  thereto  shall  remain  in  the  House  in  which  the  bill 
originated ;  if  no  agreement  is  reached  then  the  bill  and  papers  shall  re- 
main in  possession  of  the  House  asking  for  the  conference  committee, 
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Rule  15.  {By  and  to  whom  delivered.)  All  messages  sent  from 
one  house  to  the  other  shall  be  carried  by  an  officer  or  employe  of  said 
House  who  shall  give  a  receipt  for  the  same  to  the  message  clerk  from 
whom  he  receives  the  message.  He  shall  deliver  the  message  without 
delay  to  the  clerk  of  the  House  to  which  it  is  sent  and  take  a  receipt 
therefor  from  said  clerk  or  one  of  his  assistants  authorized  by  him  to 
receipt  for  messages.  The  receiving  clerk  shall  deliver  such  message 
to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  body,  who  shall,  in  the  proper  order  of 
business,  and  within  a  reasonable  time,  lay  it  before  the  house. 

ENGROSSMENT  OF  BILLS. 

Rule  16.  (Bills — Matmcr  of  engrossment.)  All  bills  and  resolu- 
tions, before  they  are  passed  or  adopted  by  either  house,  shall  be  care- 
fully engrossed  in  plain  handwriting,  in  printing  or  in  typewriting,  and 
the  engrossed  copy  carefully  compared  with  the  original  bill,  and  the 
journal  showing  the  amendments  agreed  to. 

RuLE^i?.  (Bills — How  engrossed  when  amended  by  other  house.) 
When  a  bill  shall  have  passed  one  house,  and  shall  be  amended  in  the 
other,  the  amendments  shall  be  engrossed  upon  a  separate  piece  of 
paper,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  shall  be  fully  engrossed,  and  both  re- 
turned, with  the  engrossed  bill  received  from  the  other  house,  to  the 
house  in  which  it  originated.  In  such  engrossments,  sections  of  bills 
and  joint  resolutions  amended  shall  be  engrossed  in  a  plain  engrossing 
hand-writing,  in  printing  or  typewriting.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  be  passed 
in  one  house  and  sent  to  the  other  and  a  substitute  therefor  is  agreed 
to  by  'Such  house,  in  the  communications  between  the  houses  such 
substitute  shall  be  designated  and  treated  as  an  amendment  to  the 
original  bill,  and  the  message  relating  thereto  shall  definitely  show  as 
in  case  of  other  amendments,  how  the  original  bill  is  amended. 

Rule  18.  (Bilis — When  reported  enrolled  nbt  subject  to  action.) 
A  bill  or  joint  resolution  having  been  reported  to  either  house  by  the 
joint  comnpttee  on  Enrollment,  shall  not  thereafter  be  subject  to  amend- 
ment, commitment  or  other  action  by  either  house;  but  this  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  bills  returned  to  the  (lencral  Assembly  by  the  Governor 
or  Secretary  of  State. 

SIGNING  AND  VETO  OF  BILLS. 

Rur.E  19.  (Who  to  sign:  Proceedings  when  vetoed  by  Governor.') 
All  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses,  shall 
first  be  signed  by  the  speaker  of  the  Hou.se  of  Re])resentatives,  and  then 
by  the  president  of  the  Senate,  the  latter  affixing  the  date  thereto  and  de- 
livering the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  deliver  each  bill 
so  passed  tothe  Governor,  taking  a  receipt  therefor,  and  each  joint 
resolution  to  "the  secretary  of  state,  taking  the  latter's  receipt  therefor. 
When  any  bill  shall  have  been  disapproved  by  the  Governor  and  sub- 
sequently enacted  into  law  over  such  veto,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution,  the  enrolled  copy  shall  be  endorsed  with  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  in  each  house  subsequent  to  the  veto,  attested 
by  the  speaker  ot  the  House  and  president  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  20.  (Calendar— Bills  of  other  house  shall  have  precedence 
on.)     When  a  bill  or  joint  resohition  shall  have  passed  either  house, 
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and  been  sent  to  the  other  for  concurrence,  such  bill  or  joint  resolution 
shall  take  precedence  on  the  calendar,  of  all  bills,  joint  resolutions  or 
resolutions  not  yet  passed  or  adopted  by  the  house  in  which  they 
originated;  provided,  that  such  bills  or  joint  resolutions  shall  not  take 
precedence  of  other  bills  or  joint  resolutions  which  may  have  been  carried 
over  from  an  unfinished  calendar. 

Rui-E-2i.  {Bills— When  not  rea<hed  on  calendar.)  Any  bill  placed 
on  the  calendar  for  third  reading,  informally  passed,  and  which  was 
not  subsequently  «^led  up  for  consideration,  shall  be  placed  in  its  order 
at  the  head  of  the  calendar  of  bills  for  third  reading  on  the  succeeding 
day. 

Rule  22.  {Chairman  of  committees  shall  giz'e  notice  to  authors 
of  bills.)  The  chairman  of  each  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  shall,  at  some  time  before  the  final  consideration 
of  anjf  bill  referred  to  his  committee  if  objection  thereto  be  made  or 
matenal  amendment  offered  in  comnitttee,  give  verbal  or  written  notice 
to  the  author  of  the  bill,  fixing  a  time  when  he  may  be  heard  by  the 
committee. 

Rule  23,  {Yea^  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  amendtnenls.)  The 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  in  each  house  on  the  adoption  of  ^1  Joint 
resolutions  and  upon  concurrence  in  amendments  made  by  one  house 
to  a  bill  or  resolution  originating  in  the  other,  and  upon  the  adoption  of 
the  report  of  conference  committees. 

Rule  24.  {Clerks  to  prepare  calendar.)  The  Clerks  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  shall  cause  a  calendar  for  each  branch  of 
the  General  Assembly  to  be  printed  and  placed  upon  the  desk  of  each 
Senator  and  Representative  before  the  opening  of  each  daily  session, 
showing  for  the  day  bills  for  second  reading,  the  bills  for  third  reading, 
and  the  special  orders  of  the  day. 

Rui-E  25.  {What  calendar  may  show.)  The  calendar  may  also 
show  such  olher  information  relating  to  the  business  of  the  houses  as  the 
Chair  or  the  Clerk  may  desire  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  members. 

Rule  26.  {Question  zi'bm  hill  vetoed.)  When  a  message  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Governor  expressing  his 
disapproval  of  any  bill,  section,  or  item  of  a  bill  which  has  been  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly,  the  question  shall  be  presented  in  each  house 
as  follows:  "Shall  the  bill  (section  or  item,  as  the  case  may  be)  be  passed 
notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  Governor?"

Gentlemen  of  the  /Assembly: 

Compliant  with  the  provisions  of  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  11, 
providing  for  a  survey  and  recommendation  in  the  matter  of  establishing 
a  governor's  home,  I  beg  to  advise  you  that  I  appointed  for  the  purposes 
named,  the  Honorable  Jame.s  E.  Campbell.  Judson  Harmon  and  Myron 
T.  Herrick,  ex-governors  of  the  state. 

I  submit  herewith  their  recommendation. 

Inasmuch  as  the  resolution,  in  its  expressed  terms,  related  only  to 
the  purchase  of  a  site,  and  the  erection  of  a  residence  in  the  event  of  an 
entirely  new  project,  the  committee  has  made  its  recommendation  as  to 
the  sum  of  money  necessary  to  those  expenses  only.  As  there  will  be 
some  cost  for  out-buildings,  preparation  of  grounds,  planting  of  shrub- 
bery, etc.,  it  would  be  my  suggestion  that  the  appropriation  for  grounds 
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and  buildings  be  made  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars, 
and  that  payment  be  made  with  money  derived  from  the  interest  on  funds 
in  the  treasury. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  distinguished  ex-govemors  have 
expressed  their  wilfingness  to  accept  full  responsibility  for  this  enterprise 
and  carry  it  to  completion.

(b)  Appropriations  for  salaries  of  teachers  of  trade,  industrial  and 
home  economics  subjects. 

(c)  Appropriations  for  the  preparation  of  teachers  of  vocational, 
industrial  and  home  economics  subjects. 

Section  3.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  there 
is  hereby  created  the  state  board  of  education,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  six  appointive  members,  who 
shall  he  persons  of  rect^ized  standing  and  ability  in  business,  the  pro- 
fessions, industry  or  the  trades,  to  be  appointed  hy  the  governor.  Not 
more  than  three  of  the  appointive  members  shall  be  members  of  the 
.  same  political  party.  Two  of  the  six  appointive  members  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  period  of  two  years ;  two  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and 
two  for  a  period  of  six  years,  and  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms 
their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  six  years  each.  The 
board  shall  elect  one  of  its  appointive  members  to  serve  as  president. 

Section  4.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  serve  as 
secretary  of  the  board  and  shall  designate  some  employe  of  the  depart- 
ment of  public  instruction  to  act  as  clerk,  who  shall  take  charge  of  all 
papers  and  perform  all  clerical  work  in  connection  with  the  meetings  of 
the  board.  Regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  special  meetings  may  be  held 
at  any  place  within  the  state,  upon  the  call  of  the  president  or  of  a 
majority  of  the  board.  No  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  any  member 
of  the  board,  but  each  shall  receive  his  necessary  and  actual 
expenses  incurred  in  attending  meetings  and  while  engaged  in  performing 
the  duties  imposed  by  this  act.  All  such  expenses  and  any  other  ex-  . 
penses  incurred  by  the  board  in  the  official  conduct  of  its  business  as 
authorized  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  upon  receipt  of  itemized  bills 
authorized  by  the  board  and  approved  by  the  president.  Vouchers  for 
said  bills  shall  be  drawn  by  the  auditor  of  state,  payable  from  appropria- 
tions made  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Section  5.  The  state  board  of  education  shall  have  all  neces,sary 
authority  to  co-operate  with  the  federal  board  for  vocational  educa- 
tion in  the  administration  of  said  act  of  congress  and  of  any  legisla- 
tion pursuant  thereto  enacted  by  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  funds  provided  by  the  federal  government  and  the  state 
of  Ohio  for  the  promotion  of  vocational  education  in  agriculture,  com- 
mercial, industrial,  trade  and  home  economic!  subjects.  They  shall 
have  full  authority  to  formulate  plans  for  the  promotion  of  vocational 
education  in  such  subjects  as  an  essential  and  integral  part  of  the  pub- 
lic school  system  of  education  in  Ohio :  and  to  provide  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  teachers  of  such  subjects.  They  shall  have  authority  lo  make

The  authorized  capital  stock  of  a  corporation  having 
capital  stock,  consisting  of  both  common  and  preferred  stock  or  com- 
mon only,-  may  be  increased,  by  increasing  both  common  and 
preferred  or  common  only,  prior  to  organization,  if  its  authorized 
capital  stock  is  fully  subscribed  for  and  an  installment  of  ten  per  cent, 
on  each  share  of  stock  has  been  paid  thereon,  by  all  of  the  original 
subscribers  consenting  in  writing  to  such  increase,  and  authorizing  the 
■icorporators  or  a  majority  of  them  to  file  a  certificate  setting  forth 
such  action  and  the  amount  of  the  increase,  showing  the  proportion 
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of  common  and  preferred  stock  when  both  are  increased,  with  the  sec- 
retary of  state.  The  corporation  shall  not  issue  or  dispose  of  such 
increased  stock  until  such  certificate  is  filed. 

After  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  if  its  authorized  common 
stock  is  fully  subscribed  for  and  an  installment  of  ten  per  cent,  on  each 
share  of  such  stock  has  been  paid  thereon,  the  common  stock  may  be 
increased  by  a  vote  of  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  all  its  stock,  both 
common  and  preferred,  at  a  stockholders  meeting  called  by  a  majority 
of  its-  directors,  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time,  place  and 
object  of  which  has  been  given  by  publication  in  scane  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  and  by  letter  addressed  to  each  stockholder  whose 
place  of  residence  Is  known. 

After  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  the  authorized  capital 
stock  may  be  increased  at  any  time  by  issuing  preferred  stock,  within 
the  limits  permitted  by  law,  upon  the  written  consent  of  three-fourths 
of  all  of  its  stockholders,  representing  at  least  three-fourhs  of  both 
its  subscribed  and  issued  capital  stock. 

After  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  the  authorized  capital 
stock  may  also  be  increased  by  botli  common  and  preferred  stock  or 
common  only,  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  at  which  all  are  present  in 
person  or  by  proxy  and  waive  in  writing  notice  of  such  meeting  and  also 
agree  in  writing  to  such  increase,  naming  the  amount  thereof  and  the  pro- 
portion of  pommon  and  preferred  stock  when  both  are  increased.  In 
mcreasing  the  authorized  capital  stock  at  any  time  by  both  common  and 
preferred,  the  total  authorized  preferred  stock  of  such  corporation  after 
such  increase  shall  not  exceed  the  limits  provided  by  law. 

Whenever  after  organization  a  corporation  increases  its  capital  stock,

The  holders  of  record  of  the  common  stock  of  a  corpora- 
tion shall  have  the  right,  when  and  as  issued,  to  subscribe  for  the  in- 
crease stock  or  for  new  issues  of  stock  of  such  corporation  in  such'pro- 
portion  as  their  respective  common  shares  bear  to  the  whole  number  of

.  fix.  If  any  holder  fail  to  avail  himself  of  such  right  within  the  time  fixed 
by  the  board  of  directors,  the  stock  so  unsubscribed  may  be  disposed  of 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  prescribe.  The  right  of  any 
stockholders  to  subscribe  for  such  stock  shall  not  apply  to  any  authorized 
and  unissued  stock  appropriated  by  the  board  of  directors,  either  for  the 
purpose  of  retiring  preferred  stock  or  for  any  other  purpose. 
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Sec.  8719.  A  corporation  organized  under  the  general  corporation 
laws  of  the  state  may  amend  its  articles  of  incorporation  as  follows: 

1.  So  as  to  change  its  corporate  name — but  not  to  one  already  ap- 
propriated, or  to  one  likely  to  mislead  the  public. 

2.  So  as  to  change  the  place  where  it  is  to  be  located,  or  its  principal 
business  transacted. 

3.  So  as  to  modify,  enlarge  or  diminish  the  objects  or  purposes  for 
which  it  was  formed ;  but  not  substantially  to  change  the  purpose  of  its 
original  organization. 

4.  So  as  to  increase  or  decrease  the  number  of  shares  into  which 
its  capital  stock  is  divided ;  to  provide  for  preferred  stock,  or  dispense  with 
unissued  preferred  stock ;  to  change  unissued  common  stock  to  preferred  " 
stock,  within  the  limits  permitted  by  law ;  to  change  unissued  preferred 
stock  to  common  stock;  to  add  any  or  all  of  the  provisions  permitted 
by  sections  8668  and  8669  of  the  General  Code,  or  to  make  new  provis- 
ions of  such  nature  with  respect  to  newly  authorized  preferred  stock; 
or  to  amend  or  eliminate  such  provisions  as  to  unissued  preferred 
stock ;  or  to  add  to  the  articles  anything  omitted  from,  or  which  lawfully 
might  have  been  provided  for  originally,  or  to  take  out  of  the  articles 
any  unnecessary  provisions  or  provisions  which  might  lawfully  have 
been  omitted  from  them  originally.

"Section  1095-1.  The  secretary  of  agriculture  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  with  the  approval  of  the  board  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  governor,  the  attorney-general,  and  the  auditor  of  state,  to  purchase 
such  real  estate  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging 
the  site,  and  increasing  the  facilites  of  the  state  fair  grounds."

Sec,  1177-43.  Before  any  agricultural  lime  or  limestone  is  sold,

Sec.  2,  Laws  shall  be  passed,  taxing  by  a  uniform  rule,  and  at  a  uni- 
form rate  on  property  of  the  same  class  all  moneys,  credits,  investments  in 
bonds,  stocks,  joint  stock  companies,  or  otherwise ;  and  also  all  real  and 
personal  property  according  to  its  true  value  in  money,  excepting  all 
bonds  at  present  outstanding  of  the  state  of  Ohio  or  of  any  city,  village, 
hamlet,  county,  or  township  in  this  state  or  which  have  been  issued  in  be- 
half of  the  public  schools  in  Ohio  and  the  means  of  instruction  in  con-  - 
nection  therewith,  which  bonds  so  at  present  outstanding  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation;  but  burying  grounds,  public  school  houses,  houses  used  ex- 
clusively for  public  worship,  institutions  used  exclusively  for  charitable 
purposes,  public  property  used  exclusively  for  any  public  purpose,  and 
personal  property,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  value  five  hundred  dol- 
Urs,  for  each  individual,  may,  by  general  laws,  be  exempted  from  taxa- 
tion ;  but,  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to  alteration  or  repeal ;  and  the 
value  of  all  property,  so  exempted,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  ascertained 
and  published  as  may  be  directed  by  law. 

Section  2.  That  at  such  election  this  amendment  shall  be  placed  on 
the  official  ballot  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  as  article  XII,  sec- 
tion 2,  —  classification  of  property  for  taxation,  or  in  other  language 
sufficient  to  designate  it  clearly,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting 
thereon  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such  amendment,  section  i  as  hereinbefore 
set  forth  shall  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1919,  become  and 
constitute  the  section  so  amended  of  article  XII  of  the  constitution  of 
Ohio,  and  said  original  section  2  shall  be  repealed  and  annulled.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assetnbly  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

That  a  committee  of  six  be  appointed,  consisting  of  three  members 
on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
and  three  members  on  the  part  of  the  House,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  (not  more  than  two  of  the  members  appointed  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate  and  not  more  than  two  members  appointed  on 
the  part  of  the  House  shall  be  of  the  same  political  party)  to  investigate 
the  subject  of  election  laws  and  revise  and  recodify  the  election  laws 
of  this  state.  Such  committee  shall  meet  after  its  appointment  and  select 
a  chairman  and  proceed  at  once  with  its  duties.  The  clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  shall  be  the  secretary  of  the  committee.  The  state 
supervisor  and  inspector  of  election  and  the  state  .supervisor  of  elections 
and  his  assistant  shall  at  all  times  have  the  right  to  meet  with  the  com- 
mittee and  make  recommendations  and  give  aid  and  assistance. 

That  the  committee  is  empowered  to  employ  all  necessary 
stenographers.  The  attorney  general  and  his  assistants  shall  advise 
and  give  such  aid  and  assistance  to  the  committee  as  it  may  require. 

That  the  committee  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings  and 
prepare  a  report  of  its  findings  and  recommendations  and  file  them 
with  the  governor  not  later  than  December  31st,  1917.  Upon  re- 
ceiving such  report,  the  governor  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the 
general  assembly,  together  with  such  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions as  he  may  desire  to  make,  for  it  to  consider  and  act  upon. 

That    the   supervisor   of  public   printing  and   the   secretaiy  oi 
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state  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  furnish  such  committee, 
on  requisition  of  the  chairman,  with  all  proper  supplies,  stationery, 
and  equipment  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its, duties. 

That  the  stenographers  are  to  be  paid  by  said  committee  while 
actually  employed,  and  the  committee  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  pay  the  expense  of  such  stenographers  out  of  funds  ap- 
propriated for  legislative  committees,  upon  vouchers  signed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  provided  for  herein;  the  total  expense 
to  be  incurred  by  the  committee  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars.

It  is  our  judgment,  however,  since  the  report  of  the  former  com- 
mission was  not  approved,  in  deference  to  the  administration  creating  it, 
which  we  presume  had  all  the  facts  in  hand,  and,  inasmuch  as  your 
cbmmittee  is  not  acquainted  with  all  these  facts,  we  recommend  that  a

as  to  all  the  property  in  each  such  county  and  the  apportionment  of  the 
value  thereof.  In  case  of  a  determination  of  an  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  a  county  board  of  revision  such  proceeding  shall  be  insti- 
tuted in  the  common  pleas  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  com- 
plaint was  originally  filed. 
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Such  petition  in  error  shall  be  filed  within  thirty  days  after 
notice  is  served  as  provided  in  section  5611-1,  and  the  county  auditor 
of  the  county  in  which  such  petition  is  filed,  and  the  tax  commission 
of  Ohio,  shall  be  made  defendants,  and,  unless  waived,  summons  in 
error  shall  be  issued  and  served  as  in  other  cases,  upon  such  auditor 
and  upon  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  tax  commission  of  Ohio. 
The  tax  commission  shall,  upon  written  demand  of  the  person  or  per- 
sons, filing  such  petition,  made  at  or  before  the  filing  thereof,  deliver 
to  such  person  or  persons  within  thirty  days  thereafter  a  certified 
transcript  of  the  final  order  and  the  evidence  in  the  proceedings  upon 
which  such  order  is  based,  which  transcript  shall  forthwith  be  filed 
by  the  plaintiff  in  error  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  which  such  pro- 
ceeding is  pending,  and  the  -court  ma^  call  witnesses  and  ct^sider  other 
evidence  in  addition  to  such  transcript  in  the  hearing  ol  such  petition 
in  error.  The  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  shall  represent  the 
county  auditor  in  such  proceeding.  Either  party  shall  have  the  right 
to  prosecute'  error  as  in  other  cases.  The  court  may  permit  any  inter- 
ested party  to  intervene  by  cross-petition.  No  determination  of  the 
tax  commission  as  to  the  value  of  property  for  taxation  shall  be  re- 
versed, vacated,  or  modified  unless  it  is  shown  by  clear  and  con- 
vincing evidence  that  the  value  of  the  property,  as  determined  by  the 
tax  commission,  is  not  the  true  value  in  money  of  such  property." 

"Sec.  5611-3.  In  case  of  the  institution  of  such  proceeding,  liabil- 
ity for  taxes  upon  the  property  in  question,  and  for  non-payment  of 
taxes  within  the  time  required  by  law,  shall  relate  back  to  the  date  of 
the  original  valuation  or  determination,  and  liability  for  taxes  and  for- 
any  penalty  for  non-payment  thereof  within  the  time  required  by  law, 
shall  be  based  upon  the  valuation  as  finally  determined."

Every  person  who  owns,  keeps  or  harbors  a  dog  more 
than  three  months  of  age.  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  January  of 
each  year,  shall  file,  together  linih  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar  for  each 
male  or  spayed  femaie  dog.  and  a  registration  fee  of  tiva  dollars  for 
each  female  dog  unspayed.  in  the  office  of  the  county  auditor  of  the 
county  in  which  such  dog  is  kept  or  harbored,  an  application  for  regis- 
tration for  the  following  year  beginning  the  first  day  of  January  of  svch 
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year,  staling  the  age,  sex,  color,  character  of  hair,  whether  short  or  long, 
and  breed,  if  known,  of  such  dog,  also  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner 
of  such  dog. 

Section  2.  That  section  5652  of  the  General  Code  be  supplemented 
by  the  enactment  of  additional  sections  to  be  known  as  sections  5652-1  to 
5652-15,  both  inclusive,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  5652-1,  Every  owner  of  a  kennel  of  dogs  shall  in  like  manner 
as  in  section  5652  provided,  make  application  for  the  registration  of 
such  kennel,  and  pay  therewith  to  the  county  auditor  a  registration  fee 
of  ten  dollars  for  such  kennel.  Provided,  however,  that  the  owner 
of  such  dog  kennel  shall,  in  addition  to  paying  such  kennel  fee,  comply 
with  all  of  the  requirements  of  section  5652  with  respect  to  every  dog 
more  than  three  months  of  age  belonging  to  such  dog  kennel  not  kept 
constantly  confined  in  such  kennel. 

Sec.  5652-2.  Every  person  immediately  upon  becoming  the  owner, 
keeper  or  harbourer  of  any  dog  more  than  three  months  of  age  or  be- 
coming the  owner  of  a  dog  kennel,  during  any  year,  shall  file  like 
applications,  with  fees,  as  required  by  sections  5652  and  5652-1  for 
registration  for  the  year  beginning  January  first  prior  to  the  date  of 
becoming  the  owner,  keeper  or  harbourer  of  such  dog  or  owner  of  such 
d(^  kennel. 

Sec,  5652-3,  Upon  the  filing  of  such  application  for  registration 
and  the  payment  of  such  registration  fee,  the  county  auditor  shall  assign 
a  distinctive  number  to  every  dog  or  dog-kennel  described  in  such 
application,  and  deliver  a  certificate  of  registration  bearing  such  number 
to  the  owner  thereof.  A  permanent  record  of  all  certificates  of  registra- 
tion issued,  together  with  the  applications  therefor,  shall  be  kept  by  such 
county  auditor  in  a  dog  and  kennel  register,  which  shall  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  any  person  during  reasonable  business  hours. 

Sec.  5652-4,  In  addition  to  the  certificate  of  registration  provided 
for  by  section  5652-3,  the  county  auditor  shall  issue  to  every  person 
making  application  for  the  registration  of  a  dog  and  paying  the  re- 
quired fee  therefo  ■,  u  metal  tag  for  each  dog  so  registered.  Such  tag 
shall  be  not  less  than  one  inch  in  diameter  and  shall  have  impressed 
upon  it  the  county  of  issue,  the  serial  number,  the  year  for  which  issued, 
and  the  words  "Registertil  Dog,"  The  figures  representing  the  year  of 
issue  shall  be  at  least  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  height,  deeply  impressed 
upon  the  tag  and  occupy  its  center.  If  any  such  tags  be  lost,  duplicates 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  county  auditor  upon  proper  proof  of  loss 
and  the  payment  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  dupHcate  tag  so  issued. 
Sec.  5652-5.  Certificates  of  registration  and  registration  tags  shall 
be  valid  only  during  the  year  for  which  they  are  issued. 

Sec.  5652-6.  Every  registered  dog,  except  dogs  constantly  confined 
to  registered  kennels,  shall  at  all  times  wear  a  valid  tag  issued  in  connec- 
tion with  the  certificate  evidencing  such  registration.  Failure  at  any  time 
to  wear  such  valid  tag  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  lack  of  regis- 
tration and  shall  subject  any  dog  found  not  wearing  surV  valid  tag  '."; 
impounding,  sale  or  destruction,  as  hereinafter  provide'' 

Sec.  5652-7.  County  sheriffs  shall  seize  and  impound  all  dogs  more 
than  three  months  of  age,  except  dogs  kept  constantly  confined  in  a 
registered  dog  kennel,  found  not  wearing  valid  registration  tags.  Upon 
affidavit  made  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  that  a  dog  more  than  " 
three  months  of  age  and  not  kept  constantly  confined  in  a  registered  dog 
kenn:I  is  not  wearing  a  valid  registration  tag  and  is  at  large,  or  isJceDtj,, 
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or  harboured  in  his  township,  such  justice  of  the  peace  shall  forthwith 
order  the  sheriff  of  the  county  to  seize  and  impound  such  animal. 
Thereupon  such  sheriff  shall  immediately  seize  and  impound  such  dog 
so  complained  of.  Such  sheriff  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the  owner 
of  such  dog,  if  such  owner  be  known  to  the  sheriff,  that  such  dog  has 
been  impounded,  and  that  the  same  will  be  sold  or  destroyed  if  not  re- 
deemed within  four  days.  If  the  owner  of  such  dog  be  not  known  to 
the  sheriff,  he  shall  post  a  notice  in  the  county  court  house  describing 
the  dog  and  place  where  seized,  and  advising  the  unknown  owner  that 
such  dog  will  be  sold  or  destroyed  if  not  redeemed  within  four  days. 

Sec.  5652-8.  Coimty  commissioners  shall  provide  for  the  employ- 
ment of  deputy  sheriffs  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  provide  nets  and  other  suitable  devices  for  taking  dogs  in  a  humane 
manner,  and,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  also  provide  a  suitable 
place  for  impounding  dogs,  and  make  proper  provision  for  feeding  and 
caring  for  the  same,  and  shall  also  provide  humane  devices  and  methods 
for  destroying  dogs.  Provided,  however,  that  in  any  county  in  which 
there  is  a  society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  and  animals, 
incorporated  and  organized  as  provided  by  law,  and  having  one  or  more 
agents,  appointed  in  pursuance  of  law,  and  maintaining  an  animal  shelter 
suitable  for  a  dt^  pound  and  devices  for  humanely  destroying  dogs,  county 
■  commissioners  shall  not  be  required  to  furnish  a  dog  pound,  but  the 
sheriff  shall  deliver  all  dogs  seized  by  him  to  such  society  for  the 
prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals  and  children  at  its- animal  shelter,  there 
to  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  law,  and  the  county  commissioners 
shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  reasonable  compensation  to  such  society 
for  its  services  so  performed  out  of  the  county  general  fund. 

Sec.  5652-g.  Dogs  not  wearing  valid  registration  tags  which  have 
been  seized  by  the  sheriff  and  impounded  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
shall  be  kept,  boused  and  fed  for  four  days,  at  the  expiration  of  which 
time,  unless  previously  redeemed  by  the  owners  thereof,  such  animals 
shall  either  be  sold  for  sufficient  to  defray  the  costs  of  seizing,  keeping 
and  selling  the  same  or  be  humanely  destroyed;  provided,  however,  that 
no  dog  so  sold  shall  be  discharged  from  such  pound  until  such  animal 
shall  have  been  registered  and  furnished  with  a  valid  registratioti  tag  as 
hereinbefore  provided.  A  record  of  all  dogs  impounded,  the  disposition 
of  the  same,  the  owner's  name  and  address  where  known,  and  a  state- 
ment of  costs  assessed  against  such  dogs  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be 
kept  by  the  pound-keeper  and  a  transcript  thereof  by  him  furnished  to  the 
county  treasurer  quarterly. 

Sec.  5652-10.  Costs  shall  be  assessed  against  every  dog  seized  and 
impounded  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  follows; 

Filing  affidavit  and  issuing  order  to  sheriff  by  justice  of 

the  peace $o.  50 

Seizing  dog  and  delivering  to  pound  by  sheriff i  .00 

Serving  or  posting  of  notice  to  owner  by  sheriff ,25 

Housing  and  feeding  dog  per  day ,25 

Selling  or  destroying  dog .50 

Such  costs  shall  be  a  valid  claim  in  favor  of  the  county  against  the 
owner,  keeper  or  harbourer  of  a  dog  seized  and  impounded  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  not  redeemed  or  sold  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  such  costs  shall  be  recovered  by  the  county  treasurer  in  a  civil.a 
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against  such  owner,  keeper  or  harbourer.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  be 
paid  from  the  general  fund  of  the  county  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  filing 
each  affidavit  and  issuing  order  thereon  to  the  sheriff. 

Sec.  5652-11.  The  owner,  keeper  or  harbourer  of  any  dog  not  wear- 
ing a  valid  registration  tag,  seized  and  impounded  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  expiration  of  four  days  from  the 
time  such  animal  is  impounded,  may  redeem  the  same  by  paying  to 
the  pound  keeper  all  of  the  costs  assessed  "against  such  animal  and 
providing  such  animal  with  a  valid  registration  tag. 

Sec,  5652-12.  All  costs  collected  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
5652-10  and  5652-11  shall  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  and  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  county  general  fund. 

Sec.  5652-13.  The  registration  fees  provided  for  in  sections  5652, 
5652-1  and  5652-2  shall  constitute  a  special  fund  which  shall  be  deposited 
by  the  county  auditor  in  the  county  treasury  and  be  disposed  of  by  de- 
fraying the  cost  of  furnishing  registration  applications,  certificates  and 
tags,  by  the  payment  of  animal  claims  as  provided  in  sections  5840  to  5849 
both  inclusive  of  the  General  Code  as  amended  herein;  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  5653  of  the  General  Code  as  amended 
herein. 

Sec  5652-14.  Whoever,  being  the  owner,  keeper  or  harbourer  of  a 
dog  more  than  three  months  of  age  or  being  the  owner  of  a  dog  kennel, 
fails  to  file  the  application  for  registration  required  by  law  or  to  pay 
the  legal  fee  therefor,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  5652-15.  Whoever  owns,  keeps  or  harbours  a  dog  wearing  a 
fictitious,  altered  or  invalid  registration  tag  or  a  registration  tag  not 
issued  by  the  county  auditor  in  connection  with  the  registration  of  such 
animal,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  3.  That  sections  5653,  5840,  5841,  5842,  5843,  5844.  5845. 
5846,  5847,  5848  and  5849  of  the  General  Code  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows:  , 

Sec.  5653.  After  paying  all  such  sheep  claims  at  the  December  ses- 
sion of  the  county  commissioners,  if  there  remain  more  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars  of  such  fund  arising  from  the  registration  of  dogs  and  dog 
kennels  for  such  year  the  excess  at  such  December  session  shall  be 
transferred  and  disposed  of  as  follows:  in  a  county  in  which  there  is  a 
society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  and  animals,  incorpo- 
rated and  organized  as  provided  by  law,  which  has  one  or  more  agents 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  law,  all  such  excess  as  the  county  commis- 
sioners deem  necessary  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  such  society  by 
order  of  the  commissioners  and  upon  the  warrant  of  the  county  auditor 
shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  such  society,  and  any  surplus  not  so 
transferred  shall  be  transferred  to  the  county  board  of  education  fund  at 
the  direction  of  the  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  5840.  Any  owner  of  horses,  sheep,  cattle,  szutne,  mules  and 
goats  which  have  been  injured  or  killed  by  a  dog  not  belonging  to  him 
or  harbored  ok  his  pretmses.  may  present  to  the  toivnshtp  trustees  of  the 
township  in  which  such  loss  or  mjury  occurred,  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
said  trustees,  within  six  months  after  such  occurrence,  a  detailed  *  *  * 
statement  of  such  loss  or  injury  done,  supjiorted  by  his  affidavit  that 
it  is  a  true  account  of  such  loss  or  injury.  Such  *  *  ♦  statement 
shall  *  *  *  set  forth  the  kind,  grade,  quality  and  value  of  the 
horses,  sheep,  cattle,  sufinc,  muJes  and  goats  so  killed  or  injured,  and  the 
nature  and  amount  of  the  loss  or  injury  complained  of,  and  shall  be  sup- 
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ported  by  the  testimony  of  at  least  two  freeholder's  who  viewed  the  re- 
sults of  the  killing  or  injury  and  who  can  testify     *     *     *     thereto. 

Sec  5841.  The  *  •  «  owner  of  such  killed  or  injured  horses, 
sheep,  cattle,  swine,  mules  and  goats,  or  the  person  having  charge  thereof, 
must  make  it  clear  to  the  trustees  that  the  loss  or.  injury  complained  of 
was  not  caused  in  whole  or  in  part  by  *  *  *  a  dog  or  dogs  kept  or 
harbored  *  *  *  upon  the  owners  premises  and  that  *  *  *  the 
owner  of  the  dog  or  dogs  which  caused  the  loss  or  injury,  is  to  him  un- 
known; or,  if  said  owner  is  known,  *  *  *  he  must  make  it  clear 
to  the  trustees  that  a  judgment  for  the  damages  complained  .of  could  not 
be  collected  on  execution. 

Sec,  5842.  The  township  trustees  shall  receive  any  other  informa- 
tion or  testimony  that  will  enable  them  to  determine  the  value  of  the 
horses,  sheep,  cattle,  swine,  mules  and  goats  so  killed  or  injured. 

Sec.  5843.  If  the  *  *  *  horses,  sheep,  cattle,  swine,  mules  and 
goats  whose  killing  or  injury  is  complained  of  are  registered  *  *  * 
in  any  accepted  association  of  registry,  the  registration  papers  shall  be 
filed  with  the  trustees  showing  the  lines  of  breeding,  age  and  other  mat- 
ters therein  contained,  jf  *  •  ♦  such  animals  or  fowls  killed  or 
injured  are  the  offspring  or  registered  stock  and  eligible  to  register,  the 
registry  papers  showing  the  »  *  »  breeding  of  such  offspring  shall 
be  filed  with  the  trustees,  who  shall  allow  the  actual  value  of  such  off- 
spring for  breeding  purposes  and  may  receive  affidavits  or  any  other 
evidence  bearing  on  the  subject,  that  will  assist  them  in  determining 
the  true  value  thereof.  Such  trustees  shall  determine  from  all  the  testi- 
mony, affidavits,  or  other  *  *  ♦  evidence  at  their  disposal,  the 
amount  of  the  damage  to  same. 

-  Sec.  5S44-  The  township  trustees  shall  hear  such  claims  in  the  order 
of  their  filing  and  may  allow  them  j'm  full  or  such  parts  thereof  as  the 
testimony  shows  to  be  *  *  *  just.  They  shall  endorse  the  amount 
allowed  on  each  claim  and  transmit  •  *  *  their  findings  with  the 
testimony  so  taken  and  the  fees  due  witnesses  in  each  case  over  their 
official  signatures,  to  the  county  commissioners  in  care  of  the  county 
auditor,  who  shall  enter  each  claim  so  reported  upon  a  book  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose  in  the  order  of  their  receipt.     *    *    * 

Sec.  5845.  *  *  *  Witnesses  not  exceeding  four  in  number,  as 
provided  in  the  next  preceding  section,  *  *  *  shall  be  allowed  fifty 
cents  each  and  mileage  *  *  *  in  each  case.  The  trustees  •  *  * 
shall  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  each  claimant  or  witness.  If 
the  horses,  sheep,  cattle,  s^finc,  mules  and  goats  killed  or  injured,  are  in 
the  care  of  an  employe  or  tenant  of  the  owner  thereof,  the  affidavit  pro- 
vided in  section  5840  may  be  made  by  such  employe  or  tenant,  whose 
testimony  may  be  received  in  regard  to  all  matters  relating  thereto  to 
which  said  owner  would  be  competent  to  testify. 

Sec,  5846.  The  county  commissioners  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
after  such  claims  hare  been  submitted  as  provided  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tions shall  examine  *  *  *  the  same  and  may  hear  additional  testi- 
mony or  receive  additional  affidavits  in  regard  *  *  *  thereto  and 
may  allow  the  amount  previously  determined  by  the  township  tnistees  or 
a  part  thereof,  or  any  amount  in  addition  thereto,  as  they  may  find  to  be 
*  *  *  just,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  created  by  the  registration  of 
dogs  and  dog  kennels  and  kno^cn  as  the  dog  and  kennel  fund.

Sec.  5847.  All  accounts  against  the  dog  and  kennel  fund  and  all 
accompanying  affidavits  and  testimony  shall  be  *  *  *  upon  blanks 
furnished  by  the  county  commissioners,  the  form  for  which  shall  be  pre- 
pared by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  5848.  An  owner  of  *  *  •  horses,  sheep,  cattle,  swine, 
mules  and  goats  so  killed  or  injured,  not  being  satisfied  with  a  final  allow- 
ance made  by  the  commissioners,  as  provided  in  section  fifty-eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-six,  within  thirty  days  thereafter  may  take  an  appeal 
from  such  finding  to  the  probate  court  of  the  county  by  fding,  as  party 
plaintiff,  a  petition  in  such  court  setting  out  the  facts  in  the  case  as  con- 
tended for  by  the  owner.  Proceedings  shall  be  had  thereon  as  provided 
by  law  in  civil  cases  and  the  county  commissioners  shall  be  made  party 
defendant. 

Sec.  5849.  The  probate  court  shall  hear  such  proceedings  as  in  equity 
and  determine  the  value  of  the  *  *  *  horses,  sfieep,  cattle,  stvine, 
mules  and  goals  killed  or  injured,  but  not  more  than  three  witnesses  shall 
be  called  t^  each  party.  The  amount  found  by  such  court  shall  be  final 
and  the  judge  thereof  shall  certify  it  to  the  county  commissioners  when 
like  proceedings  shall  he  had  as  to  payment  thereof,  if  such  amount 
had  been  found  by  the  commissioners  in  the  first  instance.  If  an  in- 
creased allowance  is  made  by  such  court,  the  costs  shall  be  paid  equally 
by  the  parties,  and  if  no  increase  is  made,  the  plaintiff  shall  pay  all  the 
costs. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  December,  1917,  but  no  registration  of  dogs  or 
dog  kennels  shall  be  required  or  registration  tags  issued  or  required  to 
be  worn  for  any  portion  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen. 

Section  5.  That  original  sections  5652,  5653,  5840,  5841,  5842, 
5843,  5844,  5845,  5846,  5847,  5848  and  5849  of  the  General  Code  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

The  deputy  state 
supervisors  of  elections  or  the  deputy  state  supervisors  and  inspectors 
of  elections  of  each  county,  as -the  case  may  be,  shall  have  charge  of  the 
taking  of  said  census  in  their  respective  counties.  The  clerks  of  elections 
in  the  various  precincts  of  the  state  shall  have  charge  of  the  taking  of 
the  census  on  the  day  fixed  therefor  by  the  governor.  In  case  of 
vacancy  or  inability  to  serve,  the  deputy  state  supervisors  or  supervisors 
and  inspectors  of  elections  shall  fill  said  vacancy  and  shall  at  least  five 
days  before  the  day  fixed  notify  the  clerks  in  writing  of  the  day  fixed 
for  the  taking  of  said  census  and  of  the  duties  to  be  performed  by  the 
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said  clerks.  Said  census  shall  be  taken  at  the  usual  voting  place  in  each 
precinct  between  the  hours  of  5:30  A.  M.  and  5:30  P.  M.  central 
standard  time,  on  the  day  fixed  by  the  governor  in  his  order  to  the  adju- 
tant general,  and  should  it  be  impossible  to  talce  said  census  at  the  usual 
voting, place  in  any  precinct,  the  deputy  state  supervisors  or  supervisors 
and  inspectors  of  elections  shall  designate  a  place  in  said  precinct  or 
precincts. 

Section  4.  The  blanks  prepared  by  the  adjutant  general  as  pro- 
vided in  section  2  hereof  shall  be  sent  by  him,  not  less  than  ten  days 
before  the  day  fixed  for  the  taking  of  said  census,  to  the  various  deputy 
state  supervisors  or  supervisors  and  inspectors  of  elections,  as  the  case 
may  be,  in  sufficient  quantities  for  taking  said  census  in  each  county. 
Said  blanks  so  received  shall  be  sent  by  said  supervisors  or  supervisors 
and  inspectors  by  registered  mail  to  one  of  the  clerks  in  each  voting 
precinct  in  the  county  not  less  than  five  days  before  the  day  fixed  by 
the  governor  for  taking  said  census. 

Section  5.  The  sheriff  of  each  county  shall  cause  to  be  published 
a  notice  of  the  time  and  places  of  taking  said  census,  in  two  newspapers 
of  opposite  politics  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  county,  not  less 
than  ten  days  before  said  census  is  to  be  taken.  And  on  the  day  fixed 
for  taking  said  census  the  clerks  of  elections  shall  arrange  that  their 
respective  voting  places  are  open  from  5 :30  A.  M.  to  5 130  P.  M;  central 
standard  time.  Said  clerks  shall  be  present  during  said  time  to  take 
charge  of  the  taking  of  said  census,  and  immediately  upon  finishing  said 
census  shall  send  the  same  by  registered  mail  to  the  deputy  state  super- 
visors or  supervisors  and  inspectors  of  elections,  as  the  case  may  be, 
who  shall  in  turn,  within  five  days  after  the  day  of  taking  the  census, 
send  the  same  by  registered  mail  to  the  adjutant  general  at  Columbus, 
Ohio.  No  person  herein  shall  receive  any  additional  compensation  for 
services  rendered  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  save 
and  excepting  the  clerks  of  elections,  who  shall  each  receive  the  same 
compensation  as  is  received  for  services  in  regular  elections,  and  the 
newspapers  publishing  the  notice  of  taking  said  census,  which  shall  re- 
ceive the  legal  rate  for  publishing  said  notice.  The  compensation  to  the 
clerks  and  the  cost  of  advertising  shall  he  paid  in  the  same  manner  as 
election  expenses  are  paid.

serving  and  making  return  of  any  other  writ,  order  or  notice,  required 
by  law,  not  mentioned  above,  for  each  person  named  therein  including

(Revised  February  21,  1917,) 

^  organization. 

■Rule  i.  At  the  hour  of  ten  o'colck,  forenoon,  of  the  day  appointed 
for  the  beginjiing  of  any  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  thi; 
President  of  the  Senate,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inabihty,  the  oldest 
man  present  who  is  a  senator-elect,  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the 
members-elect  to  order,  and  shall  appoint  one  of  them  clerk  pro  tem- 
pore; and  the  President  or  Chairman  shall  then  call  over  the  senatorial 
districts  in  their  numerical  order,  and  as  the  same  are  called  the  per- 
sons claiming  to  be  members  shall  present  their  certificates  and  take 
the  oath  of  office.     (Section  35,  G.  C.) 

Rule  2.  After  the  senators-elect  shall  have  taken  the  oath  of 
office  a  quorum  of  all  the  senators  elected  being  present,  the  Senate  shall 
proceed  to  elect  the  officers  provided  by  the  statutes,  and  the  officers  so 
elected  shall  appear  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate  and  take  an  oath  of  office, 
to  be  administered  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  3.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate, 
but  shall  vote  only  when  the  Senate  is  equally  divided,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  Art.  II,  Sec.  9  of  the  Constitution;  and  in  case  of  his 
absence  or  impeachment,  or  while  he  is  exercising  the  office  of  governor, 
the  Senate  shall  choose  a  president  pro  tempore.  (See  Const.,  Art.  Ill, 
Sec.  16.)  . 

Rule  4.  The  President  may  name  any  senator  to  perform  the  du- 
ties of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  ad- 
journment; nor  shall  any  senator  so  named  attest  any  document  as  presi- 
dent or  president  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  5.  When  both  the  President  and  the  President  pro  tem.,  are 
absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Senate  has  adjourned  or  taken  a  recess, 
the  Clerk  shall  call  the  Senate  to  order  and  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to 
select  some  member  to  act  as  presiding  officer  until  the  President  or  the 
President  pro  tem.  shall  be  present,  or  an  adjournment  is  taken. 

Rule  6.  The  President  shall  have  general  direction  of  the  Senate 
chamber  and  enforce  the  rules  of  the  Senate.  He  shall  preserve  order 
ar.d  decorum  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate;  and  in  case  of  any  dis- 
turbance or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby  the  President  or  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same 
to  be  cleared. 

Rule  7.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  President  pro  teni. 
shall  sign  all  acts  and  joint  resolutions  when  passed  by  both  houses;  and 
all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas  issued  by  order  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  under  his  hand,  attested  by  the  Clerk. 

ORDER  OF  BUISNESS  OF  THE  DAY. 

Rule  8.  As  soon  as  the  Senate  is  called  to  order  prayer  may  be 
offered,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  legis- 
lative day  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  and,  if  necessary,  corrected  by  the 
Senate. 
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As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read  and  approved  the  order  of  business 
shall  be  as  follows :

9.  Bills  for  third  reading. 

Rule  10.  The  business  of  the  Senate  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the 
order  in  which  it  is  arranged,  and  not  otherwise,  unless  by  leave  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  senators  present. 

Rule  ii.  If  the  calling  of  the  committees  for  reports  be  not  com- 
pleted on  any  given  day,  the  Clerk  shall,  on  the  subsequent  day,  on  reach- 
ing the  order  of  "Reports  of  Standing  Committees,"  commence  with  the 
committee  next  in  order  after  the  last  called  on  the  previous  day. 

Rule  12.  Messages  from  the  House  of  Representatives  and  com- 
munications from  any  branch  of  the  executive  department  of  the  state, 
may  be  received,  read  and  disposed  of  at  any  time,  except  when  the 
.  President  is  putting  a  question,  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being 
called,  or  while  ballots  are  being  counted,  unless  objection  is  made  to 
,the  reading,  when  the  Senate  shall  decide. 

QUORUM. 

Rule  13.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  a  less  number  may  compel  the  attendance 
of  absent  members  or  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

RoLi;  14.  Should  a  roll  call  show  the  absence  of  a  quorum  the 
President  shall  direct  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  dispatch  his  messengers 
for  absentees,  and  until  a  quorum  is  present,  no  business  shall  be  in 
order  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  attendance 
of  the  absentees. 

CALL   OF    THE    SENATE. 

Rule  15,  The  President  may  order,  or  any  senator  may  demand,  a 
call  of  the  Senate,  and  upon  such  call  the  names  of  the  senators  shall 
be  called  by  the  Clerk  in  their  alphabetical  order  and  the  names  of  the 
absentees  entered  upon  the  journal. 

Rule  16.  On  the  completion  of  the  roll-call  on  a  call  of  the  Senate, 
the  President  shall  direct  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  bring  in  the  absentees, 
if  any,  and  until  such  absentees  have  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate 
and  answered  to  their  names,  no  business  shall  be  in  order  except  a 
motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  dispense  with  further  proceeding.^ 
under  the  call. 

Rule  17.  Pending  a  call  of  the  Senate,  if  a  motion  to  adjourn  has 
been  voted  down,  it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  a  motion  "to  dispense 
with  the  call"  has  been  voted  upon,  or  until  a  senator  has  appeared  and 
answered  to  the  roll-call. 

Rule  18.  A  motion  to  dispense  with  further  proceedings  under 
the  call  shall  not  be  made  in  the  absence  of  a  quorum.  iC^OqIc 
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Rule  ig.  While  the  Senate  is  under  a  call  the  doors  shall  be  closed 
and  only  members  and  officers  of  the  Senate  shall  be  admitted;  senators 
shall  take  and  remain  in  their  seats,  and  no  senator  shall  be  permitted 
to  leave  the  chamber  unless  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  senators  present. 

STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

Rule  20.  At  as  early  a  date  as  practicable  after  the  organization 
of  the  Senate,  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate  the  following 
standing  committees,  the  number  composing  each  committee  to  be  fixed 
by  resolution  of  the  Senate;  unless  otherwise  directed  the  number  shall 
be  as  follows  :

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Rule  21.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  shall  be  the 
chairman,  and  in  his  absence  the  next  named  member  shall  act  as  such, 
unless  the  committee,  by  a  majority  vote,  elect  a  Chairman. 

RuLF.  22.  Each  committee  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  its  Chairman, 
and  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  refusal  to  call  the  committee  together,  a 
meeting  may  be  called  by  any  two  members  of  the  committee.  All  com- 
mittee meetings  shall  be  open  and  a  record  of  the  action  taken  therein 
shall  be  kept  by  tbe  secretary  of  the  committee,  the  same  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  Senate  at  the  close  of  the.  session. 

Rule  23.  ■  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  daily  sessions  of  the 
Senate  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

RtTLE  24.  Tlie  several  standing  and  select  committees  of  the  Senate 
shall  have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise ;  but  the  report  of  any  com- 
mittee must  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  its  members  before  it  can  be 
received  at  tbe  Clerk's  desk;  when  a  majority  of  a  committee  have  re- 
ported, the  minority  may  present  their  views,  when  the  question  shall  be 
upon  the  substitution  of  the  minority  for  the  majority  report. 

Rule  25.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment  may  report  at  any  time 
when  the  Senate  is  not  otherwise  engaged. 

Rule  26.  Every  committee  to  which  a  bill  or  resolution  is  referred 
shall  carefully  examine  the  form,  phraseology,  punctuation  and  arrange- 
ment thereof,  and,  wlicn  necessary,  report  to  the  Senate  the  amendments 
to  correct  the  same. 

Rule  27.  All  committees,  except  standing  committees,  shall  be  af)- 
pointed  by  the  President,  unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Rule  28.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole  Senate,  or  to  a  standing  committee,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to 
amend  such  motion  by  substituting  any  other  committee;  but  if  any 
other  committee  be  suggested,  the  question  shall  first  be  put  upon  the 
committee  first  named,  and  afterwards  upon  the  committee  or  committees 
suggested,  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  named. 

COMMITTEE   OF  THE   WHOLE. 

Rule  29.  When  the  Senate  is  ready  to  proceed  to  the  orders  of  the 
day,  a  motion  to  go  into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  order  of  the 
day  shall  have  precedence  of  all  other  motions,  except  to  adjourn,  to 
take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  for  the  previous  question. 

Rule  30.  In  forming  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  the  President 
shall,  leave  the  chair  and  appoint  a  Chairman,  who  shall  preside  and 
vote  as  other  senators. 

Rule  31.  The  Clerk  shall  make  no  permanent  record,  but  shall  keep 
such  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  as  will 
enable  tbe  Chairman  to  make  up  his  report  to  the  Senate. 

Ri'LF  32.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall 
be  the  same  as  in  the  Senate,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable. 

Rule  33.  In  Committee  of  the  Whole,  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be 
read  by  tbe  chairman  or  clerk,  and  considered  by  sections,  unless  it  be 
otherwise  directed  by  the  committee,  leaving  the  title  or  preamble  as  the 
casi;  may  !.c.  last  to  be  considered.  Tbe  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be  de- 
faced or  interlined,  but  amendments  shall  be  noted  by  the  chairman  or 
clerk  on  a  .-separate  piece  of  paper,  as  the  same  are  agreed  to  by  the 
committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  Senate. 
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Rule  34.  When  the  committee  shall  arise  the  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  immediately  resume  the  chair  and  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  shall  at  once  present  the  report  of  the  committee. 
The  Senate  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  bill  -and 
the  ameidments  of  the  committee,  unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise 
order,  but  the  bill  shall  be  subject  to  discussion  or  amendment  before 
the  question  to  engross  the  bill  is  taken. 

VOTING. 

Rule  35.  Every  senator  present  when  the  question  is  put  shall 
vote,  unless  the  Senate  by  a  majority  vote  shall  excuse  him,  A  request 
to  be  excused  from  voting  must  be  made  before  the  Senate  divides  or 
before  the  call  of  the  roll  begins. 

RuLE  36.  Any  senator  requesting  to  be  excused  from  voting  may 
briefly  explain  the  reason  for  such  request,  and  the  Senate  shall  pass 
upon  the  request  without  debate. 

Rule  37.  When  fewer  than  a  quorum  vote  on  any  question  the 
President  shall  forthwith  order  the  roll  of  senators  to  be  called.  If  a 
quorum  be  present,  as  shown  by  answering  to  their  names,  or  by  their 
presence  in  the  chamber,  the  President  shall  again  order  the  roll  to  be 
called,  and  if  any  senator  refuses  to  vote,  he  shall  be  noted  as  present 
but  not  voting,  unless  the  Senate  shall  have  previously  excused  him. 

Rule  38.  No  senator  shall  vote  upon  any  question  involving  his 
election  or  the  right  to  his  seat. 

Rule  39.  After  a  vote  is  taken  viva  voce  if  the  President  is  un- 
decided, or  if  a  division  is  demanded  by  any  senator  before  the  result 
is  announced,  the  Senate  shall  divide.  Those  voting  in  the  affirmative 
shall  arise  at  the  sound  of  the  gavel  and  remain  standing  until  counted" 
and  the  count  is  announced;  then  those  voting  in  the  negative  shall 
arise  and  remain  standing  until  counted  and  the  count  is  announced. 

VOTING  —  THE  YEAS  AND  NAYS. 

Rule  40.  Any  senator  may  demand  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  ques- 
tion, but  the  demand  must  be  made  before  a  vote  is  taken  and  declared, 
or  before  the  Senate  divides.  The  President  may  order  the  yeas  and  nays 
upon  any  question  when  he  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  result  of  a  vote  taken 
viva  voce. 

Rule  41,  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  election  of 
all  officers,  and  a  majority  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  necessary  to  elect; 
"but  if  a  choice  be  not  made  on  or  before  the  tenth  voting,  the  person 
thereafter  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  dtily 
elected."     (Sec.  39  G.  C.) 

Rule  42,  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  passage  of 
all  bills  and  upon  the  adoption  of  all  joint  resolutions  having  the  force 
and  effect  of  law,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  senators  elected 
being  required  in  each  instance,  except  in  emergency  bills  which  must 
receive  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  senators  elected.  In  emergency 
bills  the  yeas  and  nays  must  be  called  separately  upon  the  emergency 
clause,  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  senate, 
likewise,  being  necessary  for  the  passage  of  the  emergency  clause.  (Sec. 
9,  Art.  2,  and  Sec.  i-d,  Art.  2,  Const.)  '       -,  , 
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Rule  43.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  adoption  of 
all  resolutions  providing  for  the  expenditure  of  money,  and  a  majority 
vote  of  all  the  senators  elected  shall  be  necessary  to  the  adoption  of  any 
such  resolution. 

Rule  44.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  all  bills  or  resolu- 
tions granting  extra  compensation  to  any  officer  or  employe  of  the  Senate, 
or. for  the  payment  of  any  claim  not  provided  for  by  pre-existing  law; 
and  no  such  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  passed  or  adopted  unless  it  shall 
receive  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  senators  elected  ,  (Art.  2,  Sec. 
29,  Const.) 

Rule  45.  ,  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  advising  and 
consenting  to  appointments  made  by  the  Governor,  the  question  being, 
"Shall  the  Senate  advise  and  consent  to  the  appointment  by  the  Gover- 
nor?"    (Sec.  2,  Art.  VII,  Const.) 

Rule  46.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  adoption  of 
all  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  and  three-fifths 
of  the  votes  of  all  the  senators  elected  shall  be  necessary  to  the  adoption 
of  such  resolutions.     (Sec.  r,  Art.  XVI,  Const.) 

Rule  47.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  question  of 
concurring  in  amendments  made  by  the  House  of  Representatives  to  all 
bills  or  joint  resolutions  passed  by  the  Senate ;  and  upon  agreeing  to 
the  report  of  conference  committees. 

Rule  48.  No  person,  other  than  the  Clerk  and  his  assistant,  shall 
be  permitted  at  the  Clerk's  desk  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  taken. 

Rule  49.  After  the  roll  has  been  called  and  before  the  announce- 
ment of  the  result,  any  senator  may  demand  a  verification  of  the  vote, 
when  the  Clerk  shall  read,  first  the  names  of  those  senators  voting  in 
the  affirmative,  then  all  those  voting  in  the  negative,  when  any  senator 
on  account  of  error,  or  for  any  other  reason,  may  change  his  vote;  but 
no  senator  shall  be  permitted  to  change  his  vote,  as  recorded,  after  the 
roll  call  has  been  verified  and  the  result  declared. 

decorum  and  debate. 

Rule  50.  When  a  senator  desires  to  address  the  Senate  or  to  make' 
a  mbtion,  he  shall  arise  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent," and  the  President  shall  recognize  him  by  announcing  "The  Sen- 
ator from   "  naming  the  county ;    and  if  the  county 

is  represented  by  more  than  one  Senator  the  announcement  shall  be  "The 
Senator  from Mr " 

Rule  51.  When  two  or  more  Senators  seek  recognition  of  the 
Chair  at  the  same  time,  the  President  shall  decide  which  Senator  shall 
speak  first. 

Rule  52.  No  senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same 
question  except  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  by  leave  of  the  Senate; 
and,  the  Senator  speaking  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under 
debate,  and  avoid  personalities. 

Rule  53.  Any  senator  while  discussing  a  question  may  read,  or 
.  cause  to  be  read,  from  books,  papers,  or  documents  any  matter  of 
reasonable  length  pertinent  to  the  subject  under  consideration  without 
asking  leave.  The  President  shall  decide  upon  the  relevancy  of  the  mat- 
ter thus  read  and  upon  the  limitation  as  to  length,  but  his  decision  shall 
be  subject  to  appeal.  -,  , 
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Rule  54.  Any  senator  may  call  for  a  statement  of  the  pending 
question,  when  the  President  shall  re-state  the  same. 

Rule  55.  Any  senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  and' 
the  decision  of  the  President  as  to  its  divisibility  shall  be  subject  to  appeal 
as  in  questions  of  order. 

Rule  56.  All  questions  of  order  .shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
without  debate;  such  decision  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  to  thp  Senate 
by  any  two  senators,  on  which  appeal  no  senator  shall  speak  more  than 
once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Senate;  and  the  President  may  speak  in 
preference  to  the  senators. 

Rl'Le  57.  If  any  senator,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  trangress  the 
rules  of  the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may.  call  him 
to  order;  and  the  senator  called  to  order  shall  take  his  seat,  if  required 
to  do  so  by  the  President,  until  the  question  of  order  is  decided. 

Rule  58,  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  a  senator  called  to  order, 
he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not  be  pennitied 
to  proceed  in  case  any  senator  objects,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  59.  If  a  senator  call  another  to  order  for  words  spoken  in 
debate,  he  shall,  if  required  by  the  President,  reduce  to  writing  the 
language  used  by  the  senator  which  is  deemed  to  be  out  of  order. 


Rule  60.     Bills  may  be  introduced  by  a  senator,  or  as  the  report 

of  a  committee  in  the  regular  order  of  business,  or  at  any  other  time, 
01  leave  of  the  Senate,  upon  a  statement  of  the  object  of  the  bill. 

Rule  61.  Bills  shall  be  legibly  written,  typewritten,  or  printed,  and 
shall  bear  the  name  of  the  author,  and  must  in  all  respects  as  to  form, 
comply  with  the  constitution  and  the  rules  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  62.  Bills  shall  liave  noted  in  their  title  a  distinct  reference 
to  the  subject  or  matter  to  which  they  relate,  and  if  they  propose  the 
amendment  or  repeal  of  any  law,  to  the  section  proposed  to  be  amende-! 
or  repealed. 

Rule  63.  In  all  bills  introduced,  which  seek  to  amend  existing 
statutes,  any  new  matter  contained  therein  shall  be  underscored,  and 
when  printed,  the  matter  so  underscored  shall  be  printed  in  italics ; 
and  when  an  amendment  is  sought  by  the  omission  or  eilmination  of 
matter  in  an  existing  law,  the  author  shall  indicate  such  omission  or 
elimination  by  asterisks,  and  the  printer  shall  follow  such  indicated 
marks  on  copy.  No  bill  shall  be  sent  to  the  printer  \>y  the  Qerk  which 
docs  not  conform  to  these  requirements. 

Rule  64.  Upon  the  first  reading  of  a  bill,  and  before  it  is  printed, 
the  author  may,  by  leave  of  the  Senate,  make  correction  in  the  form 
or  phra.seologj'.  but  afler  a  bill  has  been  read  the  second  time  such  change 
must  be  made  in  regular  form  by  amendment. 

Rule  65.  If  opposition  be  made  to  a  bill  on  the  first  reading,  the 
question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  be  rejected?"  If  the  bill  be  not  rejected, 
it  shall  pass  to  a  second  reading  in  the  order  of  proceeding. 

Rule  66.  All  bills  shall  bt  read  the  second  time  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  introduced,  and  unless  made  a  special  order,  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  calendar  and  read  the  third  time  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  directed  to  third  reading. 

Rule  67.  On  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  the  President  shall  state 
that  it  is  ready  for  commitment  or  engrossment;   if  no  motion  or  order 
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■  be  made  to  the  contrary,  it  shall  be  committed  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  to  be  considered  in  its  order;  if  the  bill  be  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed, the  Senate  shall  direct  on  what  day  it  shall  be  read  the  third 
time. 

Rule  Ci^a.  Any  senator  may,  in  any  order  of  business,  demand  the 
return  to  the  Senate  of  any  bill  or  resolution,  of  which  he  is  the  author, 
from  the  sfamiing  or  select  committee,  to  which  it  has  been  committed, 
after  fifteen  legislative  days  from  the  time  when  said  bill  or  resolution 
was  committed,  a  report  thereon  in  the  meantime  not  having  been  made 
to  the  Senate;  and  such  demand,  when  so  made,  shall  constitute  the 
demand  of  the  Senate,  and  the  bill,  or  resolution  shall  be  at  once  before 
the  Senate,  subject  to  such  disposition  as  shall  then  be  determined  upon, 
.^ny  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  being  the  author  of  a 
bill  or  resolution  pending  in  the  Senate,  may  designate  any  senator  who 
may  act  for  the  purpose  of  such  a  demand,  but  such  authority  shall  be 
in  writing  and  spread  upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate  at  the  time  the 
demand  is  made. 

Rule  68.  House  bills  when  altered  or  amended  by  the  Senate,  shall 
be  engrossed  in  like  manner  as  Senate  bills  preparatory  to  their  third 
reading. 

Rule  69.  If  a  question  on  ordering  a  bill  to  be  engrossed  for  a 
third  reading  on  a  particular  clay  be  lost,  it  shall  not  preclude  a  motion 
to  order  it  'to  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading  on  a  different  day,  unless 
a  division  of  the  question  be  called  for;  but  if,  on  such  division,  the 
(piestton  on  engrossing  a  bill  shall  fail,  the  bill  shall  be  considered  as  lost. 

Rule  70.  After  commitment  and  report  of  the  Senate,  or  at  any 
lime  before  its  passage,  a  bill  or  resolution  may  be  re-committed. 

Rule  71.  H  a  bill  or  resolution  be  lost,  and  the  vote  reconsidered, 
such  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  thereafter  be  committed  to  other  than  a 
.•5;a;-.ding  committee,  exce])t  when  it  is  sought  to  amend  such  bill,  when 
it  may  be  committed  to  a  select  committee,  with  instructions  for  that 
]iurpose. 

RuLii  72.  A  bill  or  resolution  may  be  made  a  special  order  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  73.  All  bills  and  resolutions  reported  by  a  committee,  with 
recommendation  for  jjassage  or  adoption,  or  ordered  to  be  read  the  third 
time  without  reference,  shall,  unless  the  Senate  otherwise  order,  be 
jt'riccd  on  the  calendar  for  the  second  day  following  their  being  so  re- 
ported or  ordered. 

Rule  74.  Hills  standing  in  order  for  third  reading  shall  be  taken 
up  and  reatl  without  a  motion  to  that  etTect,  and,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  .Senate,  the  (|uestion  shall  be  "Shall  the  bill  pass?" 

Rui.n:  75.  When  a  hill  which  has  Iwen  set  for  third  reading  on  a 
particular  day.  shall,  for  any  reason,  not  be  reached  on  that  day,  it  shall 
stand  for  third  reading  on  the  first  succeeding  day  when  bills  for  third 
reading  shall  be  reached  in  the  regular  order  of  business. 

RuLK  76.  When  a  bill  has  been  ordered  for  third  reading  on  a 
particular  day.  or  at  a  certain  hour,  it  shall  not  sooner  be  taken  u]> 
except  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  77.  If  a  bill  be  amended  before  being  placed  upon  the  cal- 
ciid.ir  for  third  reading,  the  Clerk  shall  note  on  the  calendar  the  fact 
that   it  has  been  amended,   and  shall  cite  the  date  when  such  aniend- 
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merit  .was  made  and  the  page  of  the  Senate  or  House  Journal  upon  which 
such  amendment  appears. 

Rule  78.  On  the  passage  of  all  bills  making  appropriations  of 
money  or  in  concurring  in  House  amendments  thereto,  a  separate  vote  . 
on  any  item  or  items  therein  shall,  on  demand  of  any  five  Senators,  first 
be  hail  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  upon  the  Journal ;  and  every  such 
item  failing  to  receive  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  the  Senate,  or  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected,  if  required  by 
the  Constitution,'  shall  be  stricken  from  such  bill  before  the  vote  is  taken 
upon  its  passage. 

Rule  79.  When  a  bill  has  passed  the  Senate  the  Clerk  shall  read 
its  title  and  the  Tresident  shall  demand  if  the  Senate  agree  thereto;  and 
if  the  Senate  is  agreed  the  Clerk  shail  make  out  the  title  accordingly,  and 
certify  to  the  passage  of  the  bill  upon  the  back  thereof. 

AMENDMENTS, 

Rule  80.  No  motion  or  i)roposition  upon  a  subject  different  from 
that  under  consi<leration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  an  amendment. 

Rule  81.  A  molion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  divisi- 
ble; and  a  refusal  to- strike  out  shall  be  equivalent  to  agreeing  to  the 
matter  in  that  form,  but  shall  not  preclude  further  amendment  by  way 
of  addition. 

Rule  82.  Matter  inserted  in  or  stricken  from  a  bill  by  amendment. 
except  an  amendment  reported  by  a  standing  or  s[)ecial  committee  can 
not  be  subsequently  stricken  from  or  inserted  in  a  bill  by  amendment, 
thus  restoring  it  to  its  original  form,  but  this  result  may  be  reached  by 
reconsideration,  if  in  order. 

Rule  83.  After  a  bill  has  been  read  the  third  time  it  shall  not  be 
amended,  except  by  reference  to  a  committee  with  instructions  to  amend, 
which  instructions  shall  embody  the  amendment  or  amendments  proposed. 
But  it  shall  be  in  order  to  instruct  a  committee  to  amend  an  engrossed 
bill  in  any  particular. 

Rui,E  84.  No  bil!  or  resolution  shall,  at  any  time,  be  amended  by 
annexing  thereto  or  incorporating  therewith  any  other  bill  or  resolution 
pending  before  the  Senate. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Rule  85,  Resolutions  may  be  otTered  by  a  Senator  in  his  individual 
capacity,  or  as  a  report  of  a  committee  in  the  regular  order  of  business, 
or  at  any  regular  time  on  leave  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  86,  When  a  joint  resolution  is  offered  in  the  Senate,  or  upon 
the  reading  of  a  resolution  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  such 
resolution  shall  lie  over  for  one  day  before  being  considered,  unless  the 
Senate  decide  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  and  without  debate,  upon  its  imme- 
diate consideration  ;  fixes  a  future  time  for  its  consideration ;  or  refers  it 
to  a  committee. 

Rule  87.  No  Senate  resuhition  proposing  to  appropriate  money 
shall  be  in  order;  but  money  appropriated  by  law  for  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  either  branch  of  the  General  .Assembly  may  be  disbursed  by 
resolution  of  such  branch.     (Stale  vs.  Oglevee,  36  O.  S.  324.) 
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PETITIONS    AND   MEMORIALS. 


Rule  88.  Petitions,  memorials  or  remonstrances  may  be  presented 
by  any  Se-ator,  or  by  a  committee  in  the  reguhr  order  of  business,  or 
on  leave  at  other  times,  and  shall  be  referred  to  appropriate  committees, 
upon  motion,  without  putting  such  motion,  unless  objection  Is  made,  in 
which  case  the  Senate  shall  decide. 

JiuLE  89.  No  petition,  memorial  or  remonstrance  shall  be  printed 
unless  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  90.  Any  Senator  may  protest  against  any  act  or  resolution 
of  the  Senate,  and  such  protest  and  the  reasons  therefor,  shall,  withoul 
alteratioi.  commitment  or  delay,  he  entered  upon  the  Journal.  (Sec.  10. 
Art.  II,  Const.) 

Rule  91.  Protests  shall  be  couched  in  parliamentary  language,  and 
must  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Senate. 

MOTIONS   AND   QUESTIONS. 

Rule  92.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  President 
or  any  Senator  so  desires;  and  whenever  an  amendment  is  offered  to  any 
bill  or  resolution  under  consideration,  or  any  amendment  to  such  an 
amendment,  the  Senator  proposing  the  same  shall  reduce  it  to  writing 
and  send  it  to  the  Clerk's  desk. 

Rule  93.  The  following  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order 
named. 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  take  recess. 

3.  To  lie  on  the  table. 

4.  The  previous  question. 

5.  To  proceed  to  the  orders  of  -the  day. 

6.  To  postpone  to  a  time  certain. 

7.  To  commit. 

8.  To  amend. 

9.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  94.  The  following  questions  shall  be  decided  witliout  debate, 
to-wit : 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  take  recess. 

3.  To  lie  on  the  table. 

4.  The  previous  question. 

5.  To  take  from  the  table. 

6.  To  go  into  committee  of  the  whole  on  the  orders  of  the  day. 

7.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business. 

Rule  95.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded  the  question  shall 
be  slated  by  the  President;  or,  being  in  writing,  it  may  be  read  to  the 
Senate  by  the  President  or  Qerk. 

Rl'LE  96.  Question,'!  shall  be  distinctly  [)Ut  in  this  form:  "You  who 
are  of  the  opinion  (as  the  question  may  he)  say  'aye',"  and  after  the 
affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  "you  who  are  of  the  contrary  o])inion 
say  'no'." 

Rule  97.  After  a  motion  is  stated  or  read  by  the  President,  or  read 
by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  bill 
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may  be  withdrawn,  by  leave  of  the  Senate,  at  any  time  before  a  decision ' 
or  amendment. 

Rl'le  98.  All  questions,  whether  in  the  Senate  or  committee  of  the 
whole,  except  privileged  questions,  shall  he  put  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  made,  except  that  in  filling  hlanks  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest 
time  shall  be  put  first., 

RECESS   AND  ADJOURNMENT. 

Rule  99.  The  interim  between  any  two  sessions  of  the  Senate  on 
the  same  day  shall  be  termed  a  recess,  and  on  the  re-assemblying  at  the 
appointed  hour  any  question  peniling  at  the  time  of  taking  such  recess 
shall  be  resumed  without  a  motion  to  that  effect;  and  unless  the  Senate, 
shall  otherwise  order  by  resolution  or  motion  the  hour  to  which  it  shall 
adjourn  shall  be  half  past  one  o'clock  p.  m.  the  succeeding  day;  and  the 
hour  to  which  it  shall  recess  shrdi  be  stated  in  the  motion. 

Rule  igo.  The  Senate  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  but  shall  not 
adjourn  for  more' than  two  days.  Sunday  excluded,  without  the  consent  of 
the  House,  or  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  two  Houses  shall 
be  in  session.     (Sec.  14,  Art.  2,  Const.) 

Rule  ioi.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time,  ex- 
cept while  a  member  is  addressing  the  Senate,  or  while  a  vote  is  being 
taken,  hut  can  not  be  made  exce])!  Iiy  a  Senator  who  has  been  recognized 
by  the  President;  and  being  decided  in  the  negative  shall  not  again  be  en- 
tertained until  some  motion,  call  or  order  shall  have  been  acteci  itpon, 

POSTPONEMENT. 

Rt7LE  102.  A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  time  certain,  or  indefinitely, 
being  decided,  shall  not  again  be  allowed  at  the  same  stage  of  the  question. 

Rule  103.  If  a  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  a  bill  or  resolution 
be  carried,  such  hill  or  resolution  shall  })e  declared  lost. 

Rule  104.  A  bill  or  resolution  postponed  to  a  time  certain  shall  not 
be  considered  at  an  earlier  time,  except  upon  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Senators  elected. 

PREVIOUS  yUESTION. 

Rule  105.  A  motion  for  the  previous  (juestion  shall  be  entertained 
only  upon  the  demand  of  three  Senators.  The  President  shall  put  the 
question  in  this  form:  "The  question  is,  "Shall  the  debate  now  close'," 
anduntil  decided  it  shall  preclude  further  debate  and  all  amendments  and 
motions,  e.xcept  one  motion  to  ailjourn.  one  motion  to  take  a  recess,  one 
motion  to  lie  on  the  table  and  one  call  of-the  Senate. 

Rule  106.  .All  incidental  (juestions,  or  questions  of  order,  arising 
after  the  demand  for  the  previous  question  is  made,  shall  be  decided 
without  debate,  and  shall  not  he  subject  to  appeal. 

Rule  107.  After  the  demand  for  the  previous  question  has  been 
sustained  no  call  or  motion  shall  he  in  order,  but  the  Senate  shall  be" 
brought  to  an  immediate  vote,  first  upon  the  pending  amendments  in  the 
inverse  order  of  their  age  and  then  upon  the' main  question. 

Rule  108.  Agreement  to  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  on  a  main 
question  shall  not  revive  the  previous  question  but  the  matter  shall  be 
subject  to  amendment  and  debate. 
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RECO  N  SIDER  ATIO  N . 

Rule  109.  A  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  may  be  made  only  by  a 
Senator  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side,  and  such  motion,  to  be  in 
order,  must  be  made  within  the  next  two  calendar  days  of  actual  session 
of  the  Senate,  after  such  vote  was  taken,  and  the  same  shall  take 
precedence  of  all  other  questions  except  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

Rule  iio.  The  vote  on  any  question  may  be  reconsidered  by  a  ma- 
jority of  those  voting,  a  quorum  being  present,  except  in  case  of  the 
failure  of  a  hill  or  resolution,  in  which  case  the  motion  shall  not  prevail 
unless  it  receive  the  number  of  affirmative  votes  which  would  be  required 
to  pass  such  bill  or  resolution. 

Rule  hi.  A  motion  to  reconsider  having  been  decided,  shall  not 
again  be  entertained  unless  the  question  has  been  changed  in  form  by 
amendment. 

Rule  112.  Consideration  of  a  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  post- 
poned to  a  time  certain. 

Rule.  113.  A  motion  to  reconsider  action  on  a  bill,  joint  resolution 
or  other  paper  that  may  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate. 
.  shall  be  entertained  if  made  within  the  time  specified  in  Rule  109,  but 
such  motion  shall  not  be  voted  on  until  the  Bill,  Joint  Resolution  or  other 
paper  has  been  returned  to  the  Senate,  but  such  motion  shall  be  regarded 
as  pending,  and  the  President  shall  entertain  a  motion  to  order  the  Clerk 
to  request  a  return  of  the  hill,  joint  resolution  or  paper,  and  immediately 
upon  the  return  of  the  bill,  joint  resolution  or  paper,  the  question  shall 
arise  "Shall  the  vote  be  reconsidered  ?" 

Rule  114.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  laid  upon  the  table,  it 
shall  not  carry  the  bill  or  resolution  with  it,  nor  shall  a  motion  to  recon- 
sider be  reconsidered. 

privileges. 

Rule  115,  During  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Senate,  no  person  shall 
be  admitted  within  the  railing  except  members  of  the  two  houses,  their 
officers  and  employes  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  or  persons 
charged  with  message  or  paper  for  the  Senate ;  clergymen,  b^  invitation 
of  the  President;  the  Governor  of  this  or  any  other  state,  and  represen- 
tatives of  newspapers  who  have  been  granted  the  privileges  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  116.  Representatives  of  the  press  desiring  the  privileges  of 
the  floor  of  the  Senate  shall  make  application  to  the  President  of  the 
Senate  and  shall  state  in  writing  for  what  paper  or  papers  they  are  em- 
ployed; and  shall  further  state  that  they  arc  not  engaged  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  claims  pending  before  the  general  assembly  and  will  not  become 
so  engaged  while  allowed  the  privileges  of  the  floor;  and  that  they  are 
not  in  any  sense  the  agents  of  representatives  of  persons  or  corporations 
having  legislation  before  the  general  assembly,  and  will  not  become  either 
while  retaining  their  privileges.  Visiting- news-writers  and  editors  may 
be  allowed,  temporarily,  the  privileges  herein  mentioned  but  they  must 
conform  to  the  restrictions  prescribed. 

The  application  required  by  the  above  rule  shall  be  authenticated  in 
a  manner  that  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Press  Correspondents'  Association,  who  shall  see  that  the  privileges  of 
the  floor  be  granted  only  to  representatives  of  the  press  association  serv- 
ing daily  newspaper  clients,  representatives  of  Columbus  newspapers  and 
bona  fide  telegraphic  correspondents  of  reputable  standing  in  their^profes- 
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sion,  who  represent  daily  newspapers;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Press  Correspondents'  Association,  at  its  dis- 
cretion, to  report  violations  of  the  privileges  herein  granted,  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Sen:ite. 

Persons  whose  chief  attention  is  not  given  to  newspaper  corre- 
spondence shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  (he  floor. 

Rl'le  117.  Upon  complaint,  in  writing  made  by  any  member  of 
the  Senate,  addressed  to  the  President,  that  any  rejKirtcr  or  stenographer 
so  admitted,  has  abused  the  privileges  granted  him  under  the  precedinj; 
rule,  such  complaint  shall  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Commitlce  on 
Privileges  and  Klections  for  investigation,  and  such  committee  shall  notify 
the  person  so  charged  of  the  time  and  place  for  hearing,  and  if  such  ac- 
cusation be  sustained,  such  person  or  persons,  upon  the  report  of  the 
committee,  shall  be  debarred  from  the  privileges  theretofore  granted. 

Rule  118.  No  smoking  shall  he  permitted  in  the  Chamber  while 
the  Senate  -is  in  session. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Rule  ng.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  index  record  of  all  bills  and 
resolutions  introduced  or  otTered  in  both  branches,  showing  the  number, 
title  and  author  of  each  measure,  the  section  sought  to  ha  amended  01 
repealed  and  the  subject  or  mntter  affected  thereby.  Such  index  record 
shall  be  accessible  to  Sen.alors  at  all  times  when  the  Senators  is  in  session. 

Rule  120.  The  printing  and  distribution  of  bills,  resolutions,  re- 
ports and  all  other  documents  belonging  to  the  Senate  shall  be  under 
the  direction  and  control  of  the  Clerk,  who  shall  have  supervision  of  the 
clerks  and  stenographers,  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their  hours,  of 
employment.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  attendance,  during 
the  session  of  his.  assistants  and  the  stenographers,  and  for  each  day's 
"  absence  of  any  of  them,  without  leave  previously  having  been  obtained 
from  the  Clerk,  shall  deduct  for  such  absence  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion allowed  such  clerk  or  stenographer  by  law  or  resolution. 

Rule  i2i.  The  assistant  sergeants-at-arms,  pages,  door-keepers  and 
porters  shall  report  to  and  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Sergeant-at-.'\rni,s. 
who  shall  assign  their  duties  and  fix  their  hours  of  employment;  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  attendance  of  those  under 
his  direction  and  if  any  of  them  absents  himself  from  duty  without  leave 
of  the  Sergeant-at-.\rms,  the  latter  shall  report  such  absence  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Senate,  whose  duly  it  shall  be  to  deduct  for  each  day's  absence  the 
the  amount  of  compensation  allowed  such  employe  by  law  or  resolution. 

Rule  122.  The  use  of  the  Senate  Chamber  .shall  not  be  granted 
at  any  time,  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  for  any  other  than  legislative 
purposes,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

OF  THE   RULES. 

Rule  123.  These  rules  shall  not  be  altered  except  after  at  least  one 
day's  notice  of  the  intention  of  alteration  ;  and  no  rule  shall  be  suspended, 
except  by  a  two-thinls  vote  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  124.  Cushing's  Law  and  Practice  of  Legislative  .Assemblies 
shall  be  received  as  authority  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  the  Senate 
rules  or  the  joint  rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Rule  125,  The  Senate  may  at  any  time  during  the  session  provide 
for  a  committee  of  five  members,  which  committee  shall  have  power  to 
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prescribe  the  order  of  business  of  the  Senate  and  to  arrange  the  calendar 
from  day  to  day  for  the  remainder  of  the  session  so  that  all  matters  shall 
appear  thereon  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate  with  reference  to  their 
importance. 


JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

Rule  i.  (Joint  Sessions^  Proceedings  in;  How  Dissolved;  May 
recess  or  adjourn.)  Whenever  the  two  branches  of  the  General  Assembly 
shall  convene  for  any  purpose  required  by  the  Constitution  or  laws  of 
the  state,  such  convention  shall  be  held  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  joint  resolution  of  the  two 
branches,  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside.  During  all  such, 
convention,  each  branch  shall  be  held  to  be  in  session  as  a  separate  branch 
of  the  General  Assembly  and  be  governed  by  its  own  rules;  and  except 
in  voting  at  elections,  where  each  member  is  entitled  to  a  separate  vote, 
shall  act  as  such  and  no  question  shall  be  considered  as  carried  otherwise 
than  by  the  concurrent  action  of  both  branches;  provided,  that  either 
branch  may,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  its  members,  dissolve  such 
convention  by  withdrawing  therefrom;  and  such  convention  may,  by  the 
concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branches,  take  a  recess,  or  adjourn  to  a  time 
certain;  but  such  recess  or  adjournment  of  the  convention  shall  not  be 
held  to  be  an  adjournment  or  recess  of  either  branch,  nor  to  prevent  either 
from  proceeding  with  its  usual  business  during  such  recess  or  adjourn- 
ment of  the  convention. 

Rule  2.  {Elections  in.)  In  all  elections  in  joint  session,  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

BILLS. 

Rule  3.  (As  to  form.)  Bills  introduced  in  either  house  shall  be 
legibly  written,  typewritten,  or  printed,  and  shall  bear  the  name  of  the 
author  and  must  in  all  respects,  as  to  form,  comply  with  the  laws,  and 
the  rules  of  Ihe  General  Assembly, 

Rule  4.  '{Titles  must  contain.)  Bills  shall  have  noted  in  their 
titles  a  distinct  reference  to  the  subject  or  matter  to  which  they  relate 
and  also,  if  they  propose  the  amendment  or  repeal  of  any  law,  to  the  sec- 
tion proposed  to  be  amended  or  repealed. 

Rule  5.  (Shail  be  printed.)  Bills  as  well  as  joint  resolutions,  shall 
be  printed  after  their  first  reading,  and  distributed  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  the  two  houses. 

Rule  6.  (Ne:i<  matter  or  omissions  to  be  indicated.)  In  all  bills 
introduced  which  seek  to  amend  existing  statutes  any  new  matter  con- 
tained therein  shrill  be  underscored  by  the  author,  and  when  printed  the 
matter  so  underscored  shall  be  printed  in  italics ;  and  when  amendment 
is  sought  by  the  omission  or  elimination  of  matter  in  an  existing  law 
the  author  shall  indicate  such  omission  or  elimination  by  asterisks  and 
the  printer  shall  follow  such  indicated  marks  in  copy.  No  bill  shall  be 
sent  to  the  printer  by  the  clerk  which  does  not  conform  to  these  re- 
quirements. 

Rule  7.  (When  passed  notice  shall  be  given  other  house.)  When 
a  bill  or  joint  resolution  has  been  passed  or  adopted  in  either  house,  notice 
shall  be  forthwith  given  to  the  other  house. 
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Rule  8.  (When  lost  or  rejected  in  other  house.)  When  3  bill  or 
joint  resolution  which  shall  have  been  passed  in  one  house  is  rejected  or 
lost  in  the  other,  or  postponed  indefinitely,  notice  thereof  shall  forthwith 
be  given  to  the  other  house. 

Rule  9.  (Proceedings  iclien  amended  by  other  house.)  When  .^ 
bill  or  joint  resolution  which  has  passed  one  house  and  been  amended, 
passed  and  returned  by  the  other,  it  shall  lay  over  one  calendar  day  am! 
the  amendment  or  amendments  he  printed  in  the  journal  of  the  House 
to  which  it  was  returned  unless  otherwise  ordered,  in  which  case  the 
calendar  shall  show  on  what  page  of  the  journal  of  the  other  House  the 
amendment  or  amendments  have  been  prinleil  and  shall  be  placed  on  the 
calendar  in  the  order  received. 

When  taken  up  the  question  shall  be  ujxjn  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ment or  amendments,  and  the  same  number  of  votes  shall  be  retjuired  to 
concur  as  was  required  to  pass  the  bill  or  resoUilion  in  the  house  m  which 
it  originated ;  and  if  such  house  refuse  to  concur  in  the  amendment,  notice 
shall  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  other  house  where  the  proceedings  shall  be 
in  the  following  order: 

First,  to  insist  upon  its  amendment  and  ask  for  a  committee  of 
conference. 

Second,  to  recede  from  its  amendment,  which  has  the  effect  of  pass- 
ing the  hilt  in  the  form  in  which  it  passed  the  house  in  which  it  originated. 

Third,  to  adhere  to  its  amendment,  which  precludes  a  committee  of 
conference. 

committee  of  CO^■FERENC■E. 

RuLi;  10.  (Shall  consist  of.)  All  committees  of  conference  shall 
consist  of  three  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  three  on  the  part  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  both 
houses. 

Rule  11.  (Proceedings  ti-heii  disac/rred.)  Whenever  any  commit- 
tee of  conference  of  the  two  houses  shall  disagree,  other  committees  may 
he  appointed;  and  if  either  of  the  two  houses  shall  disagree  to  any  re- 
port of  a  committee  of  conference,  such  house  shall  forthwith  notify  the 
other  of  such  disagreement,  and  request  another  committee  of  conference ; 
and  thereu]>on  .another  committee  shall  he  appt»inted. 

Rule  12.  (IVhat  report  of  may  iiu-lude.)  A  committee  of  confer- 
ence appointed  to  consider  matters  of  difference  between  the  two  houses 
upon  any  bill  or  resolution,  may  consider  and  include  in  its  report  any 
amendments  pertinent  lo  the  bill  or  joint  resolution,  whether  or  not  the 
form  or  substance  of  such  aim^ndmcnts  relate  exclusively  to  the  original 
matters  of  difference,  or  the  committee  may  offer  a  substitute  for  said  bill 
or  resolution. 

Rule  13.  (IVheu  in  order.)  The  report  of  a  conference  committee 
is  always  in  order  except  during  a  roll  call  or  division,  and  can  not  be 
laid  on  the  table,  refcrreil  to  a  coniniiitee,  or  indefinitely  postponed,  and 
must  be  voted  upon  as  a  whole. 

Rule  14.  (IVhcn  papers  to  be  filed.)  When  committees  of  con- 
ference have  met  and  shall  have  come  to  an  agreement  the  bill  and  papers 
adhering  thereto  shall  remain  in  the  House  in  which  the  bill  originated; 
if  no  agreement  is  reached  then  the  bill  and  papers  shall  remain  in  pos- 
session of  the  House  asking  for  the  conference  committee. 
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MESSAGES. 

Rule  15.  (By  and  to  whom  delivered.)  All  messages  sent  from 
one  house  to  the  other  shall  be  carried  by  an  officer  or  employe  of  said 
house  who  shall  give  a  receipt  for  the  same  to  the  message  clerk  from 
whom  he  receives  the  message.  He  shall  deUver  the  message  without 
delay  to  the  clerk  of  the  house  to  which  it  is  sent  and  take  a  receipt  there- 
for from  said  clerk  or  one  of  his  as.sistants  authorized  by  him  to  receipt 
for  messages.  The  receiving  clerk  shall  deliver  such  message  to  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  body,  who  .shall,  in  the  proper  order  of  business, 
and  within  a  reasonable  time,  lay  It  before  the  house. 

ENGROSSMENT  OF  BILLS. 

Rl'le  16.  (Bills  —  Manner  of  engrossment.)  All  bills  and  resolu- 
tions, before  they  are  passed  or  adopted  by  either  house,  shall  be  care- 
fully engrossed  m  pliin  handwriting  in  printing  or  in  typewriting,  and 
the  engrossed  copy  carefuMy  compared  with  the  original  bill,  and  the 
Journal  showing  the  anieiulments  agreed  to. 

Rule  17.  (Bills  —  Ho^u  engrossed  wheti  amended  by  other  house.) 
When  a  bill  shall  have  passed  one  house,  and  shall  be,  amended  in  the 
other,  the  amendments  shall  be  engrossed  upon  a  separate  piece  of  paper, 
and  the  bill,  as  amended,  shall  be  fully  engrossed,  and  both  returned,  with 
the  engrossed  bill  received  from  the  other  house,  to  the  house  in  which 
it  origmated.  In  such  engrossments,  sections  of  hills  and  joint  resolu- 
tions amended  shall  be  enerossed  in  a  plain  engrossing  hand-writing,  in  , 
printing  or  typewriting.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  be  passed  in  one  house 
and  sent  to  the  other  and  a  substitute  therefor  is  agreed  to  by  such  house, 
in  the  communications  between  the  houses  such  substitute  shall  be  de- 
signated and  treated  as  an  amendment  to  the  original  bill,  and  the  mes- 
sage relating  theerto  shall  definitely  show  as  in  case  of  other  amendments, 
how  the  original  bill  is  amended. 

Rule  18.  (Bills — IVhen  reported  enrolled  not  subject  to  action.) 
A  bill  or  joint  resolution  having  been  reported  to  either  house  by  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Enrollment,  shall  not  thereafter  be  subject  to  amend- 
ment, commitment  or  other  action  liy  either  house ;  but  this  provision  shall 
not  apply  to  bills  returned  lo  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Governor  or 
Secretary  of  State. 

SIGNING    AND   VETO    OF    HILLS. 

Rule  19.  (Who  to  sign;  Proceedings  w/ini  vetoed  by  Governor.) 
All  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses,  shall 
first  be  signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  then 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  latter  affixing  the  date  thereto  and  de- 
livering the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  who  shall  deliver  each  bill 
so  passed  to  the  Governor,  taking  a  receipt  therefor,  and  each  joint  reso- 
lution to  the  Secretary  of  State  taking  the  latter's  receipt  therefor.  When 
any  bill  shall  have  been  disapproved  by  the  Governor  and  subsequently 
enacted  into  law  over  such  veto,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  the  enrolled  copy  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  record  of  the 
proceedings  in  each  house  sub.ictjuent  to  the  veto  attested  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  and  I'rcsident  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  20.  (Calendar  —  Bills  of  other  house  shall  have  precedence 
on.)    When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  have  passed  either  house,  and 
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been  sent  to  the  other  for  concurrence,  such  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall 
take  precedence  on  the  calendar,  of  ail  bills,  joint  resolutions  or  resolu- 
tions not  yet  passed  or  adopted  by  the  house  in  which  they  originated; 
provided,  that  such  bills  or  joint  resolutions  shall  not  take  precedence  ot 
other  bil's,  or  joint  resolutions  which  may  have  been  carried  over  from 
an  unfinished  calendar. 

RuLK  21.  (Bills—lVhen  not  reached  on  calendar.')  \ny  bill 
placed  on  the  calendar  for  third  reading,  informally  passed,  ?nd  which 
was  not  subsequeutly  called  up  for  consideration,  shall  be  placed  in  its 
order  at  Ihe  head  of  the  calendar  of  bills  for  third  reading  on  the  suc- 
ceeding day. 

Rule  22.  {Chairman  of  committees  shall  give  notice  to  authors  J^f 
bills.)  The  chairman  of  each  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  shall,  at  some  time  before  the  final  consideration  of  any 
bill  referred  to  his  committee,  if  objection  thereto  be  made  or  mnteria! 
amendment  offered  in  committee,  give  verbal  or  written  notice  to  the 
author  of  the  bill,  fixing  a  time  when  he  may  be  heard  by  the  committee. 

Rule  23.  (Yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  a-nicndments.)  The 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  in  each  house  on  the  adoption  of  all  joint 
resolutions  and  upon  concurrence  in  amendments  made  by  one  house 
to  a  bill  or  resolution  originating  in  the  other,  and  upon  the  adoption 
of  the  reports  of  conference  committees. 

Rule  24.  (Clerks  to  prepare  calendar.)  The  Gerks  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  shall  cause  a  calendar  for  each  branch 
of  the  General  Assembly  to  be  printed  and  placed  upon  the  desk  of  each 
Senator  and  Representative  before  the  opening  of  each  daily  session, 
showing  for  the  day  bills  for  second  reading,  the  bills  for  third  reading. 
and  the  special  orders  of  the  day. 

Rule  25.  (IVhat  calendar  may  show.)  The  calendar  may  also 
show  Such  other  information  relating  to  the  bii.siness  of  the  houses  as 
the  Chair  or  the  Clerk  may  desire  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  members. 

Rule  26.  (Question  'ivben  bill  vetoed.)  When  a  message  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Governor  expressing  his  dis- 
approval of  any  bill,  section,  or  item  of  a  bill  which  has  been  passed  by 
the  Genera!  As.senibly,  the  question  shall  be  presented  in  each  house  a.s 
follows:  "Shall  the  bill  (section  or  ilcm,  as  the  case  may  be)  be  passed 
notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  Governor?"

MESSAGE  OF  FRANK  B.  WILLIS, 
Governor  of  Ohio. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives: 

In  the  discharge  of  your  duties  as  law  makers  you  will  he  called 
upon  to  investigate  many  important  prohlems  relative  to  the  welfare  of 
the  people  of  Ohio  and  make  finil  responsihle  decision  on  matters  which 
may  have  been  to  you  heretofore  only  questions  for  academic  discussion. 

No  problem  by  which  you  will  be  confronted  is  fraught  with  graver 
consequences  to  the  people  of  Ohio  of  Ohio  and  (0  future  generations 
than  the  (jue.slion  of  how  best  to  care  for  the  unfortunate  wards  of  the 
state,  and  how  to  eliminate  so  far  as  may  be  possible  the  causes  which 
bring  misfortune  and  (Hrealcn  the  future  well-being  of  society. 

ST.\TE  INSTITUTIONS. 

Extravagance  and  luxury  in  caring  for  the  state's  wards  is  not  nec- 
essary nor  even  desirable,  bul  these  unforlunalcs  must  be  ])rovtded  for 
decently  and  comfortably  us  bel'ils  the  dignity  of  the  great  slate  of  Ohio 
and  the  demands  of  eniightcncd  humanity.  .Mn"h  has  been  done  in  the 
last  two  years  to  alieviatc  the  distressing  conditions  found  to  exist  in 
various  state  inslilutions. 

Special  attention  to  housing  condiiioiis  for  the  care  of  the  un- 
fortunates of  the  state  has  been  given.  Neederl  appropriations  wer^; 
made  for  the  completion  of  two  new  cottages  at  the  Institution  for  Feeble- 
Minded",  as  well  as  a  hospital  of  the  Institution ;  two  new  cottages  at  thv' 
Ohio  Hospital  for  Epileptics  at  G:il!ipolis,  in  addition  to  an  appropriation 
for  a  new  wing  to  the  men's  dining  roMn,  as  well  as  an  appropriation 
for  remodeling  the  kitchen  and  improving  the  equipment  there ;  two  new 
cottages  at  the  Massillon  Stale  Hospital  in  addition  to  a  new  laundry, 
one  new  cottage  at  the  Columbus  State  Hospital  and  a  tubercular  cottage, 
as  well  as  a  new  power  plant ;  one  new  hospital  at  the  Ohio  State  Sana- 
torium, Mt.  Vernon,  a  new  building  for  tubercular  patients  at  the  Cleve- 
land State  Hospital,  together  with  a  new  laundry  there,  an  appropriation 
for  rftnodeiing  the  -old  laundry  into  a  female  cothige  and  an  appropria- 
tion for  an  additional  wing  to  the  female  hospital  at  Toledo. 

The  new  cottages  at  Gallipolis,  the  Institution  for  the  Feeble-Minded 
and  the  Columbus  Slate  Hospital  provided  primarily  for  but  100  patients 
to  the  cottage.  The  plans  were  changed  so  as  to  increase  the  capacity 
from  100  to  140  for  each  cottage,  thus  providing  an  increased  capacity 
for  200  atlditional  patients  in  the  five  cottages.  In  other  words,  the  ap- 
propriation was  so  handled  as  in  effect  to  provide  the  "capacity  of  two 
additional  cottages ;  or  stating  it  another  way,  the  per  capita  cost  was 
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reduced  from  $700.00  lo  $500.00,  and  700  additional  patients  will  be 
provided  for  instead  of  500,  as  the  original  plans  contemplated.  This 
was  made  possible  ihroush  llic  employment  of  prison  labor  on  the  work 
of  excavating  and  buildinf;  the  foundations  for  these  cottages.  Briefly 
$1,040,866, 50  was  appropriatL'd  in  the  MJ15  budget  for  construction  ami 
betterment  at  the  various  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ohio 
Board  of  Administration,  and  the  splendid  humanitarian  accomplish- 
mens  resulting  therefrom  are  a  credit  to  the  State  of  Ohio. 

It  should  be  noted  also  that  the  various  state  institutions  under  the 
control  of  the  Board  of  .Vdministration  have  been  economically  managed. 
The  operating  expanses  of  these  institutions  were  $108,504.47  less  in 
1916  than  in  1915:  It  cost  the  state  $3,820,177.32  to  operate  these  in- 
stitutions in  1915  while  in  1916  the  cost  was  reduced  to  $3,712,026.90. 
The  daily  per  capita  co^i  at  these  institutions  was  less  in  1915  than  it 
was  in  1914  and  less  in  1916  than  in  1915.  All  this  has  been  acconijilished 
notwitli.staniliiig  the  fact  that  the  population  of  these  institutions  was 
196  greater  in  1916  than  it  wa.s  in  1915  and  the  further  fact  that  thi' 
prices  of  food  .slufTs  and  clothing  have  constantly  advanced.  In  other 
words  while  tiie  cost  of  living  of  every  citizen  has  n.sen  by  leaps  and 
bounds  the  cost  of  living  of  llic  wards  of  the  state  has  been  reduced. 
This  result  has  been  brought  about  not  by  any  cheapening  of  quality 
or  lessening  of  ijuantity  of  food  served  lo  the  patients  —  the. inmates  of 
Ohio  institutions  are  better  provided  for  than  ever  before  and  yet  ai 
less  cost.  Mow  then  has  this  been  accomplished?  Through  Ihe  applica- 
tion of  the  bcsi  business  methods,  careful  buying  at  bottom  prices. 
economical  m:i:'-i;.:cmcnt  and  enlarged  industrial  and  agricultural  activi- 
ties in  many  state  insiitulions  thus  increasing  the  income  of  the  insti- 
tution and  n:  'he  same  time  benefitting  the  patients  and  inmate-;  by  fur- 
nishing healihful  employnitnt.  ijut  satisfactory  as  is  this  progress  mucii 
importn:il  wnrk  remains  lo  be  done.  It  is  not  enough  to  provide  food, 
clothiuL'.  shilLcr  and  amusement  for  the  unfortunate;  the  state  has  not 
done  its  full  f'.uty  until  it  deals  with  the  ■problem  in  a  large  way;  atten- 
tion hiis  li;ns  far  been  given  most  largely  to  effects  —  it  is  now  time 
to  consi-tr  causes  and  er;iilic^itc  ihcm  so  far  as  possible. 

It  is  imperative  that  insiitutional  facilities  be  provided  for  a  large 
lumibcr  of  fcebU -minded  in  the  state  who  are  at  present  sadly  neglected. 
These  nnforiunates  arc  not  on|>able  of  caring  for  and  protecting  them- 
selves anil  unless  cared  for  they  become  paupers  and  unless  prolected 
from  evil  environment  ihey  become  criminals.  The  community  which 
does  not  protect  iheni  become-;  in  a  measure  responsible  for  their  dis- 
grace and  crime.  I'resent  Imi'iltngs  at  the  Institution  for  I'ceble-Minded 
provide  for  a|i|iroximatcly  2.2vo.  There  is  constantly  a  long  waitini: 
list  and  acconiinudatinns  should  be  provirled  at  an  early  date  for  fully 
2.000  mure.  The  feeble-min<led  sliould  have  institutional  care  for  theiv 
own  comfort  and  also  so  that  they  might  be,  as  far  as  [xissible.  segre- 
gated from  the  general  population  in  order  that  the  taint  of  feeble- 
mindedne-;s.  shall  not  be  trrnismitled  to  future  generations. 

l"he  Ihireau  of  Juvenile  Research,  acconling  to  statute,  is  expected  to 
receive  all  cliililren  ci»mmitte<l  to  the  guardian.ship  of  the  state,  and  such 
others  as  the  State  I'nard  of  .\dminislration  may  receive  from  institu- 
tions, parents,  ami  guardians.  These  chihlren  the  Bureau  is  ex]>ecte(l  to 
examine  in  every  way  known  to  medical  and  other  science  with  a  view 
to  ascertaining  the  causes  of  (lelinfjuency  and  other  troiiblesome^t raits. 
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In  order  to  make  such  examinations  the  JSureau  must  be  equipped 
to  care  for  these  children  during  the  time  such  examinations  are  in 
prt^ress.  Proper  laboratory  facilities  for  making  meciical  and  mental 
tests  and  arrangements  for  the  complete  separation  of  the  sexes,  and 
for  the  further  separation  of  the  young  from  the  older  persons  should 
be  provided  for  by  approjirialo  legislation. 

Another  improvement  in  this  regard  which  I  would  urge  u|)on  you 
would  be  the  location  of  a  central  pschopathic  hospital  and  general 
laboratory  preferably  in  connection  with  the  Ohio  State  University  at 
Columbus.  Should  (he  plan  he  decided  ii\K>n  it  is  quite  possible  that  the 
Bureau  of  Juvenile  Research  couid  be  combined  with  the  psychoi>alhic 
ward  and  general  laboratory  and  much  of  the  expense  it  would  require 
as  a  separate  department  might  thus  be  curtailed.  Here  sj>ecial  study 
could  be  made  of  border-line  or  questionable  cases  of  mental  trouble. 
As  a  matter  of  detail  it  could  lie  decided  whether  all  cases  of  mental  de- 
rangement should  be  sent  first  to  this  hospital  for  a  course  of  observa- 
tion tests  before  being  committed  to  any  special  institution  or  whether 
the  case  in  the  hos]iitals  where  doubt  exists  as  to  the  menlil  status  of 
the  patient  should  lie  brought  there  after  they  had  been  received  at  the 
institution  where  first  committed.  I  am  convmced  that  many  people  are 
committed  to  wrong  iiislitutions  in  this  as  well  as  in  other  states.  This 
is  not  said  as  a  criticism  of  those  who  make  the  examinations  as  their 
judgment  is  doubtless  sincere  and  honest  in  all  cases,  but  as  a  plea  for 
more  expert  examination  of  unfortunates  whom  the  state  might  aid  by 
slightly  different  treatment, 

1  also  urge  that  additional  accommodations  be  provided  at  various 
state  institutions  as  follows:  A  new  dormitory  at  the  I'rison  Farm,  a 
new  extension  of  the  main  buililing  at  the  Ohio  State  Rcformatciry,  a 
tuberculosis  building  at  the  Massillon  Stale  Hospital,  at  least  5  new 
.  cottages,  a  tuberculosis  hosjiilal  and  a  new  laundry  at  the  Institution  for 
FeeI)le--\  inded,  2  iiw  cnltngcs  and  an  addition  to  the  male  iHning  room 
at  the  Hospital  for  Fpileplics  and  a  tuberculosis  cottage  at  the  .\thens 
Stite  Hosi>ital ;  an<l  that  sufficient  approj>riation  be  made  to  enable  the 
Ohio  Penitentiary  Commission  and  the  Hoanl  of  Administration  to  pro- 
ceed expeditiously  with  their  work  of  constructing  a  new  Penitentiary 
on  the  prison  farm  at  London. 

I  hertily  recommend  speedy  action  looking  toward  the  consumma- 
tion of  the  plans  already  made  for  the  establishment  of  an  Ohio  State 
Home  for  Crippled  Childreii.  In  a  subsequent  message  I  shall  transmit 
to  you  the  detaded  report  of  the  Commission  appointed  to  investigate 
this  subject.  1  content  myself  now  by  saying  that  humanitarian  con- 
siderations render  imperative  (he  demand  for  immediate  action  bv  the 
General  Assembly  to  the  end  that  the  lives  of  the  little  crippled  children 
be  brightened  and  cheered  and  they  themselves  so  treated,  trained  and 
educated  that  they  may  become  in  hrge  measure  useful  self-sunporting 
citizens,  instead  of  a  burden  on  society.  Even  in  the  economic  sense 
the  state  will  receive  more  than  full  value  for  every  dollar  invested  in 
in  a  Home  for  Crippled  Children. 


Much  has  been  written  regarding  the  high  cost  of  hving  and  the 
methods  of  reducins^  it.  Platform  promises  have  proven  delusive  and 
unsatisfactory  and  meanwhile  the  expen.se  of   feeding  and  clothing  a 
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family  has  increased  out  of  all  proportion  to  any  intrease  in  the  earn- 
iig  power  of  the  heart  of  the  family.  It  is  mrtoubtedly  true  that  through 
the  feverish  stimulation  of  business  due  to  war  orders  wages  have  in- 
creased but  this  increase  h?s  not  kept  pace  with  the  inirrease  in  the  cost 
of  living.  To  aflford  alleviation  of  the  present  distressing  situation  I 
respecfully  urge  that  without  delay  you  proceed  through  a  special  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Senate  and  Ihe  House  of  Representatives  to  investigate 
prevailing  high  prices  of  fuel,  clothing  and  foodstuffs  to  determine  to 
what  extent  the  high  cost  of  living  is  due  to  excessive  transportation 
charges,  or  to  abnormal  demand  caused  by  European  war  and  how  far 
if  at  all  it  is  affected  by  conspiracy  or  other  illegal  practices.  The  in- 
clemencies of  winter  render  what  might  otherwise  be  temporary  incon- 
venience a  source  of  real  hardship  and  possible  attendant  suffering.  - 
The.se  circumstances  make  early  action  by  the  General  Assembly  almost 
imperative.  1  therefore  commend  it  to  your  prompt  and  earnest  con- 
sideration. 

I  recommend  as  a  further  aid  in  the  solution  of  this  problem  the 
creation  of  a  Bureau  of  Markets  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture.  It  is  believed  that  at  least  a  considerable  factor  in  the 
present  .price  problem  is  the  fact  that  producers  and  consumers  have 
difficulty  in  learning  of  each  others  wints  and  wares  and  consequently 
the  economic  ecjuilibrium  is  disturbed.  The  suggested  Bureau  of  ^Iarkets 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  would  be  able  to  - 
bring  about  closer  co-operation  between  the  people  and  the  market  of- 
ficials of  various  mdnicipalities,  it  would  be  a  permanent  Bureau  of  in- 
formation for  the  prompt  investigation  of  abnormal  prices  and  by 
facilitating  better  understanding  between  producers  and  consumers  ren- 
der invaluable  aid  in  preventing  the  suffering  and  economic  toss  caused 
by  abnormal  fluctuations  of  prices.  This  work  can  be  done  by  existing 
officials  and  employes  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  with  but  little  addi- 
tional expense  and  with  great  benefit  to  the  people. 

WORK  MICK  5    COMl'liN'S-ATION. 

In  Uiy  message  to  the  8ist  General  Assembly  I  said:-  "The  humane 
principle  of  worknun's  compensation  is  here  to  stay.  The  present  law 
was  placed  on  the  statute  book  by  unselfish,  non-partisan  effort;  it  is 
hoped  that  no  amendment  will  be  made  to  the  law  which  will  in  any 
way  decrease  the  benefits  now  enjoyed  by  working-men  under  its  pro- 
visions and  that  so  soon  as  the  state  of  the  insurance  fund  will  admit 
of  it  (he  amount  to  be  paid  to  injured  working-men  or  their  families 
in  case  of  death  or  total  lii.sability  shall  be  increased." 

The  Workmen's  ('omjscnsntion  fund  is  now  stronger  than  ever  before 
in  its  history.  aniountin;f  on  December  ist  to  $4,913, ya.^.yi  as  against 
$J,442,' ♦  .82  December  ist.  HJ14.  an  increase  in  two  years  of  $2,470,- 
ySti.aj.  W'oiking-mcn  are  enjoying  larger  benefits  under  the  law  at 
the  present  moment  than  at  any  jirevious  period,  the  amount  paid  to 
injured  working-men  and  their  families  during  the  eleven  months  end- 
ing December  1st.  iyi6,  being  $3,128,338.84  as  against  $1,325,828.54 
paid  for  the  same  purposes  in  the  first  eleven  months  of  1914,  an  in- 
crease in  the  two  years  of  $[,802,510.30. 

In  harmony  with  my  former  recommendation  and  in'  view  of  the 
strengthened  condition  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  fund  I'  recom- 
mend that  the  amount  to  be  ])aid  to  injured  workingmen  in  casg  of  total 
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disability  or  to  their  families  in  case  of  ilcaih  be  increased  from  a  maxi- 
mnni  of  3,750  to  $5,000. 

Sections  i^hyd^  :""'  '465-67.  G.  C,  provi<le  for 'ihe  collection  of 
a  certain  amount  from  llic  taxing  distrjcts  of  this  state  for  the  public 
employe  fund  of  the  compensiitiou  act  and  the  manner  in  which  it  shall 
be  done.  The  openilio-.i  of  these  sections  places  a  very  unequal  burden 
on  these  different  taxing  districts.  One  may  do  its  own  public  work. 
having  in  this  way  a  great  injury  hazard :  others  do  not  do  this  and 
iheir  hazard  is  of  course  much  less. 

In  this  way  the  pnblic  employe  fund  is  made  solvent  as  a  whole 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  public  school  fund,  the  township  fund  and 
the  county  fund  have  furnished  to  the  fund  as  a  whole  about  $325,000. 
with  an  outgo  of  only  approximately  $48,000,  while  the  corporation  fund 
has  furnished  only  S151.000  with  an  outgo  of  $j2(),coo.  These  facts  are 
shown  in  detail  by  the  following  table:

I  accordingly  reconmiend  that  the  secticni  referred  to  be  so  amended 
that  each  of  these  ditTcrcnt  funds  shall  be  put  upon  its  own  respon- 
sibility and  each  class  take  care  of  itself.  I  further  recommend  that 
Section  1465-54,  Ci.  C,  he  so  amended  as  to  re(|uire  specifically  that 
the  Industrial  Commission  shall  procure  at  the  end  of  every  six  months' 
period  to  determine  what  the  average  loss  ratio  in  each  of  the  different 
classes  is,  so  that  one  class  of  industry  may  not  be  compelled  to  make 
up  the  deficit  caused  by  extra  hazard  in  other  classes. 

Section  1465-S9  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  in  extraor- 
dinary cases  by  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Industrial  Commission, 
the  allowance  for  medical  attention  be  extended  to  $300.  In  ordinarj' 
cases  the  allowance  for  medical  expenses  should  remain  at  $200,  but 
there  are  many  cases  where  the  injured  workingmen  cannot  be  made 
whole  on  the  $200,  limitation  :  in  such  cases  private  resources  or  charity 
should  not  be  depended  uiion  to  make  a  well  man  out  of  the  injureS. 

EMPLOYMENT  Ai;ENC(ES. 

In  my  message  to  the  Sist  General  Assembly  I  further  raid:  "Be- 
cause of  the  unfortunate  industrial  condition  in  the  whole  country  many 
thousands  of  workingmen  arc  out  of  employment  in  Ohio.  To  alleviate 
this  distressing  condition  I  recommend  generous  appropriation  for  the 
establishment  of  three  additional  free  public  employment  ofTices  and  fur- 
ther legislation  for  the  proper  regulation  of  private  emptoj-ment 
agencies." 

The  prompt  resjjonse  made  by  the  General  Assembly  to  this  recom- 
mendation made  possible  the  establishment  of  additional  free  employ- 
ment offices  which  renrlered  workingmen  most  valuable  assistance  in 
securing  j>ositinns  at  a  time  when  hi  .000  men  were  out  of  work  in  Cleve- 
land alone  and  not  fewer  tbnn  150.000  in  the  army  of  unemployed 
throughout  the  state  during  the  lean  months  which  preceded  the  period 
when  the  country  began  to  fatten  on  the  manufacture  of  war  munitions. 
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The  rights  of  the  workmen  and  of  the  employers  of  our  state  are 
not  sufficiently  protected  by  the  present  law  licensing  and  regulating 
private  employment  offices.  A  more  satisfactory  law  is  very  much 
needed.  During  the  last  fiscal  year  employment  was  secured  for  more 
than  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  persons  through  the  State  Free 
Employment  offices.  The  service  rendered  by  these  offices  has  been  of 
inestimable  value  to  workmen  and  employers.  For  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending the  system  of  free  employment  offices,  at  least  five  thousand 
dollars  should  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Bureau  of  Investiga- 
tion and  Statistics  of  the  Industrial  Commission. 

JOB    SELLING. 

In  many  large  plants,  particularly  those  employing  foreign  labor, 
there  exists  among  some  of  the  foremen  and  "straw  bosses"  the 
pernicious  practice  of  charging  a  fee  of  applicants  for  work.  The  Bureau 
of  Investigation  and  .Statistics  of  the  Industrial  Commission  during  the 
past  year  collected  a  mass  of  evidence  and  successfully  prosecuted  a 
number  of  cases  under  the  law  regulating  private  labor  agencies.  There 
is 'urgent  need  for  a  law  drawn  to  meet  specifically  this  type  of  exploita- 
tion in  industrial  plants. 

NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

The  (General  .Assembly  at  its  last  session  provided  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Commission  to  recommend  a  site  for  a  proposed  new  Normal 
School  in  eastern  Ohio.  Unfortunately  it  failed  to- make  any  appropria- 
tion to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Commission  while  engaged  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Inasmuch  as  under  the  law  no  site  could  be  purchased,  no  trustees 
appointed  and  no  further  action  of  any  kind  looking  to  the  establishment 
of  another  Normal  School  could  be  taken  until  the  General 'Assembly  sanc- 
tions the  action  already  taken  by  making  appropriation  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  pfoposed  school  it  was  deemed  wise  to  give  to  the  General 
Assembly  through  its  committees  or  otherwise  ample  opportunity  to 
review  the  report  of  the  Commission  appointed  to  recommend  a  sjte,  to 
supplement  investigations  of  the  Commission,  if  the  General  Assembly 
deems  such  action  advisable,  by  ordering  through  its  appropriate  com- 
mittees public  hearings  or  visitation  or  inspection  of  sites  and  thus  give 
every  community  offering  a  site  the  most  ample  opportunity  to  set  forth 
its  advantages  from  the  standpoint  of  its  ability  to  render  service  to 
the  cause  of  public  education. 

The  General  Assembly  should  provide  for  the  reimbursement  of 
the  expenses  incurred  by  the  members  of  the  Commission  appointed  to 
recommend  a  site,  and  if  it  deems  any  future  inquiry  desirable  before 
proceeding  with  the  establishment  of  the  proposed  new  Normal  School 
should  make  appropriation  to  pay  the  expenses  of  its  committees  or  other 
agencies  of  investigation. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  I  transmit  herewith  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

SALARIES   AND   SINECURES. 

The  8ist  General  Assembly  and  administrative  officials  in  full  sym- 
pathy with  its  plans  for  economy  in  expenditure  of  the  public  funds  com- 
menced and  successfullv  carried  forward  a  most  commendable  work  in 
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the  elimination  of  useless  positions  and  the  reduction  o(  salaries  in- 
ordinately high.  For  example,  the  salaries  of  twenty-four  important 
state  offices  were  so  reduced  as  to  make  a  saving  during  the  biennial 
period  of  $49,800.00  or  an  average  reduction  of  approximately  $2,000.00 
each  or  $1,000.00  per  year  for  each  officer.  Many  other  minor  reduc- 
tions were  made  effectmg  savings  of  thousands  of  dollars'per  year.  A.s 
further  illustration  of  what  can  be  accomplished  by  well  considered  legis- 
lation and  careful  administration  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  in 
the  past  two  years  in  only  ten  departments  of  the  state  government  almost 
$"00,000  were  saved  through  elimination  of  unnecessary  positions  and 
reductions  in  high  salaries.  The  desire  of  any  individual,  however 
worthy,  to  hold  public  office  or  draw  a  fat  salary  furnishes  no  reason 
why  a  poi'iiion  should  be  created  or  a  salary  increa.'ied  for  his  accommo- 
dation. Salaries  should  be  fixed  and  offices  created  only  in  response 
to  a  de.'inite  public  need  and  not  becau.se  of  insistent  private  desire.  The 
foregoing  illusifalions  indicate  what  can  be  accomplished  by  conscien- 
tious effort  ar.d  stern  devotion  to  public  duty  in  the  direction  of  economy. 
Thi^  program  of  abolishment  of  sinecures  and  reduction  of  salaries  now 
higher  th2n  the  service  rendered  to  the  public  would  warrant  should  go 
on.  Much  larger  savings  can  be  effccled  than  those  already  made  witii- 
out  injuring  the  public  service,  and  without  working  any  injustice  upon 
any  public  employe  or  official.  1  strongly  recommend  further  effort  in 
this  direction  confident  in  the  belief  that  to.  save  public  funds  and  make 
|>ossib!e  the  lightening  of  the  lax-payers'  burdens  is  a  more  commendable 
puhiic 'service  than  to  win  the  acclaim  of  office  holders  and  office  seekers 
by  increasing  .salaries  without  regard  to  public  need  and  creating  sine- 
cures to  accommodate  those  seeking  them. 

DUPLICATE  INSPECTIONS. 

My  brief  experience  as  a  state  official  has  convinced  me  that  Ohio 
is  over-officered  and  over- inspected. 

There  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  every  state  department  to  increase 
its  prerogatives  and  build  up  an  ever-growing  number  of  bureaus,  of- 
ficials and  inspectors  without  regard  to  whether  the  activity  it  is  under- 
taking overlaps  the  jurisdiiion  of  some  other  department.  The  inevita- 
ble result  of  this  tendency  is  wasteful  duidication  of  effort,  multiplication 
of  offices  and  exasperating  repetitions  of  inspections  and  reports.  The 
people  and  the  business  of  Ohio  are  being  inspected  and  rcjxjrted  to 
death.  There  must  be  consolidation  and  simplification  of  reports  and 
elimination  of  duplicate  inspection  to  the  end  that  the  public  service  may 
hi  made  more  efficient  and  private  interests  less  harassed  by  frequent 
i  iterruptions  and  inspections.  Under  the  present  system  it  occurs  not 
infrequently  that  a  half  dozen  different  slate  inspectors,  auditors,  ex- 
aminers or  parole  officers  representing  as  many  different  state  depart- 
ments or  yometimes  two  or  more  of  ihem  representing  different  bureaus 
in  the  same  department  may  be  stint  into  ilic  same  village  on  the  same 
day.  ft  is.a]~])arent  that  su.h  arran';eme:it  resuUs  in  needless  duplica- 
tion of  effort  and  extravagant  piling  up  of  expense  accounts.  I  there- 
fore rcsj)ectfu!ly  urge  that  you  consider  whether  through  proper  legis- 
Intive  enactment  many  of  these  various  ambulatory  positions  may  be  com- 
bined tints  simplifying  and  rendering  more  efficient  thejiuVic  service, 
eliminating  duplication  of  effort,  and  cutting  down  expense  bills. 
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STANDARDIZATION  OF  OFFICES. 

1  ioinme-.(l  to  your  careful  consideration  the  important  work  done 
hy  the  S.ate  Civil  Service  Commission  in  collecting  information  which 
wi'l  he  of  the  greatest  service  to  your  Finance  Committees  in  framing  the 
appropriation  bills.  The  work  has  been  particularly  noteworthy  in  its 
newly  arranged  standardizing  and  classifying  of  practically  all  positions 
in  the  regularly  classified  service.  This  standardization  tends  to  eliminate 
unnecessary  positions,  to  secure  equal  wages 'for  equal  service  all  over 
the  state,  to  make  the  classification  of  service  more  exact  and  to  secure 
the  just  promotion  of  individuals  from  one  class  to  another  according  to 
their  merit.  Thus  the  premanency  as  well  as  the  justice  of  civil  service 
rule  is  secured.  The  Commission  has  worked  in  conjunction  with  the 
Hudget  Commissioner  and  has  called  to  its  assistance  men  of  recognized 
ability  throughout  the  state  service  in  the  various  lines  of  work  being 
considered  and  has  had  the  constant  advice  and  guidance  of  a  special  com- 
mittee of  business  men  of  large  experience  and  recognized  standing. 
Heretofore  appropriations  for  personal  service  have  been  made  with- 
out definite  information  as  to  the  personal  service  needs  of  departments 
aid  Ihe  actual  work  to  he  performed.  The  use  of  this  information  will 
enable  the  Finance  Committees  to  comjiare  requests  for  appropriations, 
both  as  between  individuals  and  as  between  departments.  It  will  intro- 
duce into  the  appropriation  for  personal  service  method,  record  and 
publicity.  The  plan  which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission providing  for  a  classification  of  public  employments  is  based 
upon  a  careful  study  and  analysis  at  first  hand,  and  is  reinforced  hji. 
stu'iy  and  criticism  of  many  of  our  best  business  and  professional  men. 
It  his  bten  estimated  that  the  ultimate  annual  saving  which  would  result 
from  the  application  of  this  business-like  employment  plan  would  ap- 
proximate 10  per  cent  of  the  total  pay  roll  cost,  or  at  least  $500,000.00. 


I  reconuiiend  that  the  protection  afforded  the  taxpayers  of  the  state 
by  the  one  per  cent  tax  limitation  law  be  retained.  While  there  has  been 
mirh  agitation  in  fjvor  of  breaking  down  this  limitation  altogether,  in 
my  jmlgment  a  repeal  of  this  law  would  be  inimical  to  the  best  interest'* 
nf  the  people  of  the  state  and  in  the  long  run  would  prove  to  be  detrimen- 
tal to  the  very  municipalities  which  feel  that  their  progress  would  be 
en'i:n;ed  through  the  repeal  of  the  law.  However  some  method  must 
be  provir'ed  whertby  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  for  existing 
niu  i  ipal  indebtedness  can  be  cared  for. 

In  my  first  message  to  the  Sist  General  Asscmb'y.  I  said:  "It  Is  to 
he  regretted  that  the  debt  contracting  powers  of  the  minor  political  sub- 
divisions of  the  "State  have  not  been  more  carefully  guarded  by  legis- 
lative and  constitutional  limitations.  The  experience  of  the  state  govern- 
ment as  distinguished  from  the  experience  of  its  political  subdivisions 
is  an  un  inswerable  argument  in  favor  of  suL'h  limitations.  According 
to  the  most  recent  report  of  the  Auditor  of  State  the  total  debt  of  cities, 
villages,  counties,  townships  and  school  districts  in  Ohio  in  1880 
amou'^'led  to  $4 f. 297,000:  in  ten  years  this  had  increased  to  $52,992,000 
and  in  1900  it  had  reached  the  startling  sum  of  $96,193,000.  It  was 
hoped  thatthe  maximum  of  indebtedness  had  been  reached  at  that  time 
but  to  the  consternation  of  the  friends  of  economy  the  debts  mountedi 
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up  to  $187,574,000  in  lyro;  and  then  as  if  to  put  on  the  cap-sheaf  of 
amazing  extravagance  and  profligate  waste  these  debts  were  increased 
in  only  four  years  from  $187,574,000  in  lyio  to  $293,099,019  in  1914." 
These  observations  made  with  reference  to  the  increasf  in  indebtedness 
of  al!  the  political  subdivisions  of  the  state  are  especially  applicable  to 
municipalities.  Municipal  indebtedness  has  increased  by  leaps  and  bounds 
amounting  according  to  the  reports  for  1915  to  $243,000,000.  While  it 
is  undoubtedly  the  part  of  wisdom  to  retain  limitations  on  tax  rates  and 
the  amount  of  bond  issues  for  the  future,  yet  a  way  must  be  found  to 
enable  the  municipalities  of  the  state  to  mtet  interest  and  sinking  fund 
charges  on  indebtedness  now  existing  or  else  these  municipalities  will 
soon  face  a  condition  of  imjKiired  credit  approaching  bankruptcy. 

The  Auditor  of  State  in  his  report  for  iyt6  makes  on  page  8  the 
following  statement:  "It  would  require  a  larger  volume  than  the  auditor 
of  state's  report  to  properly  present  the  deplorable  condition  of  these 
hundreds  of  taxing  districts  that  are  facing  bankruptcy.  We  can  devote 
space  to  a  very  limited  number  of  i^pecific  cases,  but  tlie^e  will  illustrate  a 
condition  that  is  becoming  more  general  throughout  Ohio  year  by  year. 
One  leading  Ohio  city  with  a  tax  rate  of  6.CI  will  receive  from  direct 
tjxation  $1,695,730.00.  From  this  income  it  will  lie  necessary  to  set  aside 
$1,941,600.00  to  retire  bonds  and  interest  falling  due.  Result,  a  half 
million  deficit  in  operating  expenses.  Another  Ohio  city  has  an  income 
from  direct  taxation  of  $38,018.00  for  the  year.  Honds  and  interests 
falling  due  within  the  year  amount  to  $71,753.53.  Here  we  have  the 
example  of  a  city  whose  annual  deiit  and  interest  charge  is  almost  double 
its  income.  Its  current  operating  expense  will  aggregate  $3(^.000.00,  and 
it  will  have  a  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  $71,000.00,  and  refunding 
bonds  will  be  issued  to  take  care  of  the  deficit." 

Qearly  some  remedy  must  be  found  at  an  early  date  for  this'appal- 
ing  financial  situation.  In  my  judgment  it  will  be  found  that  if  interest 
and  sinking  fund  charges  on  indcblcdness  now  existing  are  provided  for, 
the  revenues  obtained  from  levies  within  the  one  per  cent  limitation 
will  be  found  adequate  to  meet  the  legitimate  expenses  of  municipal 
government  wisely  and  economically  administered  with  the  object  in 
view  of  limiting  expenditures  to  estimated  revenues,  not  first  fixing  ex- 
penditures and  then  increasing  taxation  to  meet  expenditures  of  doubtful 
wisdom.  I  therefore  recommend  legislation  that  will  authorize  the  elec- 
tors of  each  municipality  to  decide  for  themselves  by  popular  vote 
whether  they  will  assume  a  rate  of  taxation  greater  than  that  allowed 
by  the  one  per  cent  law,  such  greater  rate  to  be  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
providing  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  for  municipal  indebtedness 
now  existing  and  for  no  other  purpose.  This  plan  will  relieve  the  press- 
ing needs  of  cities,  will  clean  up  existing  municipal  indebtedness  and 
will  preserve  unbroken  the  salutary  provisions  of  the  one  per  cent  tax 
limitation. 

SE'KCIFIC    Al'rHOl'RlATIO.NS. 

I  urge  that  in  all  appropriation  of  public  fund.s  the  provision  of  the 
state  Constitution  requiring  spctitic  a])j)roj»ri::tiiins  lie  strictly  observed. 
On  this  subject  1  s.Trd  in  a  former  mes,-:i;;c :  ■i.unip  sum  appropriations 
are  indefensible  from  every  view-point;  they  are  unbnsincss-like ;  they 
promote  extra vag^mcc ;  they  furnish  covcnic.it  means  for  autocratic 
centraliiiurion  of  power  and  political  machine-building  at  public  expense; 
they  are  contrary  to  American  precedent  and  tradition  from  the_days  of 
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Thomas  Jefferson  down  to  the  present  hour  and  they  are  in  plain  viola- 
tion of  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  Constitution."  This  view  was  in 
accord  with  the  judgment  of  the  legislative  body  and  consequently  the 
appropriation  bills  passed  by  the  8ist  Genera!  Assembly  carried  on  iheii- 
face  in  unmistakable  terms  every  dollar  appropriated  to  any  state  de- 
partment or  institution.  Through  the  pernicious  practice  that  formerly- 
obtained  of  appropriating  receipts  and  balances  it  was  impossible  for 
any  citizen  to  know  how  much  money  had  been  appropriated  to  any 
given  purpose.  The  tax-payer  was  confused  by  mysterious  items  ap- 
propriating "receipts  and  balances"  and  "lump  sums"  to  be  expended 
at  the  discretion  of  some  department  head..  This  unbu  sin  ess-like,  ex- 
travagant system  of  financial  juggling  has  been  abolished,  and  I  very 
respectfully,  urge  that  hereafter  only  specific  appropriations  be  made, 
as  the  Constitution  of  Ohio  clearly  and  unmistakably  provides. 

ABSENT  VOTERS   AND   PRIMARY   ELECTIONS. 

On  a  similar  occasion  two  years  ago  I  recommended  in  the  follow- 
ing language  to  the  law  making  body  the  speedy  enactment  of  an  absent 
voters  law:  "At  this  time  1  desire  only  to  suggest  for  your  consideration 
the  advisability  of  providing  by  legislation  for  a  system  of  registering 
and  voting  by  mail.  Such  a  law  must  be  most  carefully  drawn  in  order 
to  prevent  fraud  and  preserve  the  purity  of  the  ballot.  Its  enactment 
would  preserve  the  right  of  franchise  to  thousands  of  our  voters  who 
now  by  the  exigencies  of  their  vocations  are  prevented  from  registering' 
and  voting."  The  subject  was  considered  in  both  Houses  of  the  General 
Assembly  but  in  the  rush  of  work  incident  to  the  closing  days  of  the 
legislative  session  agreement  was  not  reached  by  the  two  Houses  and 
consequently  the  bill  failed  of  passage.  It  ought  to  have  passed  then 
and  become  a  law.  The  consideration  given  to  the  subject  by  the  former 
General  Assembly  ought  to  facilitate  the  prompt  enactment  of  the  law 
now.  Participation  by  every  elector  in  the  responsibihties  of  government 
through  the  exercise  of  the  elective  franchise  either  in  selecting  officials 
of  in  voting  on  questions  submitted  to  the  electorate  through  the  referen- 
dum, is  a  patriotic  duly  of  prime  importance.  Our  soldier  boys  in  the 
service  of  the  Federal  government,  traveling-men,  railroad  men,  railway 
mail  clerks  and  others  whose  duties  and  vocations  keep  them  away  from 
their  legal  voting  place  on  ele,ction  day  ought  not  to  be  penalized  for 
patriotic  performance  of  duty  or  assiduous  attention  to  business.  For 
these  reasons  I  respectfully  urge  the  prompt  enactment  of  an  absent 
voters  law  to  |>ermit  voting  by  mail  with  such  safeguards  as  will  preserve 
at  all  times  the  purity  of  the  ballot. 

Candidates  for  nomination  at  the  primaries  are  entitled  to  a  fair 
chance  on  their  merits  without  any  advantage  on  the  one  hand  or  handi- 
cap on  the  other  arising  from  position  of  their  names  on  the  ticket;  the 
chief  purpose  of  the  primary  law  is  to  give  party  voters  an  untrammeled 
opportunity  to  express  their  preference  in  the  nomination  of  candidates 
on  their  ticket  without  dictation  or  confusion  through  fortuitous  circum- 
stance. Therefore  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  primary  election 
law  be  so  amended  as  to  require  rotation  of  names  on  the  ballot  the 
same  as  is  now  provided  with  reference  to  the  non-partisan  judicial 
ballot. 
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ROAD  BUILDING. 

Provision  must  be  made  to  permit  fuller  employment  of  prisoners 
in  the  Ohio  Penitentiary  at  productive  labor.    The  idle  house  must  go. 

The  economic  welfare  of  the  state,  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
prisoners  and  the  highest  humanitarian  considerations  all  alike  demand 
that  a  way  be  found  to  furnish  useful  employment  to  all  prisoners 
physically  capable  of  toil.  While  Ohio  is  now  making  the  most  rapid 
stride  in  road  building  ever  known  in  the  history  of  this  or  any  other 
state,  much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  While  almost  600  miles  of  new 
construction  were  under  way  last  year  and  nearly  1,000  miles  more  re- 
paired, yet  even  at  this  rapid  rate  it  will  take  decades  to  complete  the 
road  building  program  necessary  for  the  best  economic  and  educational 
advancement  of  country  and  city.  Better  transportation  facilities  will 
help  solve  the  problem  of  high  cost  of  living;  belter  roads  and  better 
schools  go  hand  in  hand.  The  people  of  Ohio  need  better  roads,  the 
Stat*  already  has  a  plant  for  the  construction  of  road  material,  the  men 
in  the  Reformatory  and  in  the  Penitentiary  would  welcome  opportunity 
to  help  solve  the  problem  of  road  building  by  making  paving-brick;  their 
labor  can  be  used  much  more  effectively  in  this  manner  than  in  actuTl 
construction  work,  on  the  line  of  the  road.  Section  1221,  G.  C.  should 
be  so  amended  as  to  vest  in  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  the  au- 
thority to  furnish  road  building  material  produced  by  prison  laobr  to 
the  counties  of  the  state  in  lieu  of  road  funds  to  the  extent  of  the  ability 
of  the  state  to  produce  such  road  building  material.  Such  use  of  prison 
labor  will  not  interfere  with  free  labor  because  Ihe  problem  of  road 
building  in  Ohio  is  so  vast  as  to  furnish  ample  employment  for  all  that 
can  be  induced  to  aid  in  road  construction  for  decades  to  come.  In  fact 
the  impetus  given  to  better  roads  by  some  such  plan  as  I  have  suggested 
would  so  increase  road  building  and  arouse  public  interest  in  its  im- 
portance that  in  the  last  analysis  private  firms  producing  road  building 
materials  would  have  larger  markets  for  their  products  and  their  work- 
ingmen  would  find  increasing  demand  for  their  labor.  The  plan  I  pro- 
pose can  not  injure  any,  if  surely  will  close  up  the  idle-house  and  set 
prisoners  to  work  and  it  will  get  Ohio  out  of  the  mud. 

INDETERMINATE  SENTENCE. 

The  penal  laws  of  our  state  need  revamping.  A  move  in  this  direc- 
tion was  the  enactment  of  the  so-called  "Indeterminate  Sentence  Law." 
This  law  has  some  imperfections.  The  hard  and  inflexible  rules  of  la«r 
should  not  govern  the  fixing  of  the  minimum  and  maximum  terms  for 
which  a  prisoner  may  be  confined.  Under  the  operation  of  this  law- 
rapists  and  persons  convicted  of  manslaughter  are  often  classed  with  Ihc 
person  who  steals  a  loaf  of  bread  to  prevent  his  dependent  family  from 
starving.  Courts  and  juries  Should  be  granted,  subject  to  proper  legal 
restriction,  the  right  to  fix  at  least  the  minimum  sentences  for  which 
those  committed  should  be  imprisoned.  Again  under  our  present  laws 
persons  who  have  served  previous  terms  of  imprisonment  are  not  al- 
lowed to  go  upon  parole  and  the  Board  of  Administration  are  often 
under  the  necessity  of  granting  a  final  release  to  prisoners  who  should 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  prison  officials. 
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SCHOOL    LANDS    AND    LAWS. 


Upon  the  organization  of  the  State  of  Ohio  in  1802  Congress 
formaily  turned  over  to  the  new  state-a  36th  part  of  the  lands  within 
its  boundaries  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools. 
Several  thousand  acres  of  this  land  are  still  held  by  the  state  as  trustee 
and  are  occupied  by  tenants  upon  annual  rentals,  the  rents  being  applied 
to  the  uses  of  the  schools.  My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  woeful 
lack  of  systematic  administration  of  this  trust  and  in  view  of  the  financial 
problems  which  confront  the  school  districts  of  the  state  L  believe  that 
the  time  has  come  when  the  General  Assembly  should  provide  an  effec- 
tive admiinstration  of  the  resources  of  this  trust. 

The  evils  requiring  such  remedial  legislation  largely  arise  from  the 
fact  that  the  laws  on  the  subject  have  become  obsolete  and  in  some 
cases  made  uncertain  and  confusing  by  several  hundred  special  acts  that  , 
still  encumber  the  statutes. 

Gross  injustice  to  the  schools  also  arises  from  these  conditions. 
Rents  are  sometimes  not  collected  for  years.  In  many  districts  lands 
that  should  yield  large  revenues  to  schools  that  are  now  financially  em- 
barrassed yield  insignificant  incomes  because  of  mal-admini  strati  on  for 
which  there  are  no  remedies  provided  by  law. 

Efficient  administrative  agencies  should  be  established  that  would  be 
uniform  throughout  the  state  with  effective  state  supervision;  the  rights 
of  tenants  should  be  clearly  defined,  the  duties  of  administrative  offices 
should  be  clearly  laid  down  and  sufficient  sanction  given  to  the  law  to 
insure  performance  of  those  duties;  on  the  one  hand  the  interests  of 
the  schools  should  be  fully  protected,  on  the  other  equities  of  both  tenants 
and  purchasers  of  these  lands  should  be  preserved. 

TRUANCY  LEGISLATION. 

At  present  there  is  practically  no  unification  of  the  efforts  of  the 
approximately  two  hundred  truant  officers  in  Ohio  and  no  organized 
responsibility  to  a  central  authority.  This  important  state-wide  work 
could  be  materially  strengthened  and  rendered  very  much  more  efficient 
by  vesting  in  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  full  au- 
thority to  establish  uniform  records.  ref|uire  annual  reports  and  providt 
minimum  requirement  for  conducting  the  work. 

EDUCATION   FOR  CITIZENSHIP. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  many  thousands  of  Ohio's 
male  population  of  voting  age  are  foreign  born.  Many  of  these  are 
recently  from  countries  where  government  is  still  a  synonym  of  oppres- 
sion. Consequently,  some  of  them  are  unacquainted  with  American  civic 
and  social  ideals  and  are  unaware  of  the  privileges  and  responsibilities 
of  American  citizenship.  Inability  to  speak  our  tongue  prevents  associa- 
tion and  fraternalization  with  their  fellows  of  native  birth.  Education 
in  the  fundamentals  of  good  citizenship  should  be  provided  for  these 
people  in  order  that  they  may  become  what  they  most  desire  —  good 
Americans. 

Undoubtedly  the  level  of  our  citizenship  would  be  raised  by  ade- 
quate provision   for  the  civic  and  social  education  of  our  recent  tm-    i 
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migrants.  Appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  such  education  should 
be  made  in  order  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  state  and  to  add  to 
the  usefulness  and  happiness  of  this  class  of  our  populatoin. 

PATRIOTIC    LEGISLATION. 

The  8ist  General  Assembly  enacted  more  than  a  score  of  laws  hav- 
ing for  their  purpose  larger  recognition  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of 
all  our  wars  and  the  perpetuation  of  the  memory  of  their  heroic  deeds. 
One  of  these  laws  made  possible  the  rescue  of  the  battle-scarred,  shot- 
torn  banners  of  the  Republic  from  the  gloomy  chamber  where  they  re- 
posed and  the  placing  of  them  in  the  rotunda  of  the  State  Capitol  in 
permanent  cases  where  they  will  be  preserved  through  generations  to 
come,  the  pride  of  those  who  come  after  us  and  a  lesson  of  patriotic  in- 
spiration to  all  within  their  hallowed  presence.  Other  legislation  pro- 
vided for  the  erection  of  memorials  to  Ohio  heroes  both  in  the  state 
and  outside  of  it.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  such  expenditure  oi 
public  money  is  wise.  It  teaches  the  young  historic  lessons,  rekindles 
the  fires  of  patriotism  and  gives  slight  recognition  to  those  whose  unselfish 
devotion  to  country  saved  its  life  and  carried  its  principles  of  liberty  be- 
yond the  seas.  I  accordingly  recommend  that  appropriation  be  made  to 
complete  Ohio's  part  in  the  erection  of  monuments  on  the  Vicksburg 
battle-field  in  accord  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Vicksburg  Battle- 
field Commission. 

LEGISLATIVE    BEST. 

The  people  of  Ohio  and  business  in  general  need  a  legislative  rest. 
The  people  should  be  given  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
laws  they  already  have. 

The  enactment  of  only,  absolutely  necessary  legislation,  the  abolish- 
'  ment  wherever  possible  of  offices  and  employments,  strict  economy  in 
the  appropriation  of  public  funds  and  careful  attention  to  the  needs  of 
the  state's  unfortunate  wards  —  these  are  some  of  the  major  problem? 
which  must  engage  your  attention  and  which  I  trust  you  will  success- 
fully solve  with  high  purpose  and  courageous,  unfaltering  deyotion  to 
the  public  interest.

To  the  Members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  under 
Section  15291-1  G.  C.  to  provide  for  placing  the  Ohio  Battle-Flags  in 
the  rotunda  of  the  State  Capitol. 

The  work  this  Committee  has  done  in  conjunction  with  the  state 
officials  designated  by  statute  to  cooperate  with  it,  speaks  for  itself.  It 
can  not  be  otherwise  than  a  matter  of  solemn  pride  to  know  that  in  Ohio 
these  sacred  emblems  of  the  nation's  life  are  better  protected  and  more 
fittingly  displayed  than  in  any  other  state  of  the  Union. 

These  battle-stained  banners  hallowed  by  the  heroic  sacrifice  of 
Ohio's  sons  and  consecrated  in  the  tears  of  her  daughters,  utter  in  voice- 
less eloquence  the  message  of  patriotism  and  inspiration  which  every 
passer-by  should  hear  in  reverence  with  uncovered  head. 

So  carefully  did  the  Committee  in  charge  of  the  work  perform  its 
duties  that  $1,099.00  of  the  amount  appropriated  remained  unexpended. 

There  are  19  miscellaneous  flags  for  which  there  is  not  room  in 
the  cases,  I  recommend  that  a  small  appropriation  be  made  in  addition 
to  the  $1,099.00  remaining  from  the  former  appropriation  so  as  to  make 
possible  the  purchase  of  another  case  to  provide  for  the  19  miscellaneous 
flags,  certain  regimental  flags  now  missing  and  others  which  will  be 
turned  over  to  the  state  for  preservation  in  the  future. 

The  report  of  the  Commiltee,  prepared  by  Col.  W.  L.  Curry,  con- 
tains historical  matter  of  very  great  value.  In  order  that  this  informa- 
tion may  be  preserved  for  future  generations  I  suggest  that  the  report 
be  printed  in  full  in  the  Journals  of  one  or  both  Houses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.

Sir  ;  The  Committee  appointed  by  you  for  the  purpose  of  placing 
the  Ohio  battle  flags  in  the  rotunda  of  the  State  House  have  the  honor 
to  make  the  following  report : 

After  the  contract  had  been  made  for  the  bronze  cases  in  which  the 
flags  were  to  be  deposited,  an  invitation  was  sent  out  through  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  Department  of  Ohio,  to 
all  Posts  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  to  the  Mexican  War  Veterans  Association  and 
Spanish-American  War  Veterans  Camps  to  assemble  at  Columbus  on 
the  27th  day  of. April,  1916,  to  take  part  in  the  exercises  for  removal 
of  the  flags  to  the  rotunda  of  the  Capitol. 

On  that  date  thousands  of  veterans  assembled  at  Columbus  showing 
that  the  memory  of  the  heroic  days  of  all  our  wars  kept  warm  in  their 
hearts.  The  parade  in  charge  of  Col.  B.  L.  Bargar,  Marshal  of  the  day, 
with  an  escort  of  several  companies  of  the  Ohio  National  Guard,  the 
veterans  were  formed  by  regiments  and  paraded  around  the  Capitol 
Square  amid  the  applause  of  the  thousands  of  assembled  citizens.  It 
had  been  arranged  that  the  old  tattered  banners  were  to  be  carried  in 
the  parade  by  members  of  the  regiments  to  which  they  belonged,  but 
by  reason  of  a  drizzling  rain  that  part  of  the  program  was  dispensed  with. 

The  flags  were  placed  in  the  corridors  along  the  stairways  and  in 
the  halls  of  the  Capitol  building  and  were  viewed  by  the  great  throngs 
from  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  tears  came  to  the  eyes  of  many  a  grizzled 
veteran  as  he  touched  the  old  flag  he  had  followed  on  many  a  field  of 
battle,  for  the  last  time. 

The  Committee  had  prepared  and  distributed  hundreds  of  beautiful 
badges  as  souvenirs  with  the  inscription

The  flags  are  ail  marked  by  bronze  shields  with  the  number  of 
regiment  and  arm  of  service  erjgraved,  and  shields  securely  attached  to 
the  flag  staffs.

A  list  of  flags  in  the  cases  with  number  of  regiment,  battery  or  other 
organization,  and  arm  of  service  is  herewith  attached. 

There  are  19  miscellaneous  flags  for  which  there  is  not  room  in  the 
cases  and  a  balance  of  $1,099  "f  the  appropriation  in  the  Treasury. 

The  Committee  earnestly  recommends  that  a  sufficient  amount  be 
appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  another 
case  in  which  to  deposit  the  remaining  flags,  and  for  a  number  of  other 
flags  of  regiments  missing  which  we  are  making  an  effort  to  locate. 

The  duties  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  you  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  now  drawing  to  a  clo.se,  wc  take  this  opi>ortunity  to 
thank  you  for  the  honor  conferred  by  the  appointment  with  assurance 
that  we  have  gladly  devoted  our  time  to  this  patriotic  work. 

These  battle  flags  were  Ixjrne  to  victory  by  ihe  soldiers  of  Ohio  on 
many  hard  contested  fields  of  battle  and  we  herewith  submit  some  in- 
teresting historical  data  relating  to  their  services. 

In  the  war  with  Mexico,  1846,  101,282  American  soldiers  were  en- 
listed and  the  losses  in  killed  and  wounded  were  5,294.     Of  this  army 
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Ohio  furnished  5,536  soldiers  who  participated  in  the  battles  of  Monterey,; 
Palo  Alto,  Buena  Vista,  Cerro  Gordo,  Vera  Cruz,  Chaptjltepec,  Cheru- 
busco,  Molino  del  Rey  and  other  battle  fields  of  that  war,  and  the  losses 
by  death  in  Ohio  organizations  were  603.  . 

While  the  losses  were  not  great  as  compared  with  other  wars,  yet 
with  this  small  loss  in  men  and  cotnparatively  small  financial  expense, 
a  vast  territory  was  acquired  and  the  mineral  wealth  of  Nevada  and 
Utah,  the  cotton  fields  of  Texas  and  the  gold  mines  of  California,  were- 
opened  up  to  the  United  States,  1,000,000  square  miles  sweeping  from 
the  Gulf  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  which  their  valor  won,  and  from  which 
a  million  people  can  now  look  out  upon  the  Orient, 

These  veterans  were  the  actors  in  a  great  world  drama,  two  of 
whom.  Col,  John  Conwell  and  Captain  John  A.  Fisher  were  present  the 
day  of  the  Parade,  with  well  earned  titles  of  service  in  two  wars.- 
Grizzled  veterans  with  halting  steps  but  hearts  pulsing  with  patriotism 
as  they  go  back  in  memory  three-score  and  ten  years  when  the  regit 
ments  in  which  they  served  stormed  the  bristling  forts  of  the  MexJcari; 
army. 

Of  the  2,778,304  enlistments  of  soldiers  who  fought  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  Union  during  the  Civil  War,  Ohio  furnished  313,180  soMiers, 
and  of  that  number  35,475  were  killed  or  died  of  wounds  or  disease.- 

The  5th  and  27th  regiments  of  colored  troops  recruited  in  Ohio  bolR 
have  records  for  long  and  honorable  service  and  losses  by  death  in  these 
two  regiments  were  430. , 

In  addition  to  these  two  full  Fegiments,  a  large  number  of  colored 
soldiers  were  recruited  in  Ohio  for  the  regular  army.  In  all  upward  of 
5,000  colored  troops,  were  furnished  by  the  State  and  all  have  recordsi 
for  bravery  on  the  battle  fields  of  the  Civil  War  in  which  they  can  takft 
a  just  pride.  ;■ 

OHIO  IN   THE   NAVY  DURING  THE  CIVIL  WAR, 

The  roster  of  Ohio  in  the  navy  contains  5,400  names,  of  which  125 
were  officers  of  the  regular  ser\'ice ;  576  officers  of  the  volunteer  service ;' 
375  firemen;  250  boys  of  the  first,  second  and  third  class;  2,909  seamert; 
830  ordinary  seamen  and  1,150  landsmen. 

While  the  majority  of  the  men,  whose  names  are.  home  on.  this 
roster,  served  in  the  Mississippi  Squadron,  yet  it  is  shown  that  some  of 
them  served  on  the  Atlantic  Seacoast  on  war  v'ess'elS  fhaf  participated 
in  some  of  the  great  naval  battles  of  the  war.  Some  of  them  served 
under  Commodore  Foote  at  Ft.  Henry  and  at  Ft.  Donaldson  on  t^e 
Carondelet,  the  Louisville,  Conestoga  and  other  gunboats  where  the 
navy  played  such  an  important  part  in  those  sanguinary  battles.  .SbmC 
of  them  were  with  grand  old  Farragut,  when  lashed  to  the  mast  of  hi3 
flagship,  he  raged  and  fought  wilh  a  valor  not  second  to  Paul  Jpne's:' 
These  brave  men  of  our  navy  are  entitled  to  their  full  meed  of  praise 
awarded  to  other  arms  of  the  service. 

SPANISH    WAR. 

Ohio  furnished  ten  regiments  of  infantry,  one  regiment  of  cavalry, 
one  regiment  of  artillery,  one  battalion  colored  troops,  a  detach- 
ment of  Second  U.  S.  Engineers;  Volunteer  U.  S,  Hospital  Corps,  U^  S.- 
Signal  Cor[)s  and  one  battalion  U.  S.  \'oIunteers  immunes.  The  total 
enlistments  in.the  volunteer  service  was  15.354,  with  many  others  in  the 
regular  army,  and  the  losses  by  death  in  the  Volunteer  Army  was  453, 
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Of  our  soldiers  who  attained  high  rank,  General  J.  Warren  Keifer,  who 
had  a  longund  distingyished  service  during  the  Civil  War.  was  appointed 
a  Major  General  and  George  A.  Garretson  a  Brigadier  General  in  the 
Spanish  War.  Many  Ohio  soldiers  served  in  the  Philippine  Islands  in 
U.  S.  Volunteer  organizations  that  crushed  the  insurrection. 

It  matters  not  in  what  war  our  boys  fought.  They  all  fought  under 
the  same  flag  and  are  entitled  to  the  sam6  meed  of  praise  and  honor.  The 
soldiers  of  the  war  with  Spain  were  of  the  same  blood  as  the  soldiers  of 
the  Civil  War  and  some  of  them  were  your  sons.  They  had  the  example 
of  your  heroic  deeds  to  inspire  them,  they  were  proud  of  your  services 
and  gloried  in  the  victories  you  had  won. 

Could  we  look  into  the  future  with  prophetic  eye,  we  would  see  the 
heroes  of  the  Revolution,  the  War  of  1812,  the  War  with  Mexico,  the 
soldiers  of  the  Civil  War,  who  saved  the  Union,  and  the  young  soldiers 
of  the  Spanish-American  War,  all  crossing  swords  in  the  morning  sun- 
light under  the  flag  which  has  given  us  all  the  hope  of  the  present  and 
promise  of  the  future. 

During  the  Civil  War  Ohio  furnished  a  larger  number  of  distin- 
guished generals  than  any  other  state  in  the  Union.  The  total  number 
of  generals  furnished  by  Ohio  during  the  war  was  227,  divided  by  rank 
as  follows:  Major  Generals  20;  Brevet  Major  Generals  27;  Brigadier 
Generals  30;  Brevet  Brigadier  Generals  150. 

In  this  number  were  some  whose  military  fame  was  known  and 
praised  throughout  the  whole  of  the  civilized  world,  and  it  may  be  well 
doubted  if  there  was  an  officer  of  any  of  the  European  countries  that 
stood  as  high  as  a  military  leader  as  did  General  Grant  at  the  close  of 
the  War;  and  it  is  a  fact  and  rather  remarkable  that  the  only  officers 
that  have  ever  attained  the  rank  of  general,  excepting  Washington,  were 
Grant,  Sherman  and  Sheridan,  all  Ohio  soldiers.  Grant  was  commis- 
sioned Lieutenant  General,  March  2,  1864,  when  he  was  promoted  to 
general  and  was  succeeded  by  William  T.  Sherman,  who  became  a 
General  in  full  March  4,  1869,  upon  Grant's  election  to  the  presidency. 
Phillip  H.  Sheridan  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  General  and  held  that 
rank  until  June  i,  1888,  when  he  was  promoted  to  full  General.  He 
died  August  5,  1888.  The  act  promoting  Sheridan  to  the  rank  of  General 
provided  that  the  rank  would  end  with  the  life  of  General  Sheridan. 

Under  command  of  these  great  generals,  the  soldiers  of  Ohio  in  the 
Civil  War  fought  on  all  of  the  great  battle  fields  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Union  from  the  firing  of  the  first  gun  at  Ft.  Sumter  to  Appomattox. 
They  were  at  Gettysburg.  Chickamauga,  Antietam,  Vicksburg,  Stones 
River,  The  Wilderness,  Mission  Ridge,  Seven  Pines,  Lookout  Mountain. 
Petersburg,  and  Nashville.  The  One  Hundred  Days  under  fire  from 
Chattanooga  to  Atlanta,  they  marched  with  Sherman  to  the  sea  and  some 
of  them  were  at  Appomattox  when  the  last  gun  of  the  great  war 
was  fired. 

TOTAL  ENLISTMENTS  AND  LOSSES. 


The  number  of  Ohio  soldiers  sen'ing  in  the  three  wars  were  333,828, 
and  adding  those  of  service  in  the  Navy  in  the  Civil  War  a  total  of 
339,228.  There  were  hundreds  of  enlistments  in  the  regular  army  of 
Ohio  soldiers,  in  organizations  of  distinguished  service  of  which  the 
state  has  no  record. 

In  the  three  wars  36.531  Ohio  soldiers  fell  under  these  flags  and 
every  soldier  who  fell  was  both  a  hero  and  a  martyr.    The  soldiers  of 
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America  who  have  fallen  while  fighting  in  defense  of  these  flags  have 
left  us  a  glorious  heritage,  a  flag  respected  and  honored,  on  land  and  sea 
by  every  nation  of  the  world.  Then  let  us  pledge  anew  our  devotion  to 
the  fiag  handed  down  to  us  by  the  heroes  of  '76  and  preserved  by  the 
soldiers  of  all  our  wars.  Let  the  young  men  and  boys  of  today  swear 
eternal  allegiance  to  the  old  flag  handed  down  to  them  without  a  stain 
upon  its  folds. 

We  should  always  be  glad  to  say  of  America,  "This  is  my  country ; 
I  am  an  American  citizen,"  and  we  should  look  upon  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  as  the  dearest  flag  that  floats  and  be  ever  ready  to  endure  hard- 
ships, make  sacrifices,  and  if  need  he,  die  for  our  country,  for  the  noblest 
act  of  man  is  to  love  his  country  better  than  himself  or  kindred.. 

As  the  old  veterans  looked  on  these  battle  flags,  April  27,  1916,  torn 
with  shot  and  shell,  and  blackened  by  the  smoke  of  battle,  what  memories 
came  to  them  crowding  thick  and  fast  ofthe  days  they  were  in  camp, 
of  the  many  weary  nights  they  marched  or  when  they  were  on  the  Ijattle 
line.  Proud  memories  of  the  days  they  marched  away  to  the  wild  music 
of  the  war  drums,  cheered  by  the  plaudits  of  patriotic  citizens  and  sweet 
farewells  of  fathers,  mothers,  brothers  and  sisters.  Sad  memories  of 
comrades  who  came  not  back.  Tender  memories  of  comradeship  and 
of  the  comrades  who  fell  on  the  field,  whose  eyes  looked  for  the  last  time 
on  the  folds  of  the  flag  for  which  he  gave  his  young  life.  Proud 
memories  of  the  final  victories  of  our  armies  and  the  righteous  cause 
for  which  they  fought.  Thankful  and  immortal  memories  and  honors 
that  will  cling  around  these  faded  banners  baptized  with  the  blood  of 
half  a  million  patriotic  soldiers.  The  flower  of  the  army  that  saved  the 
Union.  Their  tents  pitched- in  the  eternal  bivouac  beyond  the  stars, 
where  they  shall  sleep  forever  in  that  silence  that  shall  be  broken,  only 
by  the  reveille  of  life  immortal. 

These  precious  emblems  are  now  transferred  through  you  as  Gover- 
nor, to  the  care  of  the  Government  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  folded  with 
a  benediction  from  the  veterans  of  three  wars  to  be  guarded  carefully 
until  the  last  "tattoo"  is  beaten  and  the  l)Ugle  shall  sound  "taps"  and 
light  out  forever  at  the  grave  of  the  last  surviving  veteran.

Columbus,  January  i,  1917. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Commission  to  establish  a 
Home  for  the  treatment  and  education  of  deformed  and  cn{^led 
children. 

With  the  recommendations  of  this  report  I  heartily  concur.  Ohio 
can  do  no  nobler  work  than  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  establishment 
of  this  institution.  As  is  pointed  out  in  the  report  of  the  Cbmmissioft 
there  is  now  no  state  institution  in  which  these  unfortunate  little  ones 
can  receive  proper  treatment  and  education.  Other  states  of  the  Union 
are  ahead  of  Ohio  in  this  humanitarian  work.  The  experience  of  these 
states  shows  that  at  least  50  per  cent  of  crippled  children  can  be 
permanently  cured,  and  25  per  cent  more  very  much  improved  in  their 
condition. 

The  highest  humanitarian  considerations  demand  that  no  effort  shall 
be  spared  in  this  commendable  project  to  alleviate  human  suffering  and 
help  these  children  to  become  useful,  self -sustaining  citizens. 

I  recommend  that  $90,000.00  be  appropriated  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  to  enable  the  Commission  to  secure  a  site  and  provide  necessary 
equipment  and  maintenance  during  1917  and  1918.  In  order  that  there 
may  be  no  delay  in  the  progress  of  the  work  I  respectfully  but  very 
urgently  recommend  that  $60,000.00  of  this  amount  be  made  immediately 
available.

The  General  Assembly  of  Ohio: 

Gentlemen  :  In  1906,  the  Ohio  State  Legislature  passed  laws  and 
appropriated  funds  for  the  building  of  a  State  Institution  for  the  treat- 
ment and  education  of  deformed  and  crippled  children.  The  need  for 
this  Institution  had  been  clearly  demonstrated  by  a  Commission  appointed 
in  1902  to  investigate  the  subject.  In  accordance  with  the  laws,  as  above 
mentioned,  passed  in  igo6,  a  Commission  was  duly  appointed  by  Gov- 
ernor Pattison.  This  Commission  consists  of  the  Governor  "of  the  State 
and  the  State  Auditor,  as  ex-officio  members,  and  three  private  citizens. 
The  present  Commission  is  acting  under  these  same  laws,  but  only  one 
member  of  the  original  Commission,  appointed  in  1906,  is  now  a  member 
of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  appointed  in  1906,  had  available  funds  appropriated 
for  its  uses  and  purposes  in  the  sum  of  $50,000.00.  $3,196.44  of  this 
amount  was  spent  for  plans  and  specifications  and  expenses,  and  the 
balance  of  the  original  sum  appropriated,  $46,803.56,  lapsed,  and  was 
returned  to  the  General  Revenue  Fund  of  the  State. 

No  minute  books  or  records  are  available  to  show  just  what  action 
the  1906  Commission  took,  or  why  they  did  not  proceed  to  buy  a  site 
and  erect  a  home  for  indigent,  deformed  and  crippled  children,  as  the 
statute  commanded. 

During  the  1915  session  of  the  State  Legislature,  $1,000.00  was  ap- 
propriated for  the  general  purpose  of  a  Crippled  Children's  Home  Com- 
mission. The  purpose  of  this  appropriation  was  to  give  the  Commission 
money  to  properly  investigate  and  visit  the  Crippled  Children's  Homes  in 
other  States,  and,  generally,  to  study  the  subject  so  as  to  be  prepared 
to  recommend  to  the  1917  Legislature,  the  amount  required  for  acquir- 
ing the  necessary  site  and  buildings,  also  the  maintenance  and  cost  for 
1917  and  1918  of  this  Institution. 

The  present  Commission  has  made  a  very  careful  study  of  this  sub- 
ject and  several  members  have  visited  various  Institutions  of  the  kind 
in  other  States.  Only  $71.35  of  the  $1,000.00  appropriated,  has  been 
expended  by  this  Commission,  notwithstanding  the  l?rge  amount  of 
work  they  have  put  in  on  the  subject,  because  some  of  the  members  have 
paid  their  own  expenses  in  the  investigation  and  visits  above  referred  to. 
This  present  Commission  feel  such  an  interest  in  this  subject,  and  such 
a  need  for  this  Institution,  they  want  to  conserve  all  the  money  possible, 
both  in  the  preliminary  work  and  in  the  actual  creation  of  the  Institution, 
in  order  that  your  Honorable  Body  should  be  thoroughly  convinced  that 
money  appropriated  for  this  Institution  will  be  economically  and  wisely 
expended. 

Two  other  states  have  blazed  the  way  for  this  Institution  for  Ohio 
and  have  clearly  demonstrated  the  great  need,  and  the  good  results  ac- 
complished by  a  State  Institution  of  this  character. 

The  Massachusetts  Institution,  located  at  Canton,  Massachusetts  (a 
suburb  of  Boston),  has  a  capacity  of  250  in-patients,  and  is  filled  up  at 
all  times.    The  maintenance  expense  per  capita  of  this  Institution  is  about 
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$290.00,  and,  in  addition,  large  numbers  of  out-patients  are  treated,  which 
expense  is  covered  in  the  above  cost. 

The  Minnesota  Institution,  located  at  St.  Paul,  has  a  capacity  of 
120  in-patients  and  operates  at  a  cost  of  $289.00  per  capita,  besides 
treating  large  numbers  of  out-patients,  covered  by  the  above  cost.  The 
hospital  and  the  grand  work  it  is  doing  are  a  source  of  pride  to  the 
State,  and  to  D;-.  Arthur  J,  Gillette,  the  surgeon-in-chief.  With  the 
latter,  the.  relieving  of  crippled  children  of  their  deformities  has  been  a 
life  work,  and  his  labor,  together  with  that  of  a  large  staff  of  Twin 
City  surgeons  and  physicians,  has  been  without  cost  to  the  State.  They 
are  on  call  day  and  night,  and  services  given  are  entirely  gratuitous. 
During  the  biennial  period  ending  July  last,  the  hospital  housed  and  gave 
treatment  to  286  crippled  children.  In  addition,  the  dispensary  gave 
relief  to  277  out-patients.  The  medical  and  nursing  staff  is  of  such 
standing  that  the  medical  department  of  Ihe  University  has  asked  that 
two  days  each  week  be  set  aside  for  the  benefit  of  its  students. 

The  records  of  these  two  successful  State  Institutions  show  that 
over  50%  of  the  indigent,  crippled  and  deformed  children  they  treat  and 
educate  are  absolutely  cured ;  and,  thereby  become  self-sustaining  citizens 
of  their  respective  states,  instead  of  remaining  all  their  lives  dependents, 
at  great  expense  to  the  state.  Over  25%  are  improved  to  such  an  extent 
that,  coupled  with  the  education  and  vocational  training'  given  them, 
they  become  either  wholely,  or  in  part,  self-sustaining. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Commission  to  impress  upon  your  body  that 
an  Institution  of  this  character,  instead  of  being  a  liability  and  expense 
to  the  State,  is  in  reality,  an  asset,  and  this  is  demonstrated  clearly  by  the 
work  of  the  two  State  Institutions  referred  to,  which  have  now  been  in 
operation  for  several  years. 

The  fact  that  these  two  State  Institutions  are  constantly  filled  to 
their  capacity,  proves,  conclusively,  the  need  of  such  an  Institution  in 
a  State. 

To  emphasize  further  the  necessity  of  such  an  Institution,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  state  that  in  the  great  Commonwealth  of  Ohio,  there  exists 
no  State  Institution  in  which  an  indigent,  crippled  or  deformed  child 
can  be  legally  placed. 

The  immediate  cause  of  reviving  the  plans  for  creating  this  kind 
of  an  Institution,  was  occasioned  by  the  discovery  two  years  ago,  by 
a  citizen  of  Ohio,  of  a  poor  little  boy.  crippled  with  infantile  paralysis, 
whose  parents  had  died,  and  this  boy  was  found  in  the  Infirmary,  or  the 
"poor  house,"  of  one  of  the  counties  of  this  State,  in  a  neglected  condi- 
tion, without  any  medical  treatment  possible,  and,  furthermore,  without 
any  legal  status  even  in  the  "poor  house,"  and,  when  an  attempt  was 
made  to  find  a  State  Institution  in  which  this  unfortunate,  little  child 
might  be  accorded  treatment  and  help,  it  was  discovered  that  no  State 
Institution  in  Ohio  could  legally  take  this  child,  treat  and  provide  for  him. 

During  this  year,  some  philanthropic  people  in  Cleveland  have  been 
making  a  complete  survey  and  census,  at  great  expense  to  themselves, 
of  all  the  cripples  in  Cleveland.  This  report  is  now  nearly  complete, 
and  although  not  yet  fully  compiled  and  tabulated,  shows  over  4,000 
cripples  in  Cleveland,  with  an  estimated  population  of  675,000.  It  is 
estimated  that  over  half  of  these  4,000  cripples  will  be  shown  to  be 
children,  and  it  is  further  estimated  that  of  these  2,000  crippled  children, 
at  least  5%,  or  100  of  them  will  be  found  to  be  children  of  parents

too  poor  to  furnish  medical  or  surgical  attendance.  If  the  same  ratio 
holds  throughout  the  state,  there  are  750  crippled  and  deformed  children 
in  this  lamentable  condition,  and,  except  for  haphazard  private  charity, 
or  equally  haphazard  county  or  city  charity,  are  left  to  drag  out  their 
days  in  misery  and  suffering  —  hopeless  and  helpless  —  a  burden  to  them- 
selves, their  families,  and  communities,  when  it  is  so  clearly  proved  that 
in  these  days  of  medical  and  surgical  science  over  50%  of  these  suffer- 
ing innocents  could  be  permanently  cured,  and  over  25%  materially 
improved. 

Your  conrunission  believes  that  immediate  action  should  be  taken 
to  establish  a  state  institution  for  the  treatment  and  education  of  de- 
formed and  crippled  indigent  children,  in  accordance  with  and  under  the 
laws  passed  in  1906,  and  unanimously  recommend  the  following: 

I.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  commission  that  such  institution  should 
be  located  in  close  proximity  to  the  City  of  Columbus. 

2.'  We  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body  appropriate  from 
the  General  Revenue  Fund  of  the  State,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  tht 
CCHnmissioB,  $60,000.00,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  and 
$30,000.00  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919, 

3.  Sec.  I  of  the'Act  creating  this  Commission  and  defining  its 
duties,  provides  "that  the  site  for  such  home  shall  contain  not  less  than 
fifty  acres  of  land."  We  beheve  this  law  should  be  amended  and  the 
number  of  acres  necessary  to  establish  this  home  should  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  your  Commission. 

4.  It  is  our  thought  that  this  home  should  be  started  in  a  small 
way  just  as  soon  as  possible,  and  by  this  plan  we  fee]  its  development 
will  be  natural  and  economical. 

5.  We  further  recommend  that  legislation  provide  that  in  1917. 
when  the  personal  property  assessors  are  assessing  the  personal  property 
of  the  State,  some  officer  of  the  State  shall  have  the  power  to  prepare 
blanks  and  cause  the  assessors  to  take  a  census  of  all  criiq)led  and  de- 
formed children  within  the  State,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  such  officer. 

6.  Your  Commission  has  taken  option  on  three  sites  for  the  pro- 
posed home,  in  close  proximhy  to  Columbus,  one  of  ten  acres  near 
Worthington,  Ohio,  one  of  sixteen  acres  at  Shepard,  Ohio,  and  one  of 
8  25/100  acres,  at  Groveport,  Ohio.  The  site  at  Worthington  has  modern 
buildings  that  will  care  for  fifty  children,  and  can  be  purchased  for 
$25,000.00.  The  site  at  Shepard,  Ohio,  will  house  rso  children,  and  can 
be  purchased  for  $35,000.00;  and  the  site  at  Groveport,  Ohio,  will  house 
75  children,  and  can  be  purchased  for  $22,500.00.  We  also  have  under 
consideration  in  co-operation  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity a  plan  whereby  the  home  may  be  located  on  the  grounds  of  the 
University. 

7.  This  Commission,  have,  therefore,  recommended  to  Governor 
Willis,  who,  ex-officio,  is  a  member,  and  who  has  taken  an  earnest  part 
in  its  proceedings,  that  there  be  included  in  the  1917  budget,  an  ap- 
propriation of  ^0,000.00  for  securing  a  site,  and  necessary  equipment, 
for  carrying  on  the  Institution  during  1917  and  1918. 

This  Commission  earnestly  recommends  that  your  Honorable  Body 

appropriate  this  money  for  this  purpose,  and  thereby  create  for  Ohio 
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an  institution  which  will  treat,  care  for  and  educate  these  poor,  deformed, 
little  creatures  and  give  them  their  chance  for  a  place  in  the  sun.

•  Sec.  2073.  A  commission  composed  of  the  governor,  auditor  of 
state  and  three  persons  resident  of  the  state,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  one  political  party, 
IS  hereby  established,  and  on  behalf  of  the  state  is  directed  to  select 
and  purchase  not  less  than  fifty  acres  of  land,  in  this  state,  suitable  for 
the  location  of  a  state  institution,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Ohio 
institution  for  the  treatment  and  education  of  deformed  and  crippled 
children. 

Sec.  2074.  The  commission  shall  adopt  plans  and  specifications,  pre- 
pare estimates  of  cost  and  construction,  accept  donations,  let  contracts 
for  and  cause  to  be  constructed  on  such  lands  the  necessary  buildings 
and  structures,  at  a  total  cost  not  to  exceed  that  hereafter  appropriated 
for  that  purpose,  for  the  medical  and  surgical  treatment  and  polytechnic 
and  literary  education,  of  the  crippled  and  deformed  children  of  the 
state,  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years. 

Sec.  2075.  The  commission  is  also  directed  to  purchase  and  pro- 
vide all  equipments,  fixtures,  appliances  and  furnishings  for  such  land, 
buildings  and  structures  and  to  make  contracts,  employ  an  architect  and 
other  agents  and  employees  as  it  deems  proper  and  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  2076,  The  institution  is  founded  for  the  purpose  of  caring 
for,  treating  and  schooling  the  crippled  and  deformed  children  of  the 
state,  that  they  may  be  aided  to  live  in  physical  comfort  and  be  self- 
sustaining  citizens  rather  than  lifelong  charges  upon  the  public.  Chil- 
dren admissible  to  the  institution  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several 
counties  of  the  state  in  proportion  to  population  as  shown  by  the  next 
preceding  federal  census,  but  each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least 
two  enrollments  therein  at  al!  times. 

Sec.  2077.  The  deeds  of  land  purchased  in  pursuance  of  this  chap- 
ter shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  state  and  recorded  in  the  records 
of  deeds  in  the  county  wherein  they  are  situated. 

Sec.  2078.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office  the 
members  of  the  commission  appointed  by  the  governor,  shall  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  to  discharge  all  the  duties 
required  of  them  by  this  chapter. 

Sec.  2079.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  be  allowed  their 
traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties.  The  amounts  of  expenditures,  including  expenses  of  the 
commission,  when  certified  to  by  the  president  and  secretary  thereof, 
shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  auditor  of  state.    - 

Sec,  2080.  The  commission  shall  organize  by  electing  a  president 
and  a  secretary  who  shall  be  members  of  the  commission.  The  com- 
missioners may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  deem  proper. 
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A  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

Sec.  2081,  When  the  buildings  and  structures  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  are  so  far  completed  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mission they  properly  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  such  institution, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a, 
board  of  trustees  therefor  to  consist  of  six  members,  not  more  than 
three  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  same  political  party,  for  one,  two,  three, 
four,  five  and  six  years,  respectively,  from  (he  date  of  their  appointment. 
Thereafter  one  member  shall  be  appointed  each  year  for  a  term  of  six 
years.     Vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner. 

Sec.  2082.  The  control  and  management  of  the  institution  shall 
be  vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  in  accordance  with  the  general  pro- 
visions of  law  relating  to  state  benevolent  institutions,  which  provisions 
so  far  as  applicable  shall  apply  to  such  board. 
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JANUARY  2,  1917. 
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Members  of  the  Senate  of  the  Eighty-Second  General  Assembly: 

As  Lieutenant  Governor  and  President  of  the  Senate  of  Ohio  I 
wish  to  address  you  briefly  on  some  measures  that  should  be  called  to 
your  attention.  I  feel  that  my  duty  to  you  and  the  people  of  the  State 
demands  that  I  make  this  statement  which  I  deem  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  people,  after  two  years  of  careful  consideration  and  investigation. 
Therefore  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  being  a  pioneer,  in  thus  addressing  you, 
blazing  a  way  for  you  who  may  hereafter  preside  over  this  honorable 
body. 

INCREASE  OF  WAGES  OF  STATE  EMPLYEES. 

The  wages  of  employees  in  the  State  Institutions  demand  a  substan- 
tial increase  at  this  time.  Many  of  the  men  receive  the  small  pittance 
of  $30.00  to  $40.00  per  month  and  women  from  $15.00  to  $30.00  and 
many  of  them  work  from  twelve  to  fifteen  hours  per  day. 

The  wages  of  these  employees  are  practically  what  they  were  twenty 
years  ago,  many 'of  them  are  married  men  who  have  families  to  main- 
tain and  educate  so  that  the  maintenance  which  usually  goes  with  one 
of  these  positions  has  no  significance  as  regards  conmpensation.  How 
these  men  have  been  able  to  maintain  their  families  without  asking  for 
public  charity  is  beyond  the  comprehension  of  those  in  authority  in  the 
State  during  the  last  three  years  when  living  has  been  advanced  more 
than  one  hundred  per  cent. 

The  fact  that  a  man  or  woman  works  for  the  State  is  no  reason 
why  they  should  not  receive  a  living  wage  or  salary.  Even  day  laborers 
in  the  ditch  now  receive  $2.75  per  day  which  would  make  their  compen- 
sation more  than  double  that  received  by  those  poorly  paid  state  em- 
ployees. A  joint  legislative  committee  should  be  appointed  to  thor- 
oughly investigate  this  matter  and  after  full  knowledge  of  the  conditions 
correct  this  injustice.  I  also  recommend  and  advocate  an  eight-hour  day 
for  both  men  and  women. 

LIEUTENANT  GOVERNSHIP, 

I  would  recommend  that  laws  be  passed  giving  the  Governor  the 
authority  to  delegate  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  many  of  the  duties 
which  are  now  performed  by  the  Governor.  The  granting  of  extradi- 
tions, parole  of  convicts,  examination  and  investigation  of  various  state 
institutions  and  many  other  of  the  less  important  duties  now  devolving 
on  the  Chief  Executive  can  be  performed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
relieving  the  Governor  of  a  large  amount  of  work  which  takes  up  his 
time  to  the  exclusion  of  more  important  state  duties,  reserving  to  the 
Governor  the  right  to  approve  or  disapprove  any  action  which  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  might  take  or  decision  rendered.  The  intimate  rela- 
tion which  would  result  from  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Govpmor 
thus  working  together  harmoniously  would  be  of  great  benefit  not  only 
to  the  Governor  but  to  the  people  of  the  State  and  in  the  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  Governor  the  Lieutenant  Governor  would 
be  more  competent  to  act  as  he  would  be  more  familiar  than  now  with 
the  affairs  and  with  the  routine  work  in  the  Governor's  office. 

Should  the  Legislature  in  their  wisdom  decide  to  thus  add  to  the 
duties  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  I  would  recommend  that  thie  compen- 
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sation  for  this  official  be  increased  to  the  same  amount  now  paid  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  other  elective  State  officials,  to-wit:  the  sum  of 
$6,500.00,  In  my  opinion  this  would  not  be  exorbitant  or  beyond  that 
his  services  would  be  worth  to  the  State,  taking  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  he  runs  independent  at  the  primary  campaign  and  election  and 
has  the  entire  State  to  cover.  The  salary  should  be  such  that  it  would 
be  sufficient  compensation  to  attract  such  men  who  would  be  competent 
to  act  as  Governor  in  case  of  death  or  resignation  of  the  Governor. 

CONSERVANCY. 

The  question  of  conservancy,  that  of  protecting  the  public  from 
floods  and  conserving  the  lands  bordering  on  the  streams  has  reached 
an  acute  stage  at  this  time,  has  cost  a  large  amount  of  money  in  litiga- 
tion and  nothing  has  been  done  in  the  line  of  protection  although  the 
flood  which  called  for  the  Vonderheide  Act  occurred  almost  four  years 
ago.  An  Act  covering  the  entire  State  should  be  passed  placing.the  mat- 
ter of  Conservancy  in  the  department  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Works, 
giving  him  authority  to  use  the  convict  labor  of  the  State,  purchase 
dredges  of  large  ca(>acity  to  clear  out  the  channels  of  the  rivers  and 
conserve  the  sand  and  gravel  resulting  from  such  action.  Authority 
should  be  given  the  State  to  sell  the  sand  and  gravel  thus  conserved  to 
the  political  sub-divisions  of  the  State  and  to  all  contractors  for  use  in 
strictly  public  works,  such  as  highways  and  etc.  A  State  cement  plant 
should  be  erected  to  furnish  cement  for  all  concrete  work,  this  to  be 
manned  by  convict  albor.  Dikes  should  be  thrown  up  wherever  the 
river  is  encroaching  on  rich  bottoms  or  threatening  to  destroy  them  and 
where  crops  so  destroyed  by  June  and  summer  floods  dikes  should  be 
thrown  entirely  around  the  exposed  portion  of  these  lands. 

The  State  at  large  should  bear  a  small  proportion  of  this  public 
work  and  the  lands  and  property  directly  benefited  therefrom  should  be 
assessed  a  fair  amount  for  the  protection  thus  granted. 

The  plans  and  specifications  of  all  bridges  through  the  State  should 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  before  be- 
ing constructed. 

A  larger  number  of  conservancy  boards  which  threaten  to  spring 
up  over  the  state  in  addition  to  the  two  alt  ready  organized  all  call  for 
millions  of  dollars  in  over-head  charged  which  would  be  eliminated  were 
the  state  to  have  charge  of  the  work. 

THE  EMERGENCY  BOARD. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  law  be  changed  and  the  State  Emer- 
gency Board  be  composed  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Senate  and  House 
Finance  Committees;  these  being  composed  of  officers  connected  with 
the  General  Assembly  and  knowing  the  reasons  why  appropriations  were 
made,  would  be  better  qualified  to  act  upon  demands  for  additional  funds 
made  by  the  various  state  departments  after  the  Legislature  had  ad- 
journed. 

BOARDS  AND  COMMISSIONS. 

I  Strongly  recommend  the  abolishment  of  the  greater  number  of 
boards  and  commissions  which  now  plague  the  state,  they  are  of  no 
benefit  and  are  a  great  expense  to  the  tax  payers  and  of  no  appreciable 
benefit  thereto.    Hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  would  be  thus  saved. 
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by  return  to  a  safe  and  sane  Government  as  we  had  ten  years  ago  and 
still  retain  our  progressive  policies. 

TERM    OF    OFFICE. 

The  Constitution  should  be  amended  and  all  elective  state  officers 
and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  should  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
four  years,  the  state  would  receive  untold  benefit  by  this  reform  as  two 
years  for  elective  officers  is  too  short  a  term,  just  when  they  are  of  some 
benelit  to  the  State  they  are  frequently  retired  from  office  by  the  election 
of  successors.  The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
have  become  familiar  with  their  duties  only  when  it  is  time  to  adjourn 
sine  die. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

There  are  three  distinct  and  coordinate  branches  of  the  State  Gov- 
renment,  executive,  legislative  and  judicial,  each  has  its  ditsinct  and 
-separate  duty  to  perform  and  neither  should  encroach  beyond  the  legiti- 
mate boundaries  of  the  other.  Under  our  constitution  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Executive  to  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  opening,  such 
laws  and  changes  in  the  old  laws  and  reforms  of  State  Government  a.-; 
in  his'Wisdom  are  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  give  heed  to  and  follow 
these  recommendations  whenever  in  their  collective  judgment  they  will 
be  beneficial  or  for  the  best  interest  of  the  majority  of  the  people  or 
correct  abuses  which  exist  in  the  state. 

In  the  last  few  years  there  has  grown  up  in  the  various  State  a 
tendency  in  Executives  to  encroach  upon  the  legitimate  rights  of  the 
General  Assemblies  and  force  these  bodies  to  pass  such  taws  as  the 
Executive  demands.  The  Legislators  at  all  times  should  retain  their 
independence  and  freedom  from  coercion,  while  giving  due  respect  and 
consideration  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive,  maintain  their 
liberty  of  action  and  pass  only  such  measures  which  they  in  their  collec- 
tive wisdom  believe  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  state,  and  if  neces- 
sary to  make  them  into  law  pass  them  over  the  veto  of  the  Executive. 

The  collective  wisdom  of  the  two  branches  of  the  General  Assembly, 
barring  outside  influence  cannot  be  far  wrong  and  would  meet  with  the 
general  approbation  of  the  [jeople  at  large. 

The  people  are  demanding  a  larger  amount  of  Home  Rule,  they 
demand  that  their  representatives  in  legislative  bodies  follow  more  closely 
the  desires  and  needs  of  those  who  have  elected  them  into  office  and  not 
be  governed  by  special  interests  and  pohticians  who  have  their  own  selfish 
objects  in  view  and  which  are  frequently  antagonistic  to  the  Public 
Welfare. 

I  would  therefore  advise  that  you  consider  the  recommendations  of   . 
the  Governor,  the  wishes  of  your  constituents  and  the  dictates  of  your 
own  conscience,  these,  if  followed,  will  make  for  better  laws  and  the 
respect  and  admiration  of  your  constituents  and  the  people  of  the  whole 
state.

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MESSAGE  OF  JAMES  M.  COX,  GOVERNOR  OF  OHIO. 

State  of  Ohio, 

Executive  Department, 

Office  of  the  Governor. 

Columbus. 

To  the  General  Assembly : 

I  deem  it  highly  important  to  officially  advise  you  of  a  situation 
created  by  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state.  Our 
revenues  are  derived  through  taxation,  and  the  initial  procedure  is  the 
listing  of  property  for  taxation  in  the  early  part  of  April.  In  order  that 
the  proper  distribution  of  moneys  be  made  to  prevent  defalcation  on  debt 
and  current  expense,  and  for  the  further  purpose  of  giving  every  tax 
payer  his  legal  and  moral  right  of  appeal,  there  must  be  ample  time 
allowed  between  the  tax  listing  an<l  tax  paying  dates.  Attention  is  called 
to  this  circumstance  in  order  that  you  may  understand  the  necessity  of 
legislative  authority  for  the  first  official  act  —  the  assessment  of  property. 

Until  the  decision  of  the  court  was  rendered,  the  Parrett-Whitte- 
more  law  created  the  machinery  for  listing  property  for  taxation,  and 
for  revising  and  equalizing  returns  before  the  duplicate  was  finally  made 
up.  This  law  has  been  helil  unconstitutional.  The  emergency  growing 
out  of  the  decision  is  so  pressing  as  to  prompt  this  communication  to 
your  honorable  body.  Let  me  urge  upon  you  the  earliest  measure  of 
relief,  consistent  with  the  importance  of  the  task.  The  genius  of  our 
governmental  plan  has  never  been  questioned,  but  it  presupposes  a  patri- 
otic rather  than  a  political  attitude  toward  questions  of  grave  necessity, 
and  besides  exigency  should  never  be  faced  by  divisions  on  captions 
grounds.  Nothing  will  be  more  highly  promotive  of  the  public  confidence 
than  the  circumstance  of  our  legislative  body  dedicating  its  best  thought 
and  energy  to  the  solution  of  a  question  so  grave  as  this,  free  from  the 
influence  of  differences  on  other  matters.  Speaking  for  the  executive 
branch  of  the  government,  I  come  to  you  with  a  whole-hearted  assurance 
of  this  spirit.  Stripped  of  legal  verbiage,  the  opinion  of  the  court  gives 
us  the  meaning  in  few  words:  That  the  legislative  provisions  for  the 
assessment  of  property  for  taxation,  and  the  revision  of  the  tax  list 
through  the  hearing  of  complaints  or  otherwise,  is  illegal.  Happily  the 
assessors  elected  last  year  remain  as  officers  de  jure,  but  in  the  present 
situation,  there  is  no  legal  provision  for  compensation,  and  substantially 
no  duties  remain  for  the  reason  that  these  two  details  were  carried  into 
effect  in  a  manner  conflicting  with  the  constitution.  It  appears  that  in 
the  writing  of  the  Parrett-Whittemore  law,  the  duties  for  the  most  part 
were  imposed  upon  tiie  assessors  by  reference  to  the  same  duties  in  the 
preceding  tax  measure  —  the  Wames  law,  but  the  sections  reverted  back 
to,  were  subsequently  repealed  in  the  new  law,  so  that  the  assessor,  while 
still  an  officer  by  right,  is  practically  without  guidance,  or  limitation  so 
far  as  hi.s  duties  are  concerned.  In  the  Parrett-Whittemore  law,  com- 
pensation for  the  asses.sors  was  to  be  fixed  by  county  officers.  This,  the 
Supreme  Court  holds  to  be  in  contravention  of  the  constitution.  Besides, 
the  lack  of  uniformity  is  a   further  violation.     The  legislature  cannot 
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delegate  the  authority  to  fix  salaries;  it  must  be  done  by  the  Assembly, 
and  yet  it  would  appear  that  a  feasible  plan,  meeting  both  the  considera- 
tion of  fairness,  and  the  constitutional  ])rovision  can  be  established.  Be- 
yond question  you  can  arrive  at  the  pay  for  assessors  on  at  least  three 
bases:  First,  the  number  of  returns  made;  second,  the  population  of  the 
local  subdivision,  and  third,  the  size  of  the  duplicate. 

The  Board  of  Revision  is  an  illegal  body  as  at  present  constituted. 
Its  members  are  county  officers,  and  they  cannot  be  appointed.  The 
limitation  which  we  must  meet,  may,  in  this  connection  however,  in  the 
end,  work  for  greater  efficiency,  and  the  requirement  imposes  neither 
a  difficult  nor  an  inefficient  arrangement.  For  the  purpose  of  illustration, 
a  Board  of  Review,  could  be  made  up  of  the  auditor,  the  treasurer,  and 
the  county  prosecutor,  or  from  other  county  officers.  Let  me  impress 
upon  you  that  the  auditor  must  be  given  very  broad  powers,  because,  in 
the  very  nature  of  things,  his  responsibihty,  great  as  it  has  been,  is  now 
emphasized.  He  is  now  the  active  agent,  and  the  center  piece  in  this 
whole  machinery.  His  efficient  status  is  more  necessary  to  the  local  than 
to  state  government. 

The  question  may  arise  as  to  what  provision  you  can  make  within 
your  constitutional  rights  for  the  assessment  of  property  in  subdivisions 
where  no  assessors  are  elected.  The  extent  of  this  delinquency,  particu- 
larly in  cities  will  be  impressed  uixin  you  by  authoritative  figures  which 
show  that  under  the  present  law  in  Cleveland  at  the  last  election  of 
assessors,  seventy-seven  were  chosen  directly  by  the  people,  and  forty- 
four  were  subsequently  appointed.  In  Cincinnati  sixty-seven  were 
elected,  and  two  hundred  and  forty-four  were  appointed.  The  courts 
have  uniformly  held  to  the  doctrine  that  when  the  people  themselves  fail 
in  their  right  to  elect  an  officer  created  by  constitution  or  statute,  a 
vacancy  exists,  and  the  right  of  the  legislature  to  provide  the  means  of 
filling  a  vacancy  has  not  been  questioned,  so  there  need  be  no  apprehe:;- 
sion  m  this  respect. 

The  suggestion  is  offered  with  full  knowledge  of  taxation  changes 
in  the  past  four  years  and  their  attachment  to  iTOlitical  policies,  that  both 
the  Warnes  law,  and  the  Parrett-Whittemore  law  be  repealed,  save  with 
one  qualification  as  to  the  latter. 

Section  seventeen  preserves  to  the  state  the  present  staff  of  assessors. 
Practically  every  other  provision  of  the  Parrett-Whittemore  law  ceases 
to  be.  Inasmuch  as  it  repealed  the  Warnes  law.  and  the  repealing  clause 
also  goes  down  with  it,  then  the  Warnes  law  for  the  time,  is  the  tax  law 
of  the  state.  By  implication,  however,  it  too,  is  unconstitutional  be- 
cause the  same  vital  principles  held  now  to  be  constitutionally  infirm  in 
the  Parrett-Whittemore  law  are  just  as  conspicuous  in  the  structure  of 
the  Warnes  law.  It  is  important  that  in  the  repeal  of  these  two  acts, 
however,  you  preserve  section  seventeen  of  the  Parrett-Whittemore  law 
—  otherwise  you  would  have  no  assessors  at  all  at  the  present  time. 

If  experience  of  the  past  is  to  be  a  safe  guide  for  the  future,  then 
I  would  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  clothing  your  committee  to 
which  this  subject  is  assigned,  with  the  power  to  employ  competent  au- 
thorities in  order  that  the  measure  evolved  not  only  provide  for  the 
emergency  at  hand,  but  we  owe  to  those  we  serve,  fair  assurance  of  its 
constitutionality.  The  public  service  might  be  benefitted  if  we  had  in 
this  state  what  exists  in  some  of  the  New  England  states,  where  the 
legislature,  in  the  consideration  of  an  important  matter  can  ask  the 
Supreme  Court  for  constitutional  direction.    The  present  situation  would 
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seem  to  suggest  the  wisdom  of  such  a  charter  grant  in  Ohio.    It  can  only 
come,  however,  by  amendment  to  the  constitution. 

It  is  doubtless  unnecessary  to  remind  you  that  what  is  needed  how 
is  a  purely  administrative  act,  and  yet,  there  is  so  much  of  travesty  in 
our  tax  laws,  so  many  inequalities  —  so  many  relics  of  the  archaic,  that 
with  profit  to  the  state,  your  committee  might  also  be  authorized,  after 
providing  for  the  purely  administrative  detail,  to  make  recommendations 
on  the  lines  of  basic  principle.
